We have the honour to lay before Y^ou the Sixtieth Annual 
Report on the condition and management of Lunatics and 
Lunatic Asylums throughout Ireland during the year 1910. 

The iollowing Summary shows the number and distribution of 
the insane in Establishments on the 1st January, 1911, as 
compai’ed with the number and distribution on 1st January, 
1910 : —

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These numbers do not include the insane wandering at large 
ox those residing in private dwellings, with the exception of such 
cases as are returned to us under the 37th Section of the Act, 

5 and 6 Vic., cap. 123, or are under the care of the Lord Chan- 
cellor, i.e., Chancery patients. 

This summaiy shows that there was a total increase of 250 
during the year— the corresponding increase for the previous 
year having been 213. 

The increase in 1910 was 78 less than the average increase 
for the preceding ten years, which w'as 328. 

The foregoing figures relate to the actual numbers of the insane 
under care, but, as shown hereafter (vide p. xiii.) the ratio of the 
increase in the number of the registered insane from ycar_ to 
year, in proportion to the population, is somewhat greater, owing 
to the fact that the general populations has been, every year 
except 1909, decreasing. 

During 1910 an increase took place in the District and 
Auxiliary and Private Asylums, while the numbers in Dundrum 
Criminal Lunatic Asylum, and in Workhouses, as well as the 
single patients in unlicensed bouses, decreased. The numbers 
in District and Auxiliary Asylums increased by 333, and those 
in the Private Asylums and Institutions for the insane by 8 ; 
while those in Dundrum Asylum decreased by 6 ; those in Work- 
houses by 84 ; and the single patients in unlicensed houses by 1. 

Table I. (Appendix A.), giving the number and distribution 
of all lunatics under care on the 31st December of each year 
from 1880 to 1910, shows that in this inten^al of time an 
increase of 11,412 has taken place in the total ; the inmates of 
District and Auxiliary Asylums have increased by 11,936; the 
criminal lunatics in Dundrum Asylum have dccn^ascd by 9 ; the 
patients in Private Asylums and Institutions have increased by 
287 ; while the pauper lunatics in Workhouses have decreased by 
942. 

It is again satisfactory to record that the decrease in the 
number in Workhouses, 'which has been steadily taking place 
for several years past, still continues. 

During the year 1910, 663 cases were transferred from Work- 
houses to Asylums—beiiig 18‘26 per cent, of the total number 
of admissions to the latter Institutions. 

Transfers from WorWionses to Asylums. 

The following return of the numbers transferred from Work- 
houses to District Asylums, from 1890 to 1910, shows that over 
18 per cent, of the admissions during that period came from the 
former institutions.

Table II. (Appendix A.) shows the admissions to pistnct and 
Private Asylums each year since 1881. Prom tins tape it will 
be seen that the total admissions for 1910 plowed a net deciease 
of 13 as compared with the numbers for the previous yeai the 
admissions to District Asylums having decreased by 26, while 
those to Private Asylums increased by 12. 

In 1881 the admissions to District Asylums numbered 2, 50p 
and ill 1910 they amounted to 3,376. In the case 
Asylums, the numbers for 1881 wmre 145, and m_1910 they ha 
increased to 276. It will thus be seen that the mcrease m the 
last, as compared with the first year of that period, amounted m 
the case of the District Asylums to 43 per cent., and m the case 
of the Private Asylums to 86 per cent. 

We have so far dealt with the number of the insane in mstipj- 
tiona or otherwise brought under ofScial registration, but this 
does not include all the insane in the country, as a number reside 
in their own homes or with relatives, or are wandering at large. 
The general Census is the only means by which we can ascertain 
the number of the latter classes, who, at the 1901 Census, 
amounted approximately to 15 per cent, of the total.

From this Table it will be seen that the number of the insane 
under care has increased from 250 per 100,000 of the population 
in 1880, to 558 per 100,000 in 1910. 

The average rate of increase for the past five years has been 
5 per annum, whereas the average rate during the entire period 
was over 10 per annum. 


Sources of Maintenance. 

The insane inmates resident in the various institutions 
throughout Ireland on 31st December, 1910, were supported from 
the following sources : — Of the 20,603 patients in District and 
Auxiliary Asylums, 813 contributed wholly or partly to their 
support ; 258 criminal lunatics located in these Institutions were 
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maintaiaed out of State funds, and the remainder were rnain- 
tained partly out of the Government Grant and partly ont of the 
Local Rates. The 909 patients in Private Licensed Houses and 
Institutions for the insane were supported entirely out ot private 
funds; the 168 inmates of Diindrum Asylum were maintained at 
Government expiense ; whilst the 2,571 insane residents in \A ork- 
honses were supported entirely by the Poor Rate. 


DISTRICT AND AUXILIARY ASYLUMS. 

Statistics, &c. 

There are 24 District Asylums in addition to the Auxiliai^ 
Asylum at Youghal, but Portrane is a second Asylum for me 
same District as the Richmond, and it is, therefore, included 
under the statistics for the latter. A list of the District Asylums, 
giving the name of the Resident Medical Superintendent in each 
case, will be found in Appendix H. 

A full report on the condition and management of 
each institution, and the treatment of the patients therein, 
will he found in Appendix F , 


On the 31st December, 1910, there were in these institutions 
20,603 patients (11,099 males and 9,604 females). The numbers 
remaining on the 31st December, 1909, were:— Males, 10,937; 
females, 9,333; total, 20,270; showing a total increase of 333 
during the year 1910. . , 

Table No. I. (Appendix B.) shows the population of each

Prom this Table , it will be seen that the first admissions during 
1910 were practically the same as in 1909 ; w^hile the re-admis- 
sions showed a decrease, but not sufficient to affect the rate per 
100,000. 

In thirteen of the Asylums (Portrane being grouped as one 
with Eichmond) , there was an, increase in the number of admis- 
sions as compared with those for 1909 ; _ in nine Asylums 
(Youghal Auxiliary being grouped as one with Cork) the num- 
bers decreased ; whilst in one Asylum the numbers were the same 
in both years.

Discharges. 

The total number of patients discharged drmng the year -n-as 
1 759 viz. 979 males and 780 females. Of tlies® 1,30/ (711 
males’ and 596 females) were discharged recovered ; showing a 
decrease of 75 on the number for the 

centage of recoveries on the admissions was B6 o. being 1 J } 
cent, lower than that for the previous year. 

The numbers removed by friends or sent to workhouses 
amounted to 452 (268 males and 184 females), an increase of 17 
on the numbers for the previous year. 

Escapes. 

During the year five patients (all males) escaped, and wnre 
not re-taken, viz., one from Ballinasloe ; one from Maryborough , 
two from Mullingar; and one from Eichmond Asylum. 

Deaths. 

The number of deaths during the year was 1,479, viz. :--806 
amongst the males and 673 amongst the females. Ihis shows 
a deofeasc of 63 on the numbem ^ *1'® 1™?“"® 
having decreased by 17, and the females by 46. The gemial 
tleath?rate per cent of the daily average number resident was 
7-’2 viz., 7'3 amongst the males, and 7'1 a>™ngst the females.

Autopsies. 

In 197 cases the cause of death was verified by post-mortem 
examination, as against 222 for the previous year We again 
regret to record that the number of those examinations, which 
decreased in 1908 and 1909, showed a further decrease last year. 

In five Asylums, viz. Clonmel, Ivillamey, Letterkenny, 
Monaghan, and Sligo, no post-mortem examinations were made 
during the year ; while only one was made in each oi the cases 
of Armagh, Carlow, and Waterford Asyhmis. 

Eecovbry and Death Rates.

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Miscellaneous Tables. 

Table IV. (Appendix B.) shows the duration of disease on 
reception in the admissions, discharges, and deaths during 1910; 
Table V. the length of residence in Asylums of the patients who 
recovered, and of those who died during the year; Table IX. 
gives the ages of patients admitted, and recovered during the 
year, and also of those remaining at the end thereof ; and Table 
X. the social condition as to maniage. of the patients admitted 
during the year. Table XII. give.s the assigned causes and asso- 
ciated factors of insanity; and Table XIII. the forms of insanity, 
in the patients admitted during the year. 

Suicides and De.atiis from Mis.adventurb, etc., in District 
Asylums. 

The number of deaths under this heading during the year was 
six, viz. : — three from suicide; one from misadventure, and two 
from injuries inflicted by fellow patients. In the previous year 
the number 'was six also, viz. : — two from suicide, and four 
from misadventure. In one of the cases, howevei*, which 
occurred during 1910 the patient died as the result of injuries 
sustained prior to his admission to the Downpatrick Asylum, by 
jumping through a window on the second story of a Police Bar- 
rack. 

The particulars of each of the five cases which occurred in the 
Asylums are as follow : — 

Suicides. 

At B.allinasloe Asylum, on the 3rd May, a male patient who 
was considered to have recovered, and was sleeping in a cottage 
reserved for convalescent cases, in which there were, therefore, 
no special arrangements for night supervision, escaped early in 
the morning, and drowned himself in a small tank of water at 
the farmyard. 

A Coroner’s inquest w'as held, and the jury exonerated the staff 
from blame in connection with the matter — a finding in wdiich 
our Department concurred after an inquiry on oath regarding 
the case had been held. 

At Enniscorthy Asylum, on the 4th May, a male patient, 
who had been admitted only two days p*eviously, hanged him- 
self shortly after going to bed, in a single room, by a sheet 
fastened to the end of his bedstead. A Coroner’s inquest was 
held, and the jury found that no blame was attached to any of 
the officers of the Asylum in connection with the matter. As 
the result, how-ever, of an inquii’y on oath by our Department it 
was found that sufficient care had not been exercised by the 
attendants in charge of the patient, and this was duly reported 
to the Committee of Management of the Asylum. 

At the Bichmond Asylum, on the 3rd September, a male 
patient hanged himself, in the daytime, by his muffler, which 
he fastened to a heating pipe in a single room. A Coroner’s 
inquest was held, and the jury found that proper care had been 
taken of the patient. An inquiry on oath regarding the case was 
also held by our Department. In the report on that inquiry the

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opinion was expressed that there had been great 

part o£ the attendants in charge of the patient. ^ 

were also made with a view to the bettor supervision of suicidal

Db.\ths by Homicide.

nothing in the history of the patient who inflicted the fatal in- 
jury to indicate that he had any homicidal tendencies or was 
iinffi to be trusted. The attack was apparently made ™de a 
sudden insane impulse, and, although an attendant was stand^^^^^ 
close by, it took place so quickly that he w>as unable to prevent 
it. In the report on the inquiry, however the opinion was ex- 
pressed that the staff of the division in which the fetal assault 
was committed should be strengthened by the addition ol at 

least one attendant. _ . 1 4 . „ 

The patient who inflicted the injury was brought up for trial, 
and being found insane on arraignment and itmav>able of plead- 
ing was duly removed to the Dundrum Criminal Lunatic 
Asylum, there ‘to be detained during Your Excellency s pleasure. 

At Poute.wb Asylum, on the 27th April, two patients made 
an attack on a fellow-patient— one of theni kicking him and Uie 
other knocking him down and kneeling heavily on his 
abdomen, as the result of which he died from iiipturo of tho 
intestines and consequent peritonitis. ri,„ 

A Coroner’s inquest was held, and the ]ury exonerated the 
officials from blame in connection with the matter, ihc cast 
was also duly investigated by our Department, and nothing was 
found calling for iinfavonrahle comment as regards the supei- 
visioii or treatment of any of the patients concemed-the fatal 
assault having apparently been committed so suddenly and un- 
expectedly that, although two attendants were close at hand, 
they were unable to interfere in time to save the patient from 

receiviue fatal injuries. , , i . c 

The two ]>atients who made the attack were l^rought up for 
trial and being found insane on arraignment and incapable of 
pleading, were duly removed to Dundrum Cmniual Lunatic 
Asylum, to be detained during the pleasure of Your Excellency. 

IKS.4NIT.4EY CONDITIONS AND OUTBEBAKS OF ZYMOTIC DISEASE. 

The following are the particulars of the insanitary conditions 
and outbreaks of zymotic disease which were reported in the 

different Asylums during the year .... . 

In Anteim Asylum three cases of zymotic disease occurred 
during tho. year, viz. a case of erysipelas and a fatal case of 
dysentery amongst the patients, and a fatal case ol enteric fever 
amongst the staff. 
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In ARiCAGH Asylum an outbreak of influenza occurred in 
March, attacking nineteen patients and eleven members of the 
staff, with a fatal result in two cases. The death-rate, howev^, 
during the year was very low, being only 4’5 per cent, of the 
average number resident. 

In Ballinasloe Asylum, as is usually the case, the record of 
zvmotic disease is heavy. During the year seven patients and 
one member of the staff suffered from enteric fever ; four patients 
were attacked by dysentery ; thirty by diarrhcea ; eight by ei 7 si- 
pclas, and one by measles. There were also eight c^es ot 
tonsillitis amongst the patients and ten amongst the staff, and 
flve cases of influenza amongst the patients and eleven amongst 
the staff. Of all these cases, however, only two— both ot 
diarrhcea— ended fatally. j 

In Belfast Asylum four patients were attacked by erpipeias 
and twentv-eight by influenza. Six members of the niale staff, 
and one of the females suffered from enteric fever, which proved 
fatal in the female case. The death-rate continues to lie above 
the average, being the same in 1910 as in the previous year, 
viz. 9-2 per cent, of the average number resident. 

In Carlow Asylum a large number of the_ inmates suffercd 
from influenza in the Spring-ninety-eight patieirts a^^ twenty- 
one members of the staff having been attacked-happily without 
a fatal result in any case. This was the only form ot zymotic 
disease which appeared during the year. + 

In Castlebar Asylum there was one case of dysentery, one 
of undefined fever, w’hich terminated fatally, and some sporadic 
cases of influenza and tonsillitis. The death-rate m this Asylum 
continues low, having been only 5'3 per cent, of the average 
number resident during 1910. ^ ^ ^ i 

In Clonmel Asylum four cases of dysentery and two of entcnc 
fever occiin-ed. There were also fifty-mne cases of influenza 
amongst the patients, and seven amongst the staff, and one of 
auioiigst the staff. ■ All the inmates who were at- 
tacked, however, recovered. _ e „„ 

• In OoEK Asylcm, the reduotion m the Mmber of o^es o£ 
zvmotic disease, which was referred to in last year s report still 
continues-only one case having occurred m 1910, viz., a case 
fif enteric fever, from which the patient recovered. 

In the Youghal Auxiliary Asylum no cases of zymotic 

disease occurred during the year. . 

In Downpatrick Asylum four cases occuiTed, viz. . one of 
enteric fever; one oi erysiiielas ; one of scarlatma, and one of 
measles — all of w’hich recovered. ... , j. j.t.. o+nff 

In Ennis Asylum twenty-one patients and four of the s 
suffered from influenza, and one of the staff from erysipelas, i 

“Tn the previous ye- intenza 

was the highest of all the Diskict Asylums during the year 
having been lQ-2 per cent, of the average number resident. 
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In Kilkenny Asylum, also, influenza was the only form of 
zymotic disease which appeared— tw'elve of the patients ana 
eight of the staff having been attacked. In one case the attack 

proved fatal. , , . . 

In Killakney Asylum a great reduction in the numbci ot 
cases of zymotic disease took place in 1910, as compared with 
the previous year — only three cases of colitis and one of erysij^las 
having occurred. One of the female staff' had an attack ot enteric 
fever. None of the cases mentioned ended fatally, except one 
of colitis. The death-rate in this Asylum, which was the highest 
of all the District Asylums in 1908 and 1909, fell to S' 5 per cent, 
of the average number resident in 1910, a rate which, however, 
is still above the average. 4 . 4 . i 

In Letterkbnny Asylum thirty-eight patients were attackea 
by influenza, which proved fatal in two cases. The death-rate 
in this Asylum, which was very low in 1909, continued to be 
considerably below the average in 1910, having been only 5 per 
cent, of the average number resident in that year. 

No cases of zymotic disease occurred in Limerick Asylum 

during the year. „ ,. v 

In Londonderry Asylum the only cases of zymotic disease 
were two of measles — from which the patients recovered. 

In M.^byborough Asylum there was only one case of zymotic 
disease during the year, viz. enteric fever, from which the 
patient recovered. The death-rate, wdiich was lefinTed to m 
last year’s report, continued to fall, and was only 4'9 per cent, 
of the average number resident during 1910. 

In Monaghan Asylum two patients were attacked by enteric 
fever, and forty by influenza, with a fatal result in two of the 
latter cases. The death-rate in this Asylum continues to bellow, 
having been only S’Q per cent, of the average number resident 
during the year. . 

In Mullingar Asylum, also, the death-rate was low duriug 
1910, viz. 5-8 per cent, of the average number resident. 
There were, however, seven cases of enteric fever during the 
year— five amougst the patients, and two amongst the staff— but 
all recovered, except one of the patients. 1 . j. • 

In Omagh Asylum seven cases of erysipelas and two ot enteric 
fever occurred during the year. Both of the enteric cases ended 
fatally, but all the patients attacked by erysipelas recovered. 

In the Bichmond and Poetrane Asylums the following cases 
of zymotic disease occurred in 1910, viz. : — fifty-nine of dysen- 
eight of which tenninated fatally ; fourteen of erysipelas, 
one of which ended fatally ; four of enteric fever ; five of measles 
(including three amongst the staff) ; and six of scarlatina (also 
including three amongst the staff). All those attacked by the 
three last named diseases recovered. _ n . , 

In Sligo Asylum the only cases of zymotic disease during the 
year were three of enteric fever on the female side, none of 
which had a fatal termination. 

TTiere were no cases of zymotic disease m the waterkord 
Asylum in 1910, and the death-rate in this Institution was the 
lowest of all the District Asylums— having been only 4' 4 per 
cent, of the average number resident during the year. 
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EbCEIPTS and ExpENDITUEE DUEINCt the Yeae. 


The expenditure incurred in the maintenance of the patients 
in District Asylums during the financial year ending 31st March, 
1910, is sliown in Table XV. (Appendix B.). 

Erom this Table it will be seen that for the maintenance of 
an average number of 19,896 patients, including the repayments 
in respect of loans for building works, purchase of land, and 
other capital charges, a sum of £564,647 18?. IQd. was expended 
during the year.

The receipts during the year were as follows £338,266 9?. lid.

Table XVTII. (Appendix B.) shows the quantity of land in 
connection with each District and Auxiliary Asylum , and how it 
was utilised in the year 1910. 

The only addition made was in the case of Omagh Asylum, 
where the Committee acquired further land to the extent of 35 
acres *2 roods and 11 perches. 

The receipts and expenditure on behalf of the Asylum farms 
are shown in Table XVII. (Appendix B.), from which it will be 
seen that a net profit of £15,475 13.?. 2d. was made on the 
working of these farms during the financial year 1909-10. 

Accommodation. 

The following a-ro the details of the works recently carried out, 
in progress, or urgently required at the various Asylums : — 

Antrim Asylum. — No structural works have been carried out 
at this Asylum during the year, although further accommodation 
is required, as the Institution has become overcrowded. 

Armagh Asylum. — No steps have yet been taken to erect 
additional accommodation at this Asylum, or to provide observa- 
tion dormitories or an alternative exit from the attics of the new 
hospital building — to all of which the attention of the Committee 
of Management has been called in the periodical reports on the 
inspection of the Institution. 

Ballinasloe Asylum.— No important structural works have 
been earned out at this Asylum during the year, notwithstand- 
ing that further accommodation is urgently required. This has 
been brought under the notice of the Committee, as has also the 
necessity for providing an efficient drainage sy.stem, and for 
acquiring additional land for the employment of the patients. 

Belfast Asylum.— The erection of the principal administra- 
tive buildings and four villas at Purdysburn has progressed satis- 
factorily during the year, and it has been decided to erect two 
more villas for working male patients. 

C.ARLOW Asylum. — Some new buildings have been erected at 
the farmyard of this Asylum, and a new road has been made. 
No steps have yet been taken to provide a suitable mortuary. 

Castleb.ar Asylum. — The excavations in connection with the 
new sewage disposal scheme have been completed, and the con- 
ri’act portion of the scheme is about to he proceeded with. A 
new exercise and recreation ground is being laid out, and nego- 
tiations have been opened for the acquisition of additional land. 
No steps have, however, yet been taken to provide additional 
accommodation, to the necessity for which attention was called 
in last year’s Eeport. 

Clonmel Asylum.— The plans for the erection of a block for 
the accommodation of about twenty raembers of the female staff 
have now been approved of, and it is expected that the work

housrerected for it. Attention has been called to the necessity 
for larger boilers, as those at present in use are too sma,ll foi 
the InSitution.

Tlie oyerciowci 
torSed to ^ past Eeports still continues, while the plans 
fm the conversion li Tulla Workhouse into an Anxihary Asyh m 
to lelievTthe overcrowding have notyct been definitely settled. 

ENNISOOBTHY ASYLUM. -The only structural works carried out 
at this Asylum during the year have been some improvements at 
the electric power station at Kiloarberry, and electric light has 
alo been installed there. No steps ^lave yet been taken 
enlarge the laundry, as suggested in the last Bepoit. 

Kilkenny Asylum.— T he installation of electric light at this 
AsYlum has been completed, and a new pumping plant in con- 
nection with the water supply has been provided The annexe 
has been connected with the main .building by telephone. 

luLLAKNEY AsYLUM.— No important structural works were 
carried out at this Asylum during the year, nor has any additional 
land tor the employment and recreation of the patients been 
obtained, as suggested in previous Eeports. 

Letteekenny Asylum. -The only works carried out at this 
AsYlum during the year were the completion of the alterations 
id rfpatos to the heating and ventilating plant and machinery, 
id thferection of a paling round the reservoir, which is within 
the Asylum grounds. 
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Limerick Asxltjm.— The overcro-u-ding in this Asylum, referred 
to in previous Reports, still continues, and no steps have been 
taken either to provide additional accommodation or to_ re-model 
the front Avings of the buildings ; to enlarge the Catholic Chapel 
and dining halls: or to re-constrnct the general bathrooms, the 
necessity for which has been so often referred to. The only 
work canned out during the past year has been the extension of 
the bakery. 

Londonderry Asylum. — No important structural works were 
carried out at this Asylum during the year. As has been so often 
pointed out, the old buildings arc quite unsuited for the treat- 
ment of recent and acute cases, while the administrative depart- 
ments are antiquated and inadequate. 

Mabybobocgh Asylum.— The remodelling of the heating 
apparatus at this Asylum has now’ been completed, and some 
progress has been made with the erection of the workshops re- 
ferred to in previous Reports. 

Monaghan Asylum. — No progress has been made at this 
Asylum, and w-e can only repeat the remarks made in the last 
Report, viz. : — no decision has yet been arrived at on the ques- 
tion of providing the additional accommodation which is so much 
required, nor have any steps been taken to re-model and enlarge 
the administrative departments ; to erect suitable w'orksbops for 
the employment of the patients, or to provide telephonic com- 
munication between the various buildings. 

Mulling.ak Asylum. — The question of pi'oviding a ucw system 
of sewage disposal, which was referred to in the last Report, is 
still under consideration. ' Alterations and iini>rovements have 
been made in the heating system, which is now roix»rtcd to be 
fairly satisfactory. No steps have yet been taken to provide the 
additional accommodation which is required. 

Omagh Asylum. — The question of providing further accommo- 
dation at this Asylum, which was referred to in previou.s Reports, 
is still in abeyance, and no structural w'orks w’ere carried out 
during the past year. 

Richmond Asylum. — The new^ buildings at this Asylum, which 
were referi’ed to in previous Reports, are now almost completed. 
A new boiler house has been erected, and some improvements, 
including the provision of sanitary accommodation, have been 
made at the Grangegorman annexe. 

PoRTE.ANE Asylum. — Considerable progress has been made 
with the erection of the farm buildings refen-ed to in the last 
Report, and the extension of the officers’ quarters has been com- 
pleted. Additions have also been made to the Agricultural 
Manager’s and Head Attendant’s houses. 

Sligo Asylum. — As stated in previous Reports, uo steps have 
been taken to provide the additional accommodation which Is so 
much required at this Asylum. The Committee have had under 
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consideration the questions of improving the pressure of water, in 
the event of a fire taking place, and of making some improve- 
ments in the laimdi-y. 

Wateufobi) Asylum. —The only structural work carried out at 
this Asylum during the year has been the erection of a shelter 
tor the patients on the male exercise ground. 

Peosbcdtions. 

In only one case during the year was it deemed necessary to 
take legal proceedings against an attendant for ill-treatnig a 
patient. In this case, which occniTed iii the feligo Asylum, the 
attendant (a female) assaulted a patient by striking her on the 
bare buttocks with a piece of firewood. Steps were taken to 
prosecute the attendant, but she emigrated to the_ United States 
of America before the case could be brought up tor trial. 

Staff. 

One change, has occurred amongst the Resident Medical Super- 
intendents of the District Asylums since the date of the last 
Eeport viz. the retirement on superannuation in hebruary 
last of Dr. George F. West from the Siiperintendentslnp of the 
Kilkennv Asvliim, after a long and faithful service. 

He has been succeeded by Dr, Louis Buggy, whose promotion 
to the higher post has been earned by many years service in the 
institution as Assistant Medical Officer. 

SnPBE.ANNUATION AcT, 1909. 

In the Eeport tor the year 1909 a summary of the provisions of 
the Asylums Officers’ FSiiperannviation Act, 1909 was given, and 
reference was made to a preliminary oirculav of nistnictions re- 
garding the Act which was issued to 

authorities. This circular was followed on the l^th March, 1010, 
bv an Order iirescribing the boc»ks to be kept with a view to 
recording the, amount of the contributions made, iinder the Act, 
and particulars of sei-vioe, etc., of the staff. The Order will be 
found, in extemo, in Appendix G,, together with an cxplanatoiy 
Circular which was issued simultaneously on the 14tli M.aroh 
1910. A further Circular on the same subject, dated the -.ora 
Aprii, 1910, will also be found in Appendix G. 

Geemak Lunatics in Ieish Asylums. 

At the request of the German Goyernment, arrangements have 
been made whereby the admission into, discharge from or death 
in Irish Asylums of any German lunatics will be notified to that 
Government. The Circular of Instructions on the subject will 
be found in Appendix G. 

Tb.ade Bo.aeds Act, 1909. 

In Appendix G. will also be found a ffiroular relative to the 
provisions of the Trade Boards Act, 1909, so far as they affect 
Contracts entered into by District Asylum Committees. 
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THE STATE CEimNAL LUNATIC ASYLUM, 
DUNDEUM. 

The number of patients resident in Dundrum Asylum at the 
end of 1910 u'as 168, viz. . 148 males and 20 females, as compared 
with 174 Q51 males and 23 females) at the end of 1909. 

The admissions (23) during 1910, including two male cases re- 
admitted on revocation of their conditional discharge, showed an 
increase of 2 on the number for the previous year, while the dis- 
charges numbered 26, as compared with 13 in the previou.s year. 

There were 3 deaths in 1910, as compared with 2 in 1909.

Of the 23 cases admitted, 9 were found insane on arraignment ; 
6 were acquitted of the offences with which they were charged, 
on the ground of insanity, or were found guilty hut insane when 
the offences were committed ; and 8 convicts, having become 
insane whilst undergoing sentences of ixnal servitude, were 
transferred to the Asylum. 

The inmates remaining on the 31st December last were classi- 
fied as follows : — 106 (92 males and 14 females), were found in- 
sane on an'aignment, and incapable of pleading; 35 (31 males 
and 4 females) were acquitted on the ground of insanity, or a 
special verdict of guilty but insane was returned; while 27 (25 
males and 2 females) were certified to be insane w’hile undergoing 
sentence of imprisonment or penal servitude. 

We have again to record that the general health of the i^atients 
has been good, and no accident, suicide, or escape occiuTed during 
the year. 

The net average cost of maintenance during the financial year

in the previous year— showing an increase of 16s. lOd.

The nrnoosal to convert the workhouse building at Tulla into 
an AuXaw Asykm to County Clare, which was referred to.m 
previous aJpovts, has made little progress, the plans for carrying 
out the work being still under consideration. 

The reports on the lunatic wards of some of the workhouses 
visited during the year will be found in Appendix F. 
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Departmental Changes. 

We have to record the retirement on superannuation, on 31st 
July, 1910, of Sir George Plunkett O’Farrell, whose death, so 
soon after giving up office, has caused universal regret, and alt^ 
the retirement of Dr. E. Maziere Courtenay, on the IGth April 
last. Both held office as Inspectors from the year 1890, and they 
were also members of the Board of Control for superintending 
and directing the erection, establishment, and regulation of Dis- 
tinct Asylums, up to the abolition of that Board in 1899. 

The best testimony to the conspicuous ability and single- 
minded devotion to the welfare of the insane in Ireland, displayed 
throughout their administration, is the very decided improvement 
in the state of the Irish Asylums, and the condition of their 
inmates, which they were largely instrumental in effecting. 

During their long tenure of office, practically every District 
Asylum in Ireland was enlarged and re-modelled ; great improve- 
ments were made in the sanitaiy and heating arrangements ; and 
the standard of treatment of the insane was strildngly raised and 
brought more into line with the humane methods of modern 
science. The patients are now generally much better fed and 
clothed ; their surroundings have been made more comfortable ; 
additional land has been acquii'ed for their employment and 
recreation ; and the status of the nurses and attendants having 
been markedly improved, ill-treatment of the patients— once un- 
happily so common — has become almost unknovTi. 

Sir George OTarvell and Dr. Courtenay, by their courtesy and 
kindness, and their willingness to help all, even the humblest, 
in every way in their power, earned the esteem and goodwill of 
the whole Asylum service, by whom their retkement was 
sincerely regretted.

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In Ireland accommodation for the insane who are able, or 
whose friends are able, to contribute towards their maintenance 
is provided — 

(1.) In licensed houses, of which there are twelve. 

(2.) In establishments which may be denominated mental 
hospitals. These establishments are not kept for 
profit, and were originally endowed by private indivi- 
duals. Of these there are four, viz. Bloomfield ; 
St. Patrick’s Hospital, including St. Edmundsbury; 
St. Vincent’s; and the Stewart Institution. 

('3.) A certain number of private patients who are able to 
contribute only small sums towards their mainten- 
ance are received into District Asylums. 


The number of licensed houses and mental hospitals continues 
the same as at the date of the last Report. 


On 1st Janirary. 1911, the number of patients resident in 
licensed houses and mental hospitals was 909, of whom 409 were 
males, and 500 females. These figures show a net increase of 8 
on the number resident on 1st January, 1910— the males having 
increased by 22, wdiile the females decreased by 14.

31st December, 1909. During the year 1910, 61 voluntary 
boarders (76 males and o females) were admitted; 77 (74 males 
and 3 females) left ; and 3 males died. 

Suicides. 

Two suicides oceuiTed in these Institutions during the year- 
one in the House of St. .John of Clod, and the other in Vervillc. 
In each of these cases a Coroner’s inquest was held, and an in- 
quiry on oath by our Depni-tment. In the former case the patient 
while in the airing court, on the *27th September, climbed up to 
a window sill, and from that position was able to reach a table 
in the I'efectory, from which be abstracted a knife. Later in the 
same day he cut his throat with the knife while in a water closet, 
death supervening six hour.s afterwards. The Coroner’s jury 
returned a verdict of death from spasm of the larynx, the result 
of a wound, s(!lf-inflieted, while temporarily insane. They also 
expressed the opinion that every care was taken of the patient in 
the Institution. As the result of the Departmental Inquiry, 
hon-ever, the conclusion was arrived at that there had been great 
laxity in the supervision of the patient. The necessity for un- 
ceasing vigilanc-e in the care of suicidal cases in future was, there- 
fore, strongly impressed on the Asylum authorities. 

In the case which occutred in Verville Asj’lum, the patient 
hanged herself on the morning of the 22nd July with a strip of 
calico fastened to the banisters of the staircase outside her dormi- 
tory. which the nurse in charge permitted her to leave in order 
to go to the lavatory. The. Coroner’s jury returned a verdict that 
the patient “ died from asphyxia, the result of hanging whilst 
insane.” 

In accordance with suggestions made by our Department after 
the inquiry, better ]u-ovision has been made for the supervision of 
suicidal patients during the night, in future. 


As stated in the Report on public Asylums, &c. (p. xxx), 
arrangements have been made whereby the admission into, dis- 
charge from, or death in Irish Asylums of any German lunatics 
will henceforth be notified to the Gennan Government.

Gentlemen, 

I have the honour to submit my twentieth Annual Report, the 
usual statistical Tables for the year 1910, the financial Tables tor 
the year 1909-10, and the notes on the cases admitted during the 
vear 1910. 

^ The admissions were 23 in number, and wore oi an unfavour- 
able type, including one acutely homicidal case, a feeble old man 
over 80, and another man over 70 years of age. The majority of the 
remainder were of the chronic incurable type. 

The discharges were 26 in number, and present no features or in- 

The deaths were three in number, iuchiding one from general 
paralysis of the insane, amt one from cancer. An inquest was hold 

The average number resident was 167, as compai-ed with 168 last 

year. . 

The total number under treatment was 1J7. 

I am glad to be able to report, for the seventeeiitli year m suc- 
cession, that there was no serious casualty or suicide, and for the 
same period, with one exception, no escape. 

The^ienoral health of the staff and patients was excellent, llioie 
is an accumulation of old and feeble oases, and oonseqlicutly an in- 
creased outlay on medical extras. i 

During the year Sir George O'Farrell retired from the post of 
Inspector of Lunatics after long and distinguished service, and tlie 
Assistant Physician, Mr. T. I. Coiisidine, J.R.C.S.I., was ap- 
pointed in his place. Mr. Coiisidme and I lived and worked together 
in the closest friendship, and in complete harmony, for nearly six- 
teen years, and his loss to me personally is a very real one. He 
carrira with him the good wishes of the entire staif. Dr Qeolfrey 
Soroope succeeded him, and has exhibited marked aptitude and

The weather was most unfavourable, and adversely affected the 
crons The potato crop was almost a complete failure and this will 
entail a large expenditure. The land is completely exhausted, and a 
similar result will, I fear, again ensue. j j j 

The question of obtaining additional land is, I underhand, under 
consideCation. and is a matter of great urgency. Cottages for 
married attendants are also needed, as the staff is widely scattered 
at nigbt. 
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The observation ward, which was occupied last year, has proved 
most useful, and has enormously strengthened my hands in dealing 
with the disorderly and dangerous claves. 

Despite this improvement, nearly SO patients have free access to 
the dormitories during the day, a manifestly undesirable arrange- 
ment. 

All the external painting was renewed, and several rooms, stair- 
cases, and passages were re-painted, but much remains to be done. 
The other improvements were trivial, and no work of any im- 
portance was undertaken, although there is an ample scope for 
improvements. 

The work of connecting the Asylum drains to the local sewage 
main is at present in hands, and causes great anxiety, us planks and 
ladders afford opportunities to escape, and the utmost vigilance is 
necessary. 

The boundary asphalte walk is nearing completion, and will be 
utilised for extended exercise. 

The religious services were carried out in a thoroughly satisfac- 
tory manner. To the regret of everyone who knew him, the Very 
Rev. Edward, Canon Mathews, who had acted as Roman Catholic 
Chaplain for many years, died at an advanced age, and was suc- 
ceeded by the Rev. Richard Duggan, P.P., of Dundrum. 

The amusements were carried out on the usual scale, and many 
additions made to the library. 

There was no change in the staff during the year. 

The conduct of the staff, with hardly an exception, has been 
exemplary. The Assistant and Consulting Physicians have rendered 
me valued assistance in the discharge of my duties, and the Clerical 
and Stores Departments have been ably managed by Mr. J. G. 
Squires and Mr. Eugene Stewart. 

In conclusion, gentlemen. I must thauk you for your continued 
support and valued appreciation.

DISTi-aCT AND AUXILIARY ASYLUMS. 


ANTRIM DISTRICT ASYLUM. 

Inspected on 27th October, 1910. 

There are 617 patients (351 males and 266 females) on the register 
of this asylum, showing, it is satisfactory to find, a decrease of one 
female since the last report was written, on the 6th December, 1909. 
Since that time 102 patients have been admitted, 5‘2 have been dis- 
charged, and 51 have died. 

Of the 617 patients on the register, 30 are located in the Bally- 
mena Workhouse, in pursuance of a contract made under the pro- 
visions of the Act 38 and 39 Vic., cap. 67, section 9, so that the 
number actually resident in the asylum is 587. 

The accommodation provided in the institution, according to the 
latest official returns, is sufficient for 577, viz.— -330 men and 247 
women, by day, and 531, viz. — 316 men and 215 women, by night. 
The sleeping space in the asylum is, therefore, overcrowded by 56 
patients. It will, consequently, be necessary for the Committee to 
consider at no distant date, how the requisite accomtuodatiou for the 
insane poor of the district is to be obtained. 

The causes of death were those usually found amongst the insane. 
In 10 cases, or in nearly 20 per cent., death wa.s due to tubercular 
disease. Death from cerebral degeueration oconrred in 18 cases, and 
3 male patients died from general paralysis of the insane. 

e-xarninations were made in six cases. 

No coroner’s inquests were considered necessary. 

Three cases of zymotic disease were reported since tlie last inspec- 
tion. One female patient was attacked by dysentery, which proved 
fatal ; 1 female sxiffered from erysipelas : and 1 male attendant died 
from enteric fever. The asylum is now free from zymotic disease. 

During our visit we saw every patient resident in the asylum. 
Appeals for discharge were very frequent, bub no complaints wex-c 
made to us requiring investigation. 

The geuei-al condition of the wards and dormitories was highly 
satisfactory. They were warm and comfortable, bright and clean, 
and decorated with plants, but the supply of books and papers was 
scanty. 

The beds and bedding were in excellent order, and the sheets jjar- 
ticularly clean. 

Night-shirts are not at present supplied to the patients. We 
suggest, however, that this should be done. In the case of those wlio 
sleep in the observation dormitory, it is of great importance that the 
shirts should be changed by each patient outside the room, so aa t.o 
prevent the introduction of articles which might be used as weapons 
of offence. 
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The dinner, which we saw served in the dining-hall, was good, and 
appeared quite sufficient. It consisted of Irish stew, with vegetables, 
and was relished by the patients, who were all quiet and very 
orderly diiring the meal. 

Amongst the improvements recently eflected, we may mention the 
supplying of two new dynamos for the bakery and laundry, and a 
new engine and dynamo in the engine-room. Three additional 
cooking-pans and one additional potato steamer have been provided 
in the kitchen. 

The Chaplain's books show that 63 per cent, of the patients attend 
to their religious duties. Last Sunday 166 were present at the 
Presbyterian Service; 110 at Mass; and 95 at the Protestant Epis- 
copalian Service. The Chaplains, of whom there are three, attend 
once weekly, and also when required for sick calls. 

The returns of employment show that, exclusive of ward cleaning, 
46 per cent, of the men, and the same percentage of women, are en- 
gaged at some industry. These numbers are most creditable to the 
staff, showing that efforts are made to keep up the association and 
interests nf the insane in surrounding objects. Fifty-nine are em- 
ployed at field labour. 

As the utility of agricultural labour, as a curative agent in the 
treatment of insanity, is generally recognised, and as the acquisition 
of land in connection with asylums has usually proved a lucrative 
investment, it is suggested that the Committee should, if the oppor- 
tunity occurs, still further increase the area of land attached to their 
institution. 

Eleven patients are at present confined to bed — two of them being 
seriously ill : six suffering from minor ailments ; while three are kept 
in bed owiug to their deci-epit state. 

No patient sxiffers from bedsores. 

The number of patients sleeping under observation is 96. 
Twenty-three of these suffer from epilepsy, while 5 males and 2 
females are considered to be actively suicidal. Thirty-four patients 
were raised last night by attendants, but even with this precaution 
sis beds were reported wet- this morning. 

There was no fatal accident, suicide, or serious casualty during 
the year, and no restraint or seclusion has been used in the treat- 
ment of the patients. 

Four men effected their escape, but were all re-taken within a 
short period. 

Associated entertainments for the patients are given once every 
week, and 146 males and 136 females are able to attend. Concerts 
are also held in the Recreation Hall. 

The staff of attendants comprises, for day duty, 22 males and 18 
females, being in the proportion of one attendant to about every 
fourteen patients on both the male and female sides. For night 
duty there are two of each sex. 

None of the attendants hold the certificate granted by the Medico- 
Psychological Association for proficiexxcy in mental nursing. 

It is satisfactory to find that the office of Head Nurse has now 
been filled up. 

Dr. S. Graham continues to he ably assisted in the administration 
and management of the asylum by Dr. Walter Smyth, who keeps 
the medical records and Case-books in a manner which reflects the 
greatest credit on him for his zeal, accuracy, and industry.

Inspec'J'es ok 29'1'H SuPTEMiiiiu, 1910. 


We have to-dcay paid our ainmal visit of inspection to this asylum, 
and all the patients in residence were seen by us. Wo found them 
orderly in their conduct, and we were satisfied with their condition 
and ])ersonal appearance. No complaint requiring special mention 


was made to us. , , m.-.n r- 

Since the previous inspection on the 27th October, 19UJ, oi 
patients have been admitted; 43 were discliargcd or removed, of 
whom 32 had recovered, and 23 have died. 

All the deaths were from natural causes, 7 of them being duo to 
general debility and 6 to tuberculosis. 

It is unsatisfactory to note that in no case was a jjOHf-mortciii- 


examination made. • i , 

The percentage of deaths on the daily average number resident 
during 1909 was 7*2. 

The general health of the asylum has been good, the only zymotic 
disease reported since last visit being influenza, which attacked 10 
males and 9 females, and also 11 members of the staff. 

Neither mechanical restraint nor seclusion has been used in the 
treatment of the patients, and no serious casualties occurred during 
the period under review. 

There are to-day resident in the asylum 276 males and 256 females, 
and as there is only sufficient dayroom accommodation for 195 
males and 164 females, and sleeping space for 246 males 
and 240 females, the institution continues to be greatly over- 
crowded. It is to be regretted that the Committee have as yet taken 
no steps to]iiovide additional accommodation, a requirement which 
has been brought to their notice on more than one occasion, and it 
will be our duty to report to the Lord Lienlonaul. that the asylmii 
does not afford the necessary accommodatioji hiv the iusanc poor ol 
the district. 

The provision of an altei-native exit in case of lire from the attic 
story of the new Inspital has not yet been undertaken; but il. is 
midorstfiod that Dr. Lawless uieana to have this important inattor 
brought specially under the consideration of the Committee in the 


near future. 


No steps have yet been taken to provide observation dormitories, 
to the want of which attention has been so often called. 

The staff is of adequate strength, the proportion of attendants to 
patients being, on the male side, about 1 to 13, and, on the female 
side, 1 to 12. 

To-day 185 men and 204 women were employed, or, excluding ward 
helpers, about 49 per cent, of the men and 60 per cent, of the women. 
Of the men, 97 worked on the farm or garden, 15 at upholstering, 
while 50 assisted in the wards, and 23 were employed at various 
trades, etc. Of the women, 64 were engaged at needlework, 30 at 
knitting, 25 in the laundry; 20 assisted in the kitchen, 50 helped in 
house-cleaning, and 15 were engaged in various other occupations. 

The general bedding appeared good ; but more attention should 
be paid to the changing of tlie sheets and pillow-cases, especially on 
the female side, and also to the cleanliness of the dormitories, in 
more than one of which rubbish of all kinds was found hidden be- 
hind the heating pipes. In the day-rooms sweeping-bruslies should 
not be laid under the forms or behind the doors, as we noticed them 
to be, during our visit. 
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The suggestion in the report of 1908, that the flagged fi^rs in the 
basement rooms of the female wing should be covered with cork 
carpeting, has not been carried out. If the Committee could see their 
way to make this improvement, it would be a great comfort to the 
patients sleeping in these rooms. 

At present the new cases admitted are treated in association with 
some of the patients suffering from epilepsy. This, in our opinion, 
is a mistake, as it gives patients an unfavourable first impression of 
their surroundings. 

The bathing of the patients is not up to the usual standard met 
with in asylums. The system of bathing over 70 patients in a 

plunge bath,’* 12 feet by 8 feet, with about 2 feet of water, is most 
uncleanly, and we are strongly in favour of single baths, where 
proper attention can be paid to each patient, instead of the general 
‘ dipping ” which at present seems to take place, and which, on the 
female side, at any rate, does not appear to be in keeping with the 
natural modesty of the sex. 

The attendance at Divine Service is satisfactory, as many as 197 
men and 165 women having attended on last Sunday. 

The number of associated entertainments since last visit was 49. 
The average number of patients attending the monthly concerts and 
weekly dances is 340. 

We saw the patients at dinner. They were quiet and orderly, and 
the dinner was good and properly served. 

The provisions in store appeared satisfactory. 

One male and one female succeeded in escaping during the period 
under review. The former was re-taken within two davs and the 
latter within 24 hours. 

The case-books are all carefully kept by Dr. Allman, the Assistant 
Medical Officer.

BALLINASLOE DISTRICT ASYLUM. 

Inspected on 25th August, 1910. 

The numbers under care in this Asylum now amount to 1,415, an 
increase of 20 in the nine months since the 17th November', 1909, 
when the last inspection was made. 

Unfortunately, the overcrowded condition of the institution con- 
tinues to be severely felt. On both sides, but especially amongst the 
men, the want of room calls urgently for speedy relief, as it rendei-s 
futile all efforts to improve the condition of the insane, and is in- 
imical both to their mental and physical health. 

According to the latest measurements of the superficial area of the 
asylum, it affords accommodation for 758 patients in dormitories and 
single rooms, and for 551 in day-rooms on the male side; whilst on 
the female side there is room for 459 in dormitories and single rooms, 
and for 359 in the day-rooms. The male side is, therefore, over- 
crowded by 106 patients at night, and by 313 by day. Similarly, 
on the female side, there is a surplus population of 92 by night and 
192 by day. In round numbers, further accommodation is required 
for about 300 patients. 
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It, therefore, behoves the Committee to consider lio.w additional 
room can be found for the insane of this distinct, as it is impossible, 
under existing circumstances, to satisfy the Lord Lieutenant that 
the accommodation and buildings are sufficient. 

Dr. Kirwan has already done much to provide more space by 
gutting and removing useless walls iu the existing building, and by 
the erection of a villa for convalescent men. Thus, a large amount 
of additional room has been found at very little cost J-o the rate- 
pa 3 'ers. it is suggested that, for the present, the Committee should 
assist Dr. Kirwan in further work of a similar kind, by allowing him 
to employ a larger staff of tradesmen, soi as to carry out these altera- 
tions and additions within a reasonable time, as it must be evident 
to anyone visiting the institution how absolutely necessary it is that 
additional room for the inmates should be found as expeditiously 
as possible. 

It is necessary also to call the serious attention of the Committee 
to the condition of the asylum drainage, which, in its present state, 
is a menace to public safety, and it is undoubtedly incumbeut on the 
Committee to take measures, under expert advice and with the least 
possible delay, for providing a comprehensive and adequate system, 
in order to render the asylum sewage innocuous both to the inmates 
of the institution and the surrounding inhabitants. 

Since the last visit an electric cable has been laid to tbc old build- 
ing ; some tiling has been done iu No. 5 corridor, a new floor has 
been laid iu the surgery, and new drains have been laid and addi- 
tions made to some of the cottages. 

There ai’e on the books the names of 1,417 patients, in iho pro- 
portion of 864 men to 553 women. Two of the woineii are absoni. on 
probation, and in the period of nine mouths which elapsed simic tho 
17th November, 1909, when tho last inspection was made, 157 
patients have been admitted, 53 have been discharged, and 82 have 
died. . , 

One death was due to suicide by drowning. lliis muuruuiatc 
occurrence was investigated by a coroner’s jury, and also fonned 
the subject of a sworn iuquii-y by our Department. No blame could 
be attributed to the stall in coiiuoctiou with the matter, as tho 
patient was looked upon as convalescent, and was about to be dis- 
charged. Under these conditions, he slept in the villa occupied by 
convalescent patients, where there is little restriction of personal 
liberty. Early in the morning he got out by opening the window in 
the lavatory, and drowned himself iu a cistern near at hand. 

Twenty-six per cent, of the deaths were due to tuberculosis. There 
were none due to general paralysis of the insane. 

In 9 cases, or in 11 jJer cent, of the total number, the cause was 
verified by ■posf-mortetn- examination. 

The serious but nou-fatal casualties since last inspection were 
three fractures of bo-ues, caused either by falls or by assaults by 
other patients. 

Thirty-nine patients were confined to bed to-day, of whom 18 were 
seriously ill. The rest suffered from minor ailments or from old age 
or debility. . 

Of the total number, 5‘9 per cent, suffer from epilepsy, and 201 
epileptic and suicidal patients care under continuous supci-vision . 

It is satisfactory to find that there has been uo recourse to either 
restraint or seclusion during the period under review, nor has there 
been any attempt at escape. 
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Excluding those only engaged in ward woa'k, 46 per cent, of the 
men and Z'l per cent, of the women find some useful occupation. 
338 men work on the farm. 

Having regard to the usefulness and importance of this form of 
industry, every effort .should be made to add to the area of the laud 
attached to tlic asylum, as at present it is manifestly insufficient t-o 
afford constant employment for the large number of male patients, 
for whose happiness and contentment open-air work is above every- 
thing else essential. 

About 44 per cent, of the patients are able to attend to their reli- 
gioiis duties. The Catholic Chaplain attends daily and celebrates 
Mass. The Chaplains' books aio carefully kept. 

The condition of the female patients, as regards clothing and per- 
sonal tidiness, was very satisfactory. The appearajice of the men 
would be improved if they were provided with neckties. 

The material used in the dething of both se.xes is of excellent 
quality, but in the small ward occu]hed by the more untidy male 
patients, r. washable material might be adopted with advantage. 

Some of the day-rooms arc decently furnished, clean, and comfort- 
able. In others, the overcrowding is so great that it is almost im- 
possible to. find room for furniture, or to render them coniiortable. 

The su])ply of books and newspapers would appear to be liberal. 

The provisions seen in the stores were of excellent quality. 

The dietary scale is liberal, and suited to the tastes and previous 
habits of the patients. Butter or jam might, however, be given for 
supper on at least one day of the week. Rice pudding is now given 
on Fridays. 

The staff in immediate charge of the patients in the wards during 
the day consists of 58 men and 45 women, and gives a proportion 
of almost 15 male and 12 female patients to each attendant and 
nurse, respectively. 

Temporary attendants are appointed to take the places of those 
absent on their holidays. 

Sevan men and five women are on duty in the wards at night. 

Thirty-nine male and 19 female attendants hold the certificate of 
the Medico-Psychological Association for proficiency in mental unvs- 
ing. 

Dr. Kirwan is still assisted by Dr. Mills and Dr. English, and it 
is satisfactory to find that dm-ing the absence of any of these officers 
a temporary Assistant Medical Officer is appointed. 

The medical records are properly kept, but some of the male case- 
books require to be written uj).

BELFAST DISTRICT ASYLUM. 

Inspected on 25th and 26th Octobee, 1910, 

Since this institution was last visited, eleven months ago, great 
advances have been made in the building of the new Asylum at 
Purdysburn. The recreation hall, chapels, mortuary, and farm 
buildings are now completed, and the hospital, stores, observation, 
and acute villas are roofed-in. All these buildings are admirably 
designed, and well suited for the objects for which they are intended. 
The Asylum, when completed, ought to compare favourably with 
any other similar institution in the United Kingdom, providing, as 

I 2 
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it does, accommodation of the most modern type for the trcatincut 
of insanity in all its varied forms, and showing evidence ot the 
greatest attention to detail, without any of those prison-like features 
common to the asylums of old. 

It ^ to be hoped that, as soon as it can he done, no time will be 
lost in disposing of the old institution in Belfast, and transferring 
the whole of the population resident there to their new quarters, 
where they will enjoy all the advantages of country life and pure air, 
together with the benefits afforded by these charming buildings and 
the extensive grounds attached thereto, 

Amongst the many works carried out during the past year by the 
staff and patients have been the construction of roadways and 
avenues at Purdysburn, and additions to the reservoirs, which have 
proved such a valuable source of power in the electric lighting of the 
whole of the new buildings. v -n 

In addition to this, almost the entire of the interior of the build- 
ings at Belfast and some of those at Purdysburn, have been painted 
and decorated ; the boundary wall of the Purdysburn estate has been 
partly re-built and partly repaired j a temporary water supply plant 
for the new farm buildings has been fitted up, pending the erection 
of the water tower, and new safety guards have been fitted round the 
turbine-house machinery. » , 

There are now on the books of the Asylum the names of 1,245 
patients, in the proportion of 583 males to 662 females. Of these, 
792 are located in the old asylum at Belfast, 399 at Purdysburn, and 
54 in Ballymena Workhouse. 

During the past eleven months 254 have been admitted, 130 have 
been discharged, of whom 100 had recovered, and 96 have died, 
showing an increase during that time of 28, viz. : 26 men and 2 

women. 

The percentage of deaths on the average number resident during 
1909 was 9'2. For this year it has, up to the present, been 7'9. 
The rate of mortality, as must bo the case in an urban asylum, is 
somewliat above that of similar institutions serving agriiailtnrnl dis- 
tricts. 

The causes of death call for no special remark. All were those 
generally found amongst the insane. Consumption was the cau.se in 
only 7-3 per cent, of the total number, whilst 17‘7 per cent, died 
from general paralysis of the insane, and at present there are 17 
patients under treatment for that disease. 

In almost 20 per cent, of the deaths the cause was verified by pn.tt- 
mortein examination. 

There were no serious casualties since the date of last visit. 

The diseases of zymotic type which appeared were erysipelas in 
4 cases; enteric fever, which attacked two of the staff j one case_of 
puerperal septicaemia, which proved fatal, and some cases of in- 
fluenza. 

There was no recourse to seclusion or restraint, nor was any 
attempt to escape recorded during the period under review. 

As pointed out in previous reports, the accommodation provided 
in the villas already occupied at Purdysburn leaves nothing to be 
desired. The rooms are comfortably and elegantly furnished, and 
well supplied with books, papers, and objects of interest and amuse- 
ment. The dormitories are well ventilated and well kept, and 
throughout all these buildings there is nothing to show any depriva- 
tion of liberty, with the result that the inmates lead the lives of 
responsible human beings, and conduct themselves with the greatest 
propriety. 
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Even ill the old asylum at Belfast the condition of the wards and 
of the buildings generally— considering the age of the greater part of 
them was very satisfactory. The day-rooms are well furnished, 
and made as comfortable as possible, and are well supplied with 
books and papers. 

The condition of the patients as regards dress in both establish- 
ments was most praiseworthy. Both men and women were well 
clothed and remarkably tidy, and, during the visit, they conducted 
themselves with perfect quietude and propriety. 

The dinner served in the dining-hall at Belfast was plentiful, of 
excellent quality, and served with every attention to civilised habits. 

The returns show that almost 67 per cent, of the men, and 59 per 
cent, of the women, are usefully employed. 274 men work on the 
farm or at laving down roads, and it is hoped that, when more ac- 
commodation is provided at Purdysburn, a much larger number will 
be engaged at this important work. 

As regards the ministration of religion, 66 per cent, of the patients 
are able to attend at their respective places of worship. In June last, 
the two Chapek at Purdysburn were opened for Divine Worship. 
These two buildings — one for Catholics and one for Protestants — are 
designed with due regard to architectural beauty, and yet without 
involving unnecessary expenditure or ornamentation. The Chaplains, 
of whom there are now six, are constant in their attendance. 

The staff in actual charge of the patients in the wards gives a pro- 
portion of 1 attendant to 12 patients on the male, and of 1 to 15 on 
the female side. 

Of the existing staff, 11 male attendants and 14 nurses hold the 
certificate of the Medico-Psychological Association for proficiency 
in mental nursing. 

The manner in which the medical records of the institution are 
kept reflects the greatest credit on the Assistant Medical Officers, Dr. 
Patrick and Dr. S. J, Graham, while the clerical department con- 
tinues to be ably managed by Mr. Harper. 

In concluding our report, we must congratulate the Committee 
and the Medical Superintendent on the progress which has been 
made in the great work which they have undertaken — a work which 
will be a lasting tribute to the skill and energy of the latter, and to 
the liberality and generous spirit which actuates the former.

CARLOW DISTRICT ASYLUM. 

Imspected on 9th December, 1910. 

After the inspection of this Asylum it is satisfactory to be able to 
report favourably on its condition. 

The cciTidoi's, day-rooms, and dormitories were found in good 
order, the day-rooms decently furnished and supplied with objects of 
interest, such as pictures, plants, books, and newspapers. 

_ The bedsteads are of modern type, and the bed-clothing suffi- 
ciently heavy and properly looked after. 

_ Night-dreses should, however, be supplied to all patients, espe- 
cially in the observation dormitories. 

The patients were suitably dressed; the women's gowns varied in 
colour ; and their hair properly looked after. 
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The cliiuier sei’ved in the diiiiug-hull was of excellent quality, 
seived with good oiclev and decorum, and partaken of by the. patients 
with great propriety. The provisions seen in the slore appeared io 
be of excellent quality. 

With the exception of some repairs to the roof (which included 
re-slating and the re-leading of tlie valleys), the structural works 
during the year liave l>ecri altogetlier carried out by the staff and 
patients. Their time was almost entirely spent in building the new 
farm offices, which embraced the erection of a large cow-Jnmsc, 
boilev-honse, and meat store ; the laying of drainage from the farm- 
yard, the erection of wive fencing and iron gates, and the conalnu’- 
tion of a- road from the faimi. In addition, the ground in front of 
the Asylum has been levelled and terraced, and a gas-roaster lias 
been provided for the kitchen. 

There ax’e now on the books of the Asylum the names of 511 
patieuts, in the proportion of 273 males to 238 females. 

Since the 9th September, 1909, when the last inspection was 
made, the following changes have taken place: — 7.5 have been ad- 
mitted, 23 have been dischax'ged, 50 have died, and 1 man is at pre- 
sent out on trial . 

The deaths call for xxo special notice : all were from natural causes. 
Eighteen per cent, were due to tubercular disease, and oixe death re- 
sulted from general paralysis of the insane. 

In only one case was the cause of death verified by 'post-morfem 
examination. 

Uixfortunately, at present, thex-e is no suitable room for holding 
these scientific examiixatioiis, nor is there any place where the bodies 
of deceased patients can be left after death — a serious want in such 
an institution. 

The only outbreak of zymotic disease was one of innnenza, which, 
in the beginning of the year, attacked a muiilicr of the patients 
aixd staff. 

There wex-e three serious casualties, consisting of fratd.urcs of 
bones, two of which were caused by falls, and one siislaiiiod in a. 
scuffle with another patient. 

The returns of restraint and seclusion show that 2 men and .5 
wo'men wei'fc secluded — th*c men on six occasions, for (j 2 lumrs in all, 
and the women on 02 occasions for a b<ital duration of 23H hours. 
Twelve men and two women were restrained by the camisole Cor 
5,291 hnui-s altogether. 

So much restraint is unusual in modern asylums. Perhaps tho 
necessity for the frequexxt resort to it may be accounted for by the 
extreme weakness of the staff, which shows a proportioxx, oix tho 
male side, of one attendant to 17 patients, and, on the female side, 
of one to 13 patients. The former, iix so small an asylum, is quite 
insufficient for the safety of the patients, and the Committee-— for 
their own protection from responsibility for accidents, if for iio other 
reason — would do well to increase the mxmbcr of attendants. 

Ila-vitxg regard to the constant absoixce of some of the attendants 
on leave or through sickness, it is difficult to understaudhow the work 
of the Asylum is carried oix with a staff so numerically weak. 

On the other hand, the night staff — coixsisting of four attendants 
nxi each side — should provide adequate care for the patiexxts dvxriiig 
the night. 

It is satisfactoi-y to find that, of the senior staff, ten males and six 
females possess the certificate of the Medico-Psychological Associa- 
tion for proficiency in mental nursing. 
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Exclusive of ward-cleaners, 36 per cent, of each sex are usefully 
employed. The present season does not afford much employment on 
the farm, otherwise, no doubt, a larger number of men would be at 
work. The numbei's employed at the various trades, however, are 
an evidence of the efforts made to employ all those who are capable 
of working — efforts which contribute more than any form of treat- 
ment to the welfare of the insane. 

The Cliaplains’ books show that 75 per cent, of the patients are 
able to attend to their religious duties. On last Sunday 361 were 
present at Mass, and 21 attended the Protestant Service. 

The Committee have not yet drawn up regulations for the manage- 
ment of the Asylum, in pursuance of section 9 (6) of the Local 
Government (Ireland) Act, 1898. 

The various books and registers are pi-operly kept, and it is satis- 
factory to find that the ‘‘ Kalamazoo ” Case-books have been intro- 
duced— a change which, by saving time and trouble, will result in 
affording greater opportunities for note-taking.

CASTLEBAR DISTRICT ASYLUM. 

Inspected on 11th August, 1910. 

The inmates of this Asylum have ina-eased by eighteen since the 
date of the last inspection, on the 26th November, 1909. The 
gradual increase of the numbers in the Asylum is most remarkable, 
lu 1880 the institution contained 289 patients: in 1890, 3S7 ; in 
1900, 610; and in 1910, 810. 

Although the Committee have most liberally striven to keep pace 
with the increasing numbers, by making additions to the original 
buildmgs, unfortunately, the gradual accumulation of the inmates 
has outstripped the provision made for them, and the Asylum is now 
overcrowded by almost 100 patients. 

The overcrowding has become so pressing that it is incumbent on 
the Committee to consider how best the additional accommodation 
can be provided, as it is impossible to look on the existing asyhun as 
affording the necessary provision for the cai*e and treatment of the 
lunatic poor of the district, and we must so report to the Lord Lieu- 
tenant. 

In the County Mayo the number of lunatics in workhouses is com- 
paratively few, so that the numbers in the Asylum, with some pi-ovi- 
siou for the accommodation of future admissions, have only to be 
considered. To meet their wants, additional accoraomdatio.u for at 
least 100*patients should be provided. 

This additional room might be easily and economically obtained 
by removing soiue of the superfluous single rooms, and erecting a few 
one-storied buildings for quiet patients. 

It is a source of much gratification, on visiting this Asylum, to 
observe the great improvements which have been effected, and to find 
that it is, by degrees, progressing in its arrangements for the care 
and treatment of the insane. 

Especially does this apply to the greater part of the female side, 
and to the male hospital. 

On the female side many of the day-rooms px-esent a bright and 
cheerful appearance, being decently furnished, and provided with 
objects of interest, such as bright curtains, flowers, and pictures. 
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Similarly, in the male hospital, the provisimi made for the sick, 
both in body and mind, is worthy of praise. 

In other parts of the male side there is still room for adcUthnis io 
the furnishing of the dayrooms, and the provision of further com- 
forts and objects of iut-ei-est, syph as books, papers, and periodicals, 
though already the walls have been decorated with pictures. No 
doubt, Dr. Ellison will in time be able to render all the wards 
equally well equipped for th-eir purpose, and will tram the nialc 
attendants in the special importance of close attention to the tidnioss 
and personal appearance of the less hopeful class of the insane. 

Special praise is due for the great efforts made— both in the male 
and female divisions— to induce the inmates to oi-ciipy themselves in 
useful work. At the present time, excluding a large number em- 
ployed only at housework, 42 per cent, of the men and 48 ]ier cent, 
of the women are engaged at some industry. 160 men work on the 
farm; 3 as carpenters; 3 as painters; 11 as tailors; and 9 as shoe- 
makers; and 51 women wash in the laundry. 

A very important work is being carried out in preparing the site 
for the construction of the tanks for the purification of the sewage, 
which involves the blasting and removal of a large amount of rock, 
and it is wonderful how skilfully this very arduous and technical 
work is being carried out by the labour of the staff and patients. 

A cinder track for cycling and athletic sports has been laid down 
by patients’ labour. This is also to be used as an exercise ground for 
the female patients. 

Having regard to the large number of patients employed at farm 
work, and the desirability of still further increasing their number, T 
cannot too strongly urge on the Committee tbo advisability of ex- 
tending the area of the farm attached to the Asylum when an oppor- 
tunity occurs. Tlicre are few better agents in Ihe tJ-eatmeiit of in- 
sanity than agricultural labour, tending, as it does, to the promotion 
of tranquillity, and diminishing the necessity for the use of mechani- 
cal restraint and seclusion. In this imtanoo, fortunately, there need 
be no hesitation on the ground of expense, as the farm has always 
proved a source of profit, at any rate, sufficient to cover any ex- 
penditure incurred in tho purchase of laud.. 

As yet no steps have been taken to alter the position of the I'lre- 
escape stairs, so as to provide an alternative exit, in case of lire, 
from the upper stories on the male and female sides ; but it is under- 
stood that this work is in the hands of the County Surveyor, and 
that it will be carried out at an early date. 

Both sexes were seen at dinner, which consisted of potat<ies and 
milk. The behaviour of the patients was remarkably quiet and 
orderly. As regards the service of the meal, although delf bowls are 
provided, it is to be hoped that tabic-cloths and otlicr accessories of 
civilised life will soon be in use. 

The scale of diet would appear to be sufficient, and to he suitable 
to the. wants of the patients. 

All the provisions seen in the store appeared to be of good quality, 
and the condition of this department reflected credit on Mr. 

Boland. _ n c ■ 

Since the last inspection was made, in November, 1909, 88 patients 
have been admitted, 41 have been discharged, and 29 have died — 
leaving on the books of the institution the names of 810, in the pro- 
portion of 506 men to 304 women. Of these, one woman is absent 
on probation. 
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_ The deaths call for no special remarks: none were from suicide or 
violence. The causes given were those usually common in such insti- 
tutions. One was from general paralysis'of the insane. Thirty-four 
per cent, of the total deaths were due to tubercular disease : only cue 
to fever, which, with the exception of one case of dysentery, was the 
only instance of zymotic disease during the period under review— a 
vast improvement on the record:; cf the past. 

Serious, but non-fatal, injuries were sustained by seven patients, 
resulting in fractures and dislocations of bones iu six cases. In one 
case a bone in the leg was broken by jumping from a second storv 
window in an attempt to escape. Fom- patients sustained fractures 
or dislocations of bones by being knocked down by other patients or 
by falls ; one sustained a laceration of the urethra, caused by a kick 
from a fellow patient, and a male patient dislocated his thumb in 
attempting to assault another. 

Ten men and 15 women were found iu bed. Of these. JO were 
suffering from various forms of physical disease. 10 from old age and 
debility, and 5 were kept in bed on account of excitement. 

The observation dormitories, which are now established cu each 
side, iu charge of special attendants, have proved to be of the 
greatest advantage to the staff iu the protection and treatment of the 
insane. 

There is no record of any resort to restraint during the period 
under review. Twenty-one men and 18 women were secluded, the 
men on 541 occasions for 4,671 hours, and the women on 107 occa- 
sions for 1,111 hours in all. 

Three attempts to escape are recorded. In none of the cases were 
the patients absent from the Asylum for more than an hour. 

From the returns, it appears that 36 per cent, of the patients are 
able to attend to their religious duties, The Chaplains, of whom there 
are three, are constant in their attendance. 

The staff in immediate charge of the patients in the wards now 
consists of 29 men and 17 women — giving a proportion of one male 
attendant to 17 patients, and of one female attendant to 18 patients. 

Owing to the rapid increase in the number of the patients, it be- 
comes necessary, from time to time, to strengthen the staff, so as to 
render it commensurate with the number under care. Already the 
Committee, who have always shown a deep interest in the welfare of 
the insane, acting on our suggestion, have, in the last few years, in- 
creased the number of attendants on both sides, and I am sure they 
will now agree as to the necessity of a further increase of the num'- 
ber, so as to render the staff sufficiently strong for the due protection 
of the patients under care. 

Dr. Sheridan, who has been lately appointed Assistant Medical 
Officer, in the absence of Dr. Ellison, who had just left on his holi- 
days, gave me every assistance in his power. He has, since his ap- 
pointment, shown much energy and interest in the discharge of his 
dutie.s, and is trying by degrees to write up the Case-books which bad 
fallen into arrear. But his task is a superhuman one, as it is im- 
possible for one man, only a few months in the institution, to manage 
an asylum containing over 800 patients; to attend to the wants of 
the sick ; and, at the same time, to keep the books. 

The institution has increased so much in size, and now contains so 
many patients, that it behoves the Committee, in the interests of the 
insane, to consider the advisability of appointing a second Assistant 
Medical Officer.

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The great economy which is exercised in the management of the

CLONMEL DISTRICT ASYLUM. 

Inspeoted on 15 th November, 1910. 

The sleeping accommodation in this Asylum is now returned as 
sutheient for 812 natients (436 males and 376 females), while the 
insane under care* at the present date number 810 (406 males and 
404 females), so tliat it would appear that, although the female side 
is overcrowded, some vacant space still exists on the male side^ 1 
is necessary however, to repeat the statement, so frequently made 
In pasTre^ort, that’ the lower story of the male house is utterly 
unsuited for the accommodation of any class of the insane. 

This basement, and tlie yard connected with it— surrounded as 
they are by lofty buildings and high walls, which admit neitber sun 
nor air— must cLtainly, if there is any truth m the modern "f 

treatment of the insane, act prejudicially on the inmates, by 
creasing, rather than allaying, their mental ills. 

It is to be hoped that the time will soon come when it may pos- 
sible to remove the patients from these dai-k and dreary apartments 
and the miserable yard coimeetecl with them. 

We had to-day the pleasure of meeting a Committee appointed to 
consider the plans for the erection of a building to accommodate a 
portion of the female staS. 

These plans have now been decided upon, and it is to be hoped 
that within a short space of time the building, which will afford 
suitable quarters for about twenty members of the female staff, will 
be completed. The accommodation allotted at present, not alone to 
the female, but also to the male staff, is miserable in the extreme. 

During the past year few structural alterations have been made— 
none, in fact, by external aid. The principal works carried out by 
the staff and patients embraced the pointing of the front of the 
female house, and the erection of a chimney shaft in connection with 
that department, together with various repairs and renewals of the 
sanitary arrangements of the institution. 

The clothing of both men and women was of good material. The 
men might have been more tidy. The women appear to be better 
looked after in this respect. Their dresses were varied m colour 
and their hair was fairly tidy. 

The beds and bedding were in excellent order, well looked after, 
and sufficiently warm. 
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Tlie wards aud day-rooms in the women’s house and in the new 
villas were in good order, aud, for the most part, deoeutly fur- 
nished ; but in the old male house there was a lamentable want both 
of furniture and of all those surroundings, such as birds, plants, 
pictures, books, and papers, which tend so much to tranquillise and 
civilise the insane. 

The dinner, served in the female dining-hall, appeared to be excel- 
lent in quality, sufficient in quantity, and much appreciated. The 
meal was served with great propriety and with due regard to 
civilised habits — knives, forks, delf ware, and tablecloths being in 
use. The behaviour of the patients was deserving of praise. 

The changes which have taken place amongst the patients in this 
Asylum, during the past twelve mouths consist of the admission of 
106, the discharge of 54, and the death of 56 patients — showing a 
net reduction of four, viz.: — an increase of 11 men and a decrease 
of 15 women. 

The deaths were all from natural causes. None were from suicide 
or fatal casualty. Consumption is returned as the cause in 21 per 
cent, of the total. 

In no case was the cause of death verified by 'post-inorttm examina- 
tion. 

One death was due to epidemic diarrhoea, one to enteritis, and one 
to erysipelas. During the year there were two cases of enteric fever : 
three of dysentery, and two of diphtheria. Of those attacked by 
diphtheria, one was an attendant. 

There was only one serious casualty — a dislocation of the shoulder, 
occasioned by a patient being knocked down by another. 

There has been no resort to mechanical restraint, but four male 
patients were secluded on ten occasions for 84 hours in all. 

Of those who attempted to escape, only one was absent from the 
Asylum for a night. 

Twenty patients (12 men and 8 women) were confined to bed to- 
day, the greater number in the newly-erected hospitals, which afford 
excellent accommodation for the treatment of the sick and infirm. 

Fifteen patients (7 men and 8 women) are returned as actively 
suicidal, but no cards to notify their dangerous propensities to the 
staff are in use. 

Forty of each sex, of the suicidal and epileptic classes, sleep under 
continuous supervision during the night. 

The returns of employment show that 33 per cent, of the men aud 
48 per cent, of the women are engaged at some useful work. 104 
men are employed on the farm, and 19 help the artisans. The 
percentage of men at work is below what it ought to be, and might, 
with great benefit to the patients, be increased, as no treatment for 
the insane has proved more useful than healthy employment in the 
open air. 

With this object in view, it is recommended that, if feasible, addi- 
tional land should be obtained, and that every effort should be made 
to find employment for as many of the patienis as possible. 

The Chaplains’ books show that 50 per cent, of the patients are 
able to attend to their religious duties, and that the Chaplains are 
constant in their attendance. 

There has been no change in the strength of the staff, which new 
gives a proportion of one attendant to over twelve patients on each 
side. This proportion is looked on as sufficient for the protection of 
the patients, especially so in this Asylum, as the greater number of 
those on the staff have been many years in the service.

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The statutory registers are carefully kept by Mr. McLouglrli.i, the 
Clerk, and the medical records, iucludnig the Case-books, by Di. 
FitzGerald, the Assistant Medical Officer. 

Beth Dr. Harvey and Dr. PitsGe^lcl carry out their mj^erous 
duties sealously and conscientiously. The numbers m the Asylum 
have however, now increased to such an extent as to lendci it a 
most beyond the power of two Medical Officers to attend aclequatelj 
to the wants of the patients— over 800 m all— aiid to super intend 
th,' management of this scattered institution. The seijices of a 
second Assistant Medical Officer are, therefore, much needed.

CORK DISTRICT ASYLUM. 

Inspected on 19th, 20th, and 21st October, 1910. 

We have, during the last three days, inspected this Asylum, and 
visited all parts of the institution, and we are pleased to report that 
we found it in good order, and well managed throughout. 

There are at present in the institution 1,698 patients, m the pro- 
portion of 824 men to 874 women, whilst the accommodation pro- 
vided in the Asylum is estimated as being sufficient f or only 1,001 
patients, and, therefore, it is overcrowded by almost bOO. 

Dmiiig the past ten months, 293 patients have boon received, 123 
have been discharged, 28 have been transfened to the Yoiighnl 
Auxiliary, and 109 have died— showing an increase of 33 dm-nig that 
time, and there is no reason to conclude that this increase lii the 
number will not go on for at least some years to come. 

It, therefore, devolves on the Committee, who are responsitilc to 
the County and Borough Councils for providing and imiintaiiiing 
sufficient accommodation for the insane poor of the County and t.lty 
of Cork, to take the necessary stejis to provide a habitation for (ho 
surplus populiition of the iustitiitioii. 

The percentage of recoveries on the admissions since last visit lias 
been 24 amongst the males and 34 amongst tlie females. 

The percentage of deaths on the average number resident during 
1909 was 6'3. 

All the deaths were from natural causes. Thirty-nine are returned 
as due to pulmonary tuberculosis, 21 to lieaiiv disease, 13 to pneu- 
monia, 3 to general paralysis; while brain atrophy, epilepsy, senile 
decay, cancer, and other diseases were responsible for 33 deaths. 
There was no case of zymotic disease. 

Poit-mortP-M examinations were made in 28 cases, and the records 
of tliese cases were carefully kept. 

One serious accident took place during the period under review, 
happily without a fatal result. 

In this case a male patient, sleeping in a dormitory containing 42 
patients, sxtstained a severe depressed comminuted fracture of the 
skull the result of a blow inflicted by another patient with a chamber 
utensil. No one sleeping in the dormitory could throw any light on 
the matter, and it was not until nearly two months afterwards — 
when a patient hurled a stone weighing over four pounds into the 
face of a Charge Attendant, injuring him very severely — that this 
patient then admitted that he had committed the assault on the 
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fellow-patient in the dormitory. Both of the persons injured made 
excellent- recoveries, and the homicidal maniac was brought up for 
trial, and duly transferred to the State Criminal Lunatic Asylum 
at Dundrum. 

No restraint or seclusion has been resorted to since last visit — a 
satisfactory record, and one which speaks well for the management 
of the institution. 

The patients during our visit were generally quiet and well-con- 
ducted, and only in the wards for the less favourable cases was there 
any undue noise or excitement. They appeared well cared for and 
contented, and, except for numerous appeals for discharge, we re- 
ceived no complaints calling for special mention. 

The material \ised in the patients’ clothing is of good quality, and 
sufficiently warm. The vromen’s gowns were, however, in some cases 
rather shabby. Greater variety in their dress would increase their 
feelings of personal vanity and self-respect, which are important, 
aids in promoting peace and quietude amongst this sex. A little 
more attention to the neatness of the men's clothing wo\;ld improve 
their personal appearance. 

The wards and dormitories are clean aud comfortable, the beds 
and bedding good, and the sheets clean. In the dayrooms some more 
books and papers might be supplied with advantage. Reading-desks, 
similar to those used in public libraries, to which the newspapers are 
attached, would prevent the papers from being carried away. 

The dietary scale is very good. Butter is given to each patient at 
both breakfast and supper every day. 

We saw the dinner being prepared for the females. It consisted 
of pig’s head, potatoes and cabbage ; was nicely served, and certainly 
it was well appreciated. 

The number of patients at present suffering from epilepsy is 96, 
and from general paralysis two ; while eleven are returned as being 
actively suicidal. 

In seven dormitories, containing 86 males and 81 females, the 
patients sleep rinder observation. 

The number of wet beds changed during the night preceding the 
first day of our visit was six, and no wet beds were reported in the 
morning. 

Two males and six females are at present confined to bed seriously 
ill : 28 are suffering from minor ailments; while 17 ai’e unable to get 
'up either on account of old age or debility. 

It is proposed to utilise the infectious block— a wooden structure — 
as a hospital for phthisical patients, and, with this view, the ventila- 
tion has been improved, and a veranda has been erected, to which 
the beds can be moved during the day. By utilising this build- 
ing for the treatment of tubercular- disease, the infected patients will 
be isolated from the rest, and the disease can be moire effectively 
dealt with. 

Excluding patients employed in the wards only, the returns show 
that 69 per cent, of the men, and 60 per cent, of the women are 
engaged, at some form of industry. These returns reflect most 
favourably on the efforts made to brighten the lives of the incurable, 
and to improve the mental condition of the curable, by encouraging 
work, and engaging the attention of those who are still able to take 
an interest in their surro-undings. 

Over 60 per cent, of the patients are able to attend to their reli- 
gious duties. The number of Roman Catholics attending Mass on 
last Sunday was 994, and 40 patients were present at the Protestant 
Services. 

l2 
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Tlie associated entertainments are attended, on an. average, by 580 
patients, and there are many forms of amusement provided sucli 
as dances, concerts, gramophone recitals, bagatelle, football, &c. 

Some patients are taken for walks in the country, and others are 
able to go to local sports and races. 

During the period under review, six male patients made their 
escape, but were all re-captured within a few days, except one, who 
remained out for almost a month. On being brought back by his 
sister, he was discharged by the Committee. 

The improvements carried out since last visit comprise the paint- 
ing of the outside timber and iron work of the main building ; the 
provision of a new steam boiler, and the improvement of the heating 
system in the main building. A new floor was also laid in No-. 2 
Division, a new house built over the weigh-bridge, and many wards 
were painted and generally improved. 

During the past year the stafi has bee'n increased by the addition 
of two male and five female attendants, so that the proportion of 
attendants to patients is now one to thirteen on the male, and one to 
twelve on the female side. This increase in the strength of the staff 
has had a most beneficial effect, resulting in the abolition of resort 
to either restraint or seclusion throughout the year, and in a great 
diminution in th^ list of casualties. 

The medical staff remains unchanged. 

The Case-books are all well kept, and very carefully written up to 
date. They reflect great credit on the Assistant Medical Officers. 

The Committee have, with great care and consideration, drawn up 
a scale of salaries and allowances for the entire staff of the Asylum. 
This scale, it is to be hoped, will do much to further the regular 
working of the institution, and to ensure contentment amongst the 
various officials. 

It is with regret that we have heard of the serious illness of Miss 
Tolerton, the Matron, who has given many years of faithful service 
to the Asylum. It is hoped that she will make a speedy recovoxy, 
and be able, in time, to resume her duties.

YOUGHAL AUXILIARY ASYLUM. 

Inspected on 8th March, 1910. 

According to the estimated accommodation, this institution is 
capable of containing 410 patients (250 men and 160 women). At 
present there are 401 in residence (244 men and 157 women) — ^leaving 
vacancies for six men and three women. These, it is understood, will 
be speedily filled up. 

Since the last inspection, on the 11th June, 1909, 21 patients (3 
men and 18 women) have been admitted, and 20 men have been 
transferred from the Cork Asylum. During this interval of time 
36 patients (19 men and 17 women) have died. The percentage of 
deaths on the average number resident during 1909 was 13'6. Hav- 
ing regard to the class of patients received here, almost all being of 
advanced age and feeble, the mortality rate must naturally be high. 
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All the deaths were from natural causes. Thirty-nine i>er cent. 
wer« returned as due to phthisis, and 50 per cent, to cardiac degene- 
ration. In no case were bed-sores stated to have been found at death. 

No inquest has been held, nor have any serious casualties been 
reported. 

At present only four patients are confined to bed, so that the 
general health must be considered good for this season of the year. 

No zymotic disease, with the c::ception of influenza, has visited the 
institution. 

There is no entry of any resort to either restraint or seclusion, nor 
does there appear to have been any attempt at escape since the date 
of the last visit. 

Both men and women were quiet and orderly in their behaviour, 
and, on both sides, were decently and properly dressed, The bedding 
was clean and sufficiently warm, and the over-clothing averaged 
23 lbs. in weight. 

The patients were seen at dinner. Their behaviour was quiet and 
orderly. It is wonderful, having regard to the demented state of 
many, with what regularity they take their allotted places. Grace 
was said before and after the meal. An additional table in the 
female hall would be desirable. The dinner consisted of beef, 
potatoes, and bread. The meat was, in a large proportion of cases, 
minced. 

The provisions, which I saw, appeared of excellent quality, but 
the meat might be improved. 

The efforts made to afford employment for the patients of both 
sexes are creditable, and, having regard to the class of patients here, 
the success with which these efforts have been crowned is worthy of 
mention. Thirty men are at work on the farm ; two are employed as 
carpenters, eight as tailors, five as shoemakers, and seven as uphol- 
sterers: whilst 23 women wash in the laundry. 

Altogether abotit 29 per cent, of the men and over 50 per cent, of 
the women are employed outside the wards, which, considering the 
mental and physical feebleness of the greater number of the patients, 
must be looked on as a favourable return. 

Over 73 per cent, are able to attend to their religious duties. 

Since the last visit some useful works have been carried out. Three 
tents have been erected for the patients in the grounds : also a boot- 
room for the farm workers. Four laundry wash troughs have been 
made, and connected with the water-pipes. A coal-shed for the 
kitchen supply has been erected, and two trucks for the laundry and 
stores have been made. 

No change has taken place in the strength of the staff in the wards, 
which gives a proportion of one attendant to 22 patients. It must, 
however, be taken into account that the Sisters do much as regards 
the supervision of the patients. 

The medical books and records were examined. More frequent 
notes are required in the Case-book ; some of the more recent cases 
have not been written up. Dr. Twomey is, however, I understand, 
absent on leave. 

It did not appear to me that the heating apparatus in the wards 
was giving a sufficient amount of heat, and it would be wise to fix a 
few maximum and minimum thermometers, and to keep an accu- 
rate record of the lowest temperature during the twenty-four hours 
in the wards, so as to show the results obtained from the amount of 
fuel consumed.

DOWNPATRICK DISTRICT ASYLUM. 

Inspected on 24th Novembeii, 1910. 

Amongst the impiovements which have been carried out at this 
Asylum since the last insi>ectiou, on the 4th October, 1900, wc may 
mention the foilowing as the more important; ■ i „ 

The new waterworks, for an additional supply of pure water, have 
been completed. They embrace a circular wdL ^oustructed atlci 
sinking an artesian bore-hole, which is carried 249 foot be Y'” 
surface: a pumping station; engine; pumps: and a hue ’y 

which the water is conveyed to a concrete reservoir. In acUlition , a 
water-tower has been built at the vorc of the institution, unci .a 
Shand-Mason fire engine has been obtained, and connected with the 
large steam boilers. A house in the Asylum grounds has also been 
built for the storekeeper. This latter work has been done by the 
staff and patients' labour. 

In the course of our visit all parts of the Asylum wore seen, and 
found in excellent order. The day -rooms are well furnished and 
supplied with books, papers, and objects of interest ; the dormitories 
are well ventilated ; the beds and bedding clean and well kept, and 
the bed-clothing sufficient for this season of the year. _ . , • 

Night-dresses, which are supplied in the hospital, might, with v.- 
vantage, be in general use, more especially in the observation dormi- 
tories, where it is important that all clothes should be changed out- 
side the rooms, so as to prevent the introduction of offensive articles. 

The patients, who were all seen, presented a most pleasing appeal^ 
ance as regards their dress and personal neatness. The women’s 
gowns were especially good, as they varied in colour, and were pro- 
perly made, and their hair was also tidy. 

The dinner, served in the large dining-hall, was of excellent 
quality, and nicely served to the patients. It consisted of excellent 
soup and bread. 

During the period under review 154 patients (77 of each sox) have 
been admitted, 79 have been discharged,, and 67 liavc died — leaving 
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at the present time the names of 767 patients on the books of the 
establishment, in the proportion of 411 males to 356 females. Of 
these, one female is absent on trial. 

In onlv one case was death due to misadventure. In this case the 
patient died as the restilt of a fracture of the thigh and ilium, sus- 
tained bv jumping through a window in the police barracks before 
admission. 

Tubercular disease is returned as the cause in 3i2'8 per cent, of the 
total deaths, and four were due to general, paralysis of the iiisaite. 

The death-rate for the year 1909, oii the daily average number 
resident, was 7‘6 per cent., and in 19 instances, during the interval 
since last inspection, the cause was verified by ynul-i/iorfmi examina- 
tion. 

No death is returned as due to zymotic disease, and the o.nly cases 
which occurred during the pa:, year were one of enteric fever, one 
of measles, one of scarlatina, aua one of erysipelas. Dysentery has 
entirely disappeared from the institution, which speaks well for the 
prophylactic measures adopted. 

Fifty-one patients, or 6'7 per cent., suffer from epileiJsy, and 61, 
or almost 8 per cent., are returned as actively suicidal. The latter 
is above the average, and care should be taken by the Medical Officers 
to revise the list frequently, so> that no one who does not reqrrire 
special supervision shall be kept on it: otherwise the attendants will 
take only a perfunctory interest in carrying out this duty. 

Two hundred and eleven patients, or 28 per cent, cf the whole 
number, are under continuous night supervision. Thi. high per- 
centage shows the great improvement which has now take ; place in 
the care of the insane during the night. 

There is no record of any resort to seclusion since last visit, but . 
'restraint has been used in the cases of two patients — in one for sur- 
gical reasons, and in the other owing to maniacal fui'or with homi- 
cidal paroxysms. 

The returns of employment show tha.t 29 per cent, of the men and 
41 per cent. of the women are engaged at work, exclusive of ward 
cleaning. This is a low percentage of male employment, but the 
weather at present is too inclement for outdoor work. Efforts might 
be made to provide some further indoor occupation. 

About 80 women are taken out to walk on Sundays. 

Tb'' Chaplains’ books show that 57 per cent, of the patients are 
able to attend to their religious duties. On last Sunday 193 were 
present at Mass: 144 at the Presbyterian, 94 at the Episcopalian, 
and 7 at the Methodist Service. 

The staff of attendants consists of 31 men and 28 women — giving- 
a proportion of about one to every 13 patients. The night staff con- 
sists of four of each sex. 

Eighteen of the men and four of the women at present hold the- 
certificate of the Medico-Psychological Association. Lectures are 
given to the junio ' members to enable them to qualify for this certi- 
ficate. 

Dr. Cotter still continues to act as Senior Assistant Medical Officer. 
Dr. Chambers, the Junior Assistant Medical Officer, has resigned, 
and his place has been filled by the appointment of Dr. O'Hagan. 

The state in which the medical books and records were found is 
most creditable to these officers.. 

In conclusion, we can congratulate the Committee and the Medical 
Superintendent on the satisfactory condition of the Asylum.

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ENNIS DISTRICT ASYLUM. 

Inspected on 7th Septembee, 1910. 

I visited this Asylum to-day, and, I am pleased to state, found it 
ii) as satisfactory a condition, as is possible under the existing cn- 
cumstances. Any institutiou erected over forty years must neces- 
sarily suffer in comparison with the r-ecent and more up-to-date 
buildings of the present time, and the Asylum at Ennis is no excep- 
tion to this. The first thing that strikes one on visiting this Asylum 
is the overcrowding, especially in the day-rooms, both on the male 
and female side. 

The Resident Medical Superintendent is using every means in his 
power to relieve the congestion. Little, however, in the way of new 
buildings will be undertaken until the establishment of an Auxiliary 
Asylum at Tulla has been finally settled. As stated in previous re- 
ports, it is proposed to convert the unused workhouse at that place 
into an Auxiliary Asylum, and the plans of the work are now almost 
completed. It is also proposed to erect a Chapel at the Tulla 
Auxiliary. 

Since this Asylum was visited on the 11th September, 1909, 87 
patients have been admitted ; 41 have been discharged or removed, of 
whom 36 had recovered; and 30 have died. There are now on the 
register 475 patients (263 males and 212 females), of whom four are 
maintained at the Ennis Workhouse, under the provisions of the Act 
38 and 39 Vic., cap. 67, section 9, and one is absent on probation. 
At the date of the last in-spection 459 were on the register, so that an 
increase of 16 has taken place during the year. 

The day-room accommodation in the Asylum is at ])T’cseivt over- 
crowded to the extent of over 200 patients, and the sleeping space is 
also overcrowded by over 80 patiente. 

T need scarcely point out that this overcrowding is most undesir- 
able in every way, and throws much difficulty and responsibility on 
the Resident Medical Superintendent, in trying to provide the neces- 
sary care and supervision for so many patients in such a limited 
space. 

I was pleased to notice that the suggestion made in last year’s re- 
port of building a new observation dormitory, is at present being 
carried out, and the Resident Medical Superintendent hopes to havo 
it completed and in use by the beginning of next Jantiary. 

This dormitory is being built at the male side — 60 feet long by 30 
feet wide, and 13 feet high to the eaves — providing accommodation 
for 30 patients. 

The removal of some dividing walls in wards Nos. 5 and 6 will also 
provide further space, but this work cannot he started till the now 
dormitory is occupied, as there is at present no place to which the 
patients in these wards can be removed during the alterations. 
When these are finished the Resident Medical Superintendent pro- 
poses to convert some of the existing male dormitories into day- 
rooms, which are at present sadly needed. 

Nothing as yet has been done to carry out the suggestion, made 
in last year’s report, to enlarge the dining-hall, and I understand 
no steps will be taken pending the completion of the Auxiliary 
Asylum at Tulla. The enlarging of this hall will entail considerable 
expense, as, apart from the building works, it will necessitate the 
provision of new quarters for the Assistant Medical Officer. 

The bathrooms are small, but might easily be improved. It is 
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most impoi’tant to have plenty of room when attending to the bath- 
ing of the insane. 

The boilers are in no way snited for their purpose. They were 
sxipplied in 1868 — the Asylum being then built to accommodate 260 
patients, and, as there ai*e now 470 resident, it is only natural that 
larger boilers are required. I am given to understand that two 
boilers, 30 feet by 7 feet, would be necessary for the satisfactory 
working of the Asylum. In the event of two newjooilers being put 
in, some extension backwards of the present boiler-house would be- 
come necessary. There is, however, ample room in this direction. 

Portion of the female house was being painted during my visit, and 
this side will be much improved when the work is finished. The male 
side also requires painting, but, as one painter only is employed, it 
will be a considerable time before he can turn his attention in that 
directioti. 

I was present durng the serving of both the male and female 
dinners, consisting of bacon, vegetables, and potatoes. The fare wa^ 
good, and was apparently appreciated. 

I was much struck by the clean and neat appearance of the female 
patients. They were nicely dressed, very orderly, and well-con- 
ducted. 

The male patients were also well kept. 

No complaints were made to me beyond the usual one of deten- 
tion. 

_ None of the attendants hold the Medico-Psychological Associa- 
tion nursing certificate. This is unfortunate, as there can be no 
doubt that those holding this certificate are better trained in the 
care and treatment of the insane. I trust that, in the near future, 
the Committee may be able to grant the usual £2 per annum to the 
attendants who hold this qualification, and so encourage them to 
pass the necessary examination. 

I examined the provisions in the stores, and found them all satis- 
factory. 

The clothes are made in the Asylum, where one tailor-attendant 
and four patients are daily employed. 

The boots and shoes are also made in the Asylum. 

The sheds in the airing courts are still used as dormitories, sanc- 
tion for their continued use for a further period of three years hav- 
ing been granted. One of these sheds would make a good ironing 
room, and, when the present congestion is relieved, I suggest that 
it should be used as such. 

The laundry is small, and on this account it must be difficult to 
cope with the large amount of washing in the Asylum. 

The female wards are bright and cheery, and nicely decorated, 
but most of the male wards are bleak and cheerless. 

Divine Sei-vice is attended by 140 males and 124 females. 

Excellent provision is made for entertaining and amusing the 
patients. Concerts, cricket matches, and dances take place fre- 
quently. Seventy-five attended two entertainments in the Town 
Hall : 86 were present at a circus performance in Ennis on two occa- 
sions, and the annual seaside trip to Lahinch was enjoyed by 35 
males and 73 females. 

With the exception of influenza, no zymotic disease occurred dur- 
ing the year. 

• One male and one female attempted suicide during the period 
under review — the former by tearing the structures of his pharynx 
with his fingers, and the latter by inflicting a wound in her neck

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hanging, and formed the subject of a coroner’s inquest. An inquiry 
on oath regarding the case was also held by the Inspectors. 

All the other deaths were from natural causes, and call for no 
special remarks. 

It is very satisfactory to notice that in thirteeii cases the cause 
was verified by post-iiiorte/ii examination. 

Six serious casualties occurred during the period under review — 
all on the female side, and all resulting in fractures of bones — four 
owing to accidental falls: one caused by being knocked down by 
another patient, and one sustained by an old and very resistive 
patient in a struggle with attendants. 

The only zymotic disease which occurred during the past year was 
influenza, which attacked 33 of the patients and six of the staff, and 
ended fatally in the cases of three male patients. 

No restraint has been used since last visit, but seclusion was found 
necessary in the cases of 14 men, for a total period of 918 houi-s, and 
of one woman, for six hours in all. 

Four patients escaped, but were all brought back after an absence 
from the Asylum of one or two days. 

Nine males and ten females suffer from epilepsy ; four of each sex 
are considered suicidal, and 11 men and 13 women sleep under ob- 
servation. 

The general health of the inmates is good. Nineteen were con- 
fined to bed to-day — only two of these being seriously ill; eight suf- 
fered from minor ailments, and a like number were in bed from old 
age or debility, and one female owing to excitement. 

I saw the patients at dinner, which consisted of pig’s head, 
potatoes and cabbage. The meal was an excellent one, and appeared 
to be well appreciated by the patients. 

From the returns, it appears that — exclusive of ward cleaners — 43 
per cent, of the men and 47 percent, of the women are industriously 
employed. Seventy-three men work on the farm, and 28 women in 
the laundry. 

The strength of the staff is in the proportion of one male attendant 
to every twelve patients, and of one nurse to every fifteen female 
patients. 

Instruction is given to twenty members of the staff, with a view 
to their obtaining the Medico-Psychological Association certificate 
in mental nursing, which is already held by fifteen. 

The religious ministration continues as heretofore, Divine Service 
being attended last Sunday by 294 Roman Catholics and 13 Pro- 
testants. 

The amusements for the patients consist of weekly dances and 
cinematograph entertainments, at which 250 are able to be present; 
while some patients are also taken oxrtside the grounds to plays, 
races, and excursions on the river. 

The books and registers are carefully kept. 

The introduction of the “ loose-leaf” Case-books into this Asylum 
has thrown much extra work on Dr. Kennedy, the Assistant Medical 
Officer, owing to the transfer of all cases into these books. It was, 
therefore, only natural to find the records of some of the old and 
chronic cases somewhat deficient in notes, all Dr. Kennedy’s time 
and attention having been given to the recent and more acute cases, 
which are carefully and exceedinglly well written up. 

Dr. Drapes has the Asylum in excellent order, and it gave me 
much pleasure to visit an institution so well managed.

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KILKENNY DISTRICT ASYLUM. 

Inspected on 8th December, 1910. 

DuriiiK the past year electric light has been hitrodu«^d into «this 
institution, and the whole Asylum is now lighted by that ilhiminant, 
with very great success. Two gas engines and new pumps have been 
provided : an electric motor supplies the power for working the 
laundry machinery and the pumps, and all parts of the building are 

now in communication by electric bells . , i j u 

It is to be regretted, however, that the villa — purchased by the 
Committee so long ago as 1906 -has not yet been occupied by 
patients. The necessary alterations— which do not embrace any vexy 
important structural works, and should have taken only a shm-t time 
to carry out— are only approaching completion, and the rooms have 

not as yet been furnished. in 

In the meanwhile the patients are crowded together in the mam 
Asylum, atfd no steps have, up to this, been taken^ to transfei to the 
Asylum the lunatics at present located m the various workhouses of 
the district, where their condition is very unsatisfactory. 

A good deal of painting has been done to the outside of the mam 
building, but’the walls of the day-rooms, and, indeed, the greater 
part of the interior of the Asylum, would be greatly improved by 

naintine and decoration. . . . ., j.- _c 

^ The Asylum at present contains 435 patients, in ^he Proportion of 
225 m-en to 210 women, and, since the date of the last visit, on the 
7th November, 1909, 71 patients (43 men and 28 women) have been 
admitted, 27 have been discharged, and 41 have died, showing . 

increase of tliTco patients during that time. 

The causes of death call for no special ronnarks : they were all such 
as are usually found in these institutions. Nearly 22 per cent re- 
sulted from tubercular disease. None were due to general paialysis 

. of the insane. _ . , , . . , • j , 

None of the deaths were caused by accident, suicide, or misaclvon- 
ture of any kind, nor was a coroner's inquest considered necessary m 

any ca&o during the past year. 

In five cases the cause of death was verified by post-mortem ex- 
amination. . ,, , 

Two serious casualties are recorded, viz.: — a broken arm and a 
broken leg — both caused by accidental falls on the floor. 

The only zymotic disease which visited the institution was in- 
fluenza of which there were several outbreaks. 

At the time of the visit ten patients were found in bed, but, with 
the exception of these, the general health is excellent. 

The records of restraint and seclusion show that two women were 
•restrained by the camisole, for nine hours in all, and_ that four 
women were secluded, on six occasions, for a total duration of 314 

^°The returns of employment show that, exclusive of those engaged 
in cleaning the wards, 30 per cent, of the men and 46 per cent, of 
the women arc at work. The number of men employed is below 
the average, and every eliort should be made to find some work for 
them Unfortunately, the area of land attached to the Asylum is 
not sufficient to afford constant employment to a larger number. 
Farm work is undoubtedly the most suitable occupation for the in- 
sane and if it is desired to increase the usefulness of the institu- 
tion,’ additional land should be obtained. At the same time, other 
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means of occupation might be found which would employ a greater 
number. 

Both sexes were quiet and well behaved. 

Complaints on various matters were made to me by one patient, 
and, on discussing them with Dr. West, he promised to give them his 
attention. 

The women were neatly dressed, and their hair was tidy. Much 
more attention might, however, be given to the personal appearance 
of the male patients. 

A great improvement has been effected by having separate dinners 
for e^h sex — by this means affording more room for the patients in 
the dining-hall. 

The dimrer provided to-day was good in quality and sufficient in 
quantity, and was served with due regard to civilised habits. 

The female wards were fairly comfortable, but on the male side, 
with the exception of the infirmary, there is a want of decent furni- 
ture, and of all those surroundings, such as armchairs, books, ne%vs- 
papers, flowers, and pictures, now almost universally found in 
modern asylums, and all of which tend so much to brighten the lives 
of the insane, and to render them happy and contented. 

On both sides the day-rooms were overcrowded, and the patients 
were collected together in such large numbers as to render classifica- 
tion impossible. Additional day-rooms should be provided. 

The staff in charge of the male patients consists of four charge and 
fourteen ordinary attendants, and that in charge of the females, of 
four charge and ten ordinary attendants — giving a proportion of one 
attendant to over twelve male patients, and of one to fifteen female 
patients. On the female side the proportion — especially in so small 
an Asylum — is not sufficient for the proper protection of the insane, 
and, in order to gxrard against accidents, should be increased. 

More than half of the patients are able to attend to their religious 
duties. On last Sunday 225 were present at Mass, and nine went to 
the Protestant Service. 

The Chaplains ai-e constant in their attendance, and their books 
are duly entered up. 

The Committee have not yet drawn up Regulations for the 
management of the Asylum, in accordance with section 9 (6) of the 
Local Government (Ireland) Act, 1898. 

The Case-books and other medical registers are properly kept.

KILLARNEY DISTRICT ASYLUM. 

Inspected on 13th' and 14th October, 1910. 

Before touching on the general details of inspection, I regret to 
say that several matters unfavourably commented on in previous re- 
ports have, up to the present time, received no attention. The de- 
tached hospital is still used for the storage of condemned clothing, 
and as a workshop for the plasterer. The bed covering continues to 
be insufficient. No attempt has been made to isolate patients suf- 
fering from phthisis. Happily, however, there are only three so 
affected in the institution at present; but a glance at the statistics 
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skews tlie great mortality from the disease. No additional^ land hiis 
been procured, although the 72 acres at present comprising the 
Asylum estate is quite insufficient for the employment and 
tion of the number of patients in the institution. It would add 
greatly to their efficient treatment, and also tend to economy in their 
maintenance if more land w'ere obtained. _ , . » i 

I do iiofc wisli, iiowever, to give tbe impression tlistt tins Asylum is 
at a standstill, as many improvements have been carried out during 
the past year. Both of the main staircases have been plastered, and 
new wooden-framed windows have been fitted. *lhe tailor s shop has 
also been plastered, ceiled, and fitted with presses. The lavatory in 
No. 2 Ward has been enlarged by the removal of a partition wall; 
the floor and sides have been tiled and new basins fitted. The seats 
in the gallery of the Roman Catholic Chapel are now finished, and 
provide sufficient accommodation for the patients. All the one-piece 
metal window frames on both sides of the Asylum have taken 

out, and replaced by wooden frames opening at the top and bottom, 
so that ventilation is very much improved. A considerable amount 
of painting has also been done ; but many of the wards still require 
to be re-painted. These works have all been carried out by the 
Asylum staff, with the assistance of some of the patients. 

At the date of the last inspection, on 15th May, 1909, there were 
600 patients resident, while there are now 625. The sleeping accom- 
modation is estimated as sufficient for 658, so that there is no over- 
crowding in this institution. Since the date of last visit 23- 
patients have been admitted ; 114 have been discharged or removed, 
of whom 89 had recovered; and 93 have died. 

The death-rate continues very high, having been 12-6 per cent, of 
the average number resident during 1909. Tliis high rale is largely 
due to pulmonary tuberculosis, which was the cause of death in tho 
cases of 18 men and 9 women during the period under review. Tlio 
breaking out of an epidemic of colitis, which attacked 43 patients, 
and ended fatally in 7 cases, also contributed to the high death-rate. 
This epidemic made its appearance in July, 1909, and continued 
intermittently up to September of this year. 1 am pleased to state 
that the Asylum is now free from it, and the Resident Medical 
Superintendent believes it to be stamped ont. The other cases of 
zymotic disease which occurred during the period niulev review wore 
three of erysipelas and one of influenza, while one male attendant 
suffered from enteric fever. None of those, however, ended fatally. 

Twenty patients were coufiiiod toi bed yesterday, five of them being 
seriously ill; eleven suffering from minor ailments, three unable to 
get up owing to old age or debility, and one male patient on account 
of excitement. None of them suffer from bed sores. 

1 found the patients in their respective wards, and can report 
favourably on their condition. They were quiet and orderly, and 
apparently contented; their clothing seemed sufficiently warm, and 
suitable for this period of the year. , , , , , • 

The day-rooms were clean and bright, but struck me as being 
scantily supplied with books, papers, and objects of interest ; while 
more furniture would be a great improvement to many of the wards, 
especially on the male side. , , , , t 

The dormitories and single rooms are kept clean, but I was greatly 
surprised to find that at 11.30 a.m. several of the chamber utensils 

were left unemptied in the female dormitories. , , , ,, , , 

The bedding was generally clean, but, as already stated, the bed 
covering was not sufficiently warm— the average weight in four cases 
which I saw weighed being only 14 lbs., whereas it is generally recog-

uised that bed-covering, at this season of the year, should be from 
18 to 25 lbs. weight. On many of the beds there was no under 
blanket, which should most certainly be supplied to every patient. 

The mattresses are nearly all made of hbre, very few being of 
horse hair ; while some few are made of straw. The general intro- 
duction of horse-hair mattresses would prove, in the end, more 
ecniiomical, as hair is mxich more durable than fibre. 

Both male and female patients sleep in the shirts or chemises 
which they wear during the day, with the exception of those sleep- 
ing under observation. This is uncleanly, and I would recommend 
that every patient should be given a separate night-shirt, and that 
these shirts should be changed once a week. A supply of toilet paper 
in the lavatories would be an improvement, and would prevent the 
drains from being blocked by pieces of cloth, torn books, ic. 

The soiled clothes in some of the wards are kept in boxes, as there 
is no proper room in which to store them. This being so, they 
should be, at once, sent to the laundry, and not kept in tne wards. 

The strength of the staff is about one attendant to 16 patients on 
the male, and one attendant to 14 patients on the female side. Only 
six male attendants hold the Medico-Psychological certificaie for pi’o- 
ficiency in mental nursing ; while none of the female attendants are 
so qualified. An effort should be made to train the staff, and to in- 
duce more of them to present themselves for the examination pie- 
scribed for this certificate. 

The number of patients attending Divine Service is still below the 
average. Last Sunday only 153 (81 males and 72 females) attended 
the Roman Catholic Service : while one male and two females were 
present at the Protestant Service. 

The usual games are provided for the amusement of the patients, 
and about 200 (120 males and 80 females) attend the associated 
entertainments. 

I was present at both the male and female dinners, consisting of 
soup, bread, and potatoes. The supply did not strike me as being 
over liberal, and judging by the small amount remaining, the calcu- 
lations must have been accurately made. I questioned many of the 
' able-bodied patients as to the sufficiency of the supply, and I was 
assured by all that they got ample to eat. 

The tins in which the soup is served are not at all so suitable as the 
delf mugs, especially as the enamel is worn off many of them. 

An ample supply of potatoes is obtained from the Asylum farm, 
about ten acres being at present cropped for the purpose. 

No complaints were made to me except the usual one of detention. 

Since the date of last inspection, mechanical restraint has been 
used in the cases of three male patients — in one ease by means of 
gloves for 48 hours, and in the other two, the restraint vest was used 
for 144 hours in all to prevent them from mjuring themselves. Two 
females were secluded on forty occasions, for a total diiration of 174 
hours. 

One male patient escaped on the lOtli August, and was re-taken 
four days afterwards. 

No serious casualties occurred duidng the interval since last visit. 

Yesterday 209 men were employed, of whom 127 were returned as 
assisting in the wards : while 61 worked on the farm, and 21 helped 
the tradesmen, &c. Excluding the ward helpers, the percentage of 
patients employed is low, and greater efforts might be made to em- 
ploy a larger number of men at outdoor labour. Of the women 213 
were employed — 89 at needlework and knitting, 79 in ward cleaning. 
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26 in tlie laundry, 14 assisting in tlie kitchen and dining-halls, and 
five in the officers' quarters. 

The male exercise ground is sadly in need of some kind of shelter 
for the patients on rainy days, and some provision should be made 
for them in the way of a covered shed. 

The books and registers are carefully kept, and the Case-books 
reflect credit on Dr. Downing, the Assistant Medical Officer.

LETTERKENNY DISTRICT ASYLUM. 

Inspected on 14th Septembeb, 1910. 

The County of Donegal is to be congratulated in that at the pre- 
sent time it possesses an Asylum, well-designed, in good presei'vation, 
and, above all, with sufficient accommodation for the insane poor 
chargeable to the district. The buildings provide sufficient sleeping 
accommodation for 757 patients, viz.: — 511 males and 246 females, 
and day-room accommodation for 760, viz.; — 489 males and 261 
females. As there are 452 males and 285 females now resident in 
the Asylum, there is a surplus of accommodation on the male side, 
and the want of room on the female side could easily be met by 
giving up for the women's use the spare I’oom on the front corridor 
of the male department. 

The Committee are further to be congratulated on the satisfactory 
arrangements made to obtain a water supply, as in a short time the 
Asylum will, in conjunction with the Town of Letterkenny, possess 
ail ample supply of water. This will be a great boon to the insti- 
tution, as, in the past, the supply has frequently proved insufficient 
during dry weather. At the present time a largo reservoir is being 
built by the labour of the staff and patients, in connection with this 
scheme. 

During the past year a paling has been erected round one of the 
old i-eservoirs, which was formerly a source of danger to the patients. 

Extensive alterations and repairs have also been carried out in 
connection with the heating apparatus, which is now stated to work 
satisfactorily. If so, it will prove a comfort to the patients during 
the winter months, besides tending to preserve the building against 
damp. 

During the period which has elapsed since the last report on this 
Asylum was made, on the 26th July, 1909, 139 patients (87 men and 
52 women) have been admitted; 75 have been discharged; and 50 
have died — showing an increase of 14 patients during the last 14 
months. 

During 1909 the death-rate was below the average— amounting to 
only 4'9 per cent, of the daily average number resident — the general 
average for all the Irish Asylums being 7‘6 per cent. 

In only one case does the cause of death call for any remark. In 
this case a male patient escaped from the Asylum, and threw him- 
self iu front of a train, and afterwards died in the Asylum from the 
injuries then received. 

In this, and another case — that of a congenital idiot, who died of 
heart failure — coroner’ inquests were held. 

In neither case was blame attached to the staff. 
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Consumption is returned as the cause of death iu ten cases, or in 
20 per cent, of the total number, but at present there are no cases 
under treatment in the ward set apart for consumptive patients. 
Four deaths were due to influenza, and none to general paralysis of 
the insane. 

In nine cases the cause of death was verified by po&t-mortem ex- 
amination, and iu seven cases bed-sores were found to have existed 
at death. 

With the exception of one ease of scarlatina, influenza appeal's to 
have been the only zymotic disease by which the Asylum was visited 
during the past year. 

There is no return of any recourse to either restraint or seclusion 
during the period under review, which is certainly most creditable, 
having regard to the number of acute cases under care. 

Three patients escaped, and were absent for one night in each case 
before being brought back. 

The Chaplains’ books show that over 50 per cent, of the patients 
are able to attend to their religious duties. At Mass 297 are pre- 
sent; 40 attend the Episcopalian, and 37 the Presbyterian Services. 
The Chaplains, of whom there are three, ai-e regular in their attend- 
ance, and their books are properly kept. 

Excluding patients working in the wards only, about 30 per cent, 
of the men and 44 per cent, of the women are industriously employed. 

Greater efforts ^ould be made to induce some of the patients who 
are at present employed in the wards only, to engage themselves in 
outdoor labour. 

The men were seen at dinner. The meal consisted of salt herrings 
and cocoa with bread — a combination which can hardly be looked on 
as appetising. If milk, or even tea, were given, it might be more in 
accordance with Irish tastes. As pointed out in previous reports, the 
quantity of meat given in this Asylum is small — amounting to about 
30 ounces in the week per patient, which, after deducting loss by 
cooking, &c., would average about three ounces per day. An extra 
course of boiled rice, with treacle, on Wednesdays and Fridays, 
might prove a useful addition to the dietary. 

The stores were found in excellent order, and all the provisions 
obtained under contract appeared to be of good quality. 

The clothing of the patients of both sexes was of good material, 
but much greater attention should be paid by the male attendants 
to the personal appearance, tidiness, and cleanliness of the patients 
under their charge. The Head Attendant should see that the other 
attendants are more careful in carrying out their duties in this re- 
spect, and report any cases of neglect to the Medical Superintendent. 
The women were decently dressed, clean, and tidy. 

In some of the wards new bedsteads are required, as some of the 
old ones are in a very dilapidated condition. The mattresses also 
require more attention. It is suggested that one of the attendants 
should receive some technical instruction in upholstery, so that the 
mattresses might be properly made under his supervision. 

The staff of attendants consists of 34 males and 25 females, giving 
a proportion of oine male attendant to thirteen male patients, and 
one female attendant to eleven female patients. Four men and 
three women are on night duty. This is by no means a weak staff 
when compared with other Irish Asylums. During the past year 
four men and two women have been added to the establishment. 

Twenty-seven male attendants and the Head Nurse hold the certi- 
ficate granted by the Medico-Psychological Association for pro- 
ficiency in mental nursing.

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The Committee have not yet complied with the provisioais of sec- 
tion 9 (6) of the Local Goverument (Ireland) Act, 1898, as regards 
the making of regulations for the government and management oi 

their institution. , , , , _ .. 

The books and registers continue to be kept by Dr. Martin, tJie 
Assistant Medical Officer, with care and regularity. 

It is satisfactory to understand that, in future, a temporary As- 
sistant Medical Officer will be appointed to do duty during the holi- 
days.

LIMERICK DISTRICT ASYLUM. 

Inspected on 30th November, 1910. 

I visited this Asylum to-day, and am pleased to report that I found 
it in a generally satisfactory condition. There are some mattei-s 
must refer to, however, as requiring attention, viz.; — 

The Chapel is altogether too small, and provides poor accommoda- 
tion for the number of patients attending Divine Service. 

The dining-halls accommodate only about 180 patients, _ and, as 
there are now resident 389 males and 303 females, it is tound 
necessary to serve two meals in each hall three times a day an ar- 
rangement which cannot be considered satisfactory. 

The front wings of the old building are in a very dilapidated con- 
dition, and would require to be altered and re-modclled by the re- 
moval of partition walls ; the replacing of the old flagged floors in the 
corridors by wooden floors ; the provision of new baths ; and the im- 
provement of the sanitary arrangements generally. 

I understand that plans for these various iniprovcmouts have al- 
ready been prepared, but, I regret to say, no steps have been taken 
to carry out the work, to which the attention nf the Committee has, 
on more than one occasion, been drawn. 

A more serious matter for consideration, however, is the urgent 
necessity for additional accommodation. At present the institution 
affords room for 554 patients only, whereas it contains 692. Under 
these circumstances it becomes our duty to report to the Lord Lieu- 
tenant that the County Councils have not provided sufficient accom- 
modation for the lunatic poor of the district.

This Table shows that an increase of five males and eight females 
has taken place within the past year. 
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A total increase of thirteen does not seem a very serious matter 
where the uumbei-s are almost 700, but the steady increase which is 
yearly taking place, in an institution already overcrowded, calls for 
some action on the part of those responsible for the car-e and well- 
being of the insane committed to their charge. 

The wards and dormitories were found clean and in good order ; 
the bedding was satisfactory, and the sheets clean. _ 

The male day-rooms would be much improved by the addition ot a 
little more furniture, and also some books and papers. _ 

I saw all the patients resident, and can report favourably on their 
dress and personal appearance. j • 

The material for the male patients’ clothing is made in the 
Asylum, and is of excellent quality. 

The females were all neat and tidy. . 

The behaviour on both sides of the institution was quiet and 
orderly. , . 

I received one complaint of harsh treatment, but, on investiga- 
tion, -I formed the opinion that no action was called for in the 

I saw the patients at dinner, which consisted of bread, butter, and 
tea. Meat is given on five days of the w^k. 

The laundry is excellent, and it is rather a pity tha,t nightshirts 
are not provided for all the patients in this Asylum, where so much 
washing is easily got through. . . , j 

I found fourteen men and eighteen women in bed to-day. 
teen were seriously ill; eleven suffered from minor ailments, and tour 
from feebleness and old age. 

All the deaths (48 in number) were from natural causes. 

A vost-morten examination was made in fourteen cases. 

It is very unfortunate to note that tuberculosis was responsible tor 
the large proportion of eighteen deaths, and there are still many 

suffering from this disease. . .i j . t li, i«. 4 . 

It is satisfactory to find that in no case since the date of the last 
inspection was the patient at the time of death suffering from a bed- 
sorl and that none of those now confined to bed have such sores. 

No zymotic disease appeared in the institution during the past 

serious, but uou-fatal, casualties wiioli occurred include two 
fractures; one wound of the throat, due to au attempt at smade; 
and two wounds in the scrotum— one self-mflicted, and the other

Seclusion was found necessary on fourteen occasions with 
a total of 104 hours, and on two occasions with women, for eight

The strength of the stafi is in the proportion of one attendant to 
almost sixteen patients on each side. 

Instruction m given to eighteen members of the staff, with a view 
to their obtainiui the Medieo-Psychological Association nursing cer- 
tificate, which is at present held by twenty-two. 

tL returns of employment show that, excluding ward-cleaners, 
36 per cent, of the mm and B1 per cent, of the women are usefully 
occupied. 
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I saw the provisions in store, which seemed satisfactory. The 
bread is baked in the AsyUuu,,aud was good. The meat, I saw was 
of excellent quality. 

Religious ministration is carefully attended to, and 24b itomau 
Catholics and 10 Protestants are able to attend Divine Service. 

The amusements include the usual weekly dances, at which about 
220 patients are able to enjoy themselves. A number were also taken 
to a circus pei’formance on one occasion. 

The Committee have not yet drawn up regulations for the inaiiage- 
ment of the Asylum, in pursuance of the provisio.ns of section 9 (6) 
of the Local Government (Ireland) Act, 1898. 

The Case-books are very carefully kept by Dr. Irwiu, the Assistant 


Medical Officer. 

Dr. O’Neill, the Resident Medical Superintendent, must be con- 
gratulated on his satisfactory management of the institution.

LONDONDERRY DISTRICT ASYLUM. 

Inspected on 15th September, 1910. 

We have to-day made the annual inspection of this Asylum, and 
find it continues to be maintained in excellent order. 

It is quite evident that the patients receive kindly attention and 
care: they are comfortable and apparently contented. 

The clothing of both sexes was excellent, neat in apj>eai'auco, and 
the tidiness of the patients reflects great credit on those in charge of 
them. 

No complaints of any substantial character were made to us during 
our visit. 

Since the 23rd October, 1909, the date of last inspection, 82 
patients (39 males and 43 females) have been admitted, and 47 have 
been discharged. Forty-two of these had recovered ; five wove dis- 
charged unrecovered, and 40 have died. There are now on the 
register 535 patients (288 males and 247 feoYalcs), including one 
female maintained in Limavady Workhouse, under a contract in 
pursuance of the provisions of the Act 38 and 39 Vic., ca]). 67. sec- 
tion. 9. 

The numbers at jiresent on the register, compared with those at 
the time of the last visit, show a decrease of four inalea and one 
female. 

The percentage of deaths on the daily average number resident 
during 1909 was 9'9. 

In no case since the date of last visit was it considered necessary 
to hold a coroner’s inquest. 

rnaf-mortem examinations were made in ten cases. 

The general health of the Asylum is good. To-day three males 
were confined to bed, seriously ill ; and two females from minor ail- 
ments. 

Two female patients suffered from measles during the past year — 
these being the only cases of zymotic disease recorded. 

The number of patients suffering from epilepsy is 46, and fclioso 
cases are all kept under special observation. 

Three serious casualties took place during the period under review, 
all on the female side, viz. : — 

1. Both bones of the left forearm were broken in one case, as the- 
result of accidentally tripping over a mat ; 
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2. A patient sustained a fracture of blie wrist by slipping in a 
flagged passage; and, 

3. Another patient sustained a dislocation of the shoulder by 
falling in a corridor. 

One male and one female attempted to escape. The man was 
absent for two, and the woman for four days. 

The Resident Medical Superintendent has the satisfaction of being 
assisted by a reliable staff of attendants and nurses — averaging one 
to about every eleven patients on the male, and one to about twelve 
on the_ female side. There are also seven tradesmen, who assist at 
meal times and on other special occasions. 

It is satisfactory to note that 48 of the staff hold the Medico- 
Psychological Association's certificate for proficiency in the nursing 
of the insane — a qualification which is now considered almost essen- 
tial for the welfare of the patients. 

No restraint or seclusion was used during the past year. 

The general behaviour of the patients was exceedingly good. 

The wards were bright, clean, and well kept, and nicely decorated. 
Books and papers are supplied for the patients, and many avail 
themselves of the opportunity to pass their time reading. 

The dormitories are well kept, and the beds and bedding are in 
good condition. 

The returns of employment show that 195 men and 182 women 
work daily. Eighty -nine men are engaged in agricultural work, 
while laundry-work, knitting, and needlework afford useful occupa- 
tion for over a hundred females. 

The dinner — at which we were present — was nicely served, and the 
conduct of the patients good. The dinner provided on Fridays 
(bread, butter, and tea), does not seem to us to be up to the usual 
standard ; and, if fish could be obtained, the Friday dinner might be 
much improved. 

Some improvements have been carried out at the main Asylum 
during the year. A shed has been erected in the farm-yard for the 
protection of the cattle men in inclement weather, and a new heating 
boiler has been provided on the male side. 

At Gransha a water-tank has been constructed for the boilei-s, and 
much painting and decorating has been done by the patients. 

The proportion attending Divine Service on Sundays is high, as

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Tlie arrangements for the amusement of the patients are most 
satisfactory. They comprise cinematograph and gramophone enter- 
tainments, concerts, bands, cricket matches, and the annual sports, 
&c. Weekly dances also take ])lace. ^ n i 

The Case-books were found well written up and carefully kept. 
They are illustrated with excellent photographs. 

The official registers are a great credit to the clerk. 

Everything we saw during our inspection of the Asylum pointed 
to the careful manner in which the establishment is cadministered, 
and to the efforts made by the Medical Superintendent to minister to 
the recovery of those who are curable, and to the amelioration of the 
condition of those who are permanently insane. It is to be re- 
gretted, however, that no steps arc being taken to assist these ettotvS, 
by making further provision for patients at Gransha, as no site 
could be more unfavourably placed for the treatment of the insane 
than that of the old Asylum buildings, situated in the midst 
of a busy city, overshadowed on all sides by buildings, where the 
grounds are now so over-looked that it is impossible to obtain that 
seclusion which the lunatic population have the right to demand, 
and where the administrative departments have become inadequate 
for the requirements of the institution.

MAKYBOROUGH DISTRICT ASYLUM. 

Inspected on Ist December, 1910. 

I made the usual statutory inspecticm of this Asylum tn-day. 
Some improvements have been carried out during the year, viz. :--- 
the erection of new workshops, which are now alm<ist ccmiploted, and 
the re-modelling of the heating apparatus of the main building. A 
complaint has, however, been made as regards the inadequate 
ing of one of the Chapels, and I regret to report that there ai’o still 
many other matters requiring attention — ^to some of which attention 
has already been drawn in previous reports, while little has yet been 
done to rectify them. 

I refer to the following : — 

The ventilation and flooring of some of the single rooms, which are 
very unsatisfactory. . . 

The general painting of the Asylum.— At present some painting is 
being done on the female side, but the male side is sadly in need of 

^^ The old beds, especially those in the female observation dormitory, 
require to be replaced, or, at least, to have new springs supplied, as 
at present many of the patients sleeping in these beds are actually- 
resting on the floor. 

The bed-clothing is not sufficient for this time of year. In two 
cases, taken at random, it weighed only 15 lbs. 

Under-blankets are supplied to a few of the inmates only. 

When no bedsteads are given to patients, at least two good mat- 
tresses should be supplied. 

The old straw pillows might be replaced by others made of hair. 

Clippers, if supplied to the patients for house wear, would in- 
crease their comfort, and those working on the farm and taking out- 
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door exercise, during the winter mouths, would certainly benefit by 
getting a dry change : while the floors could be kept in better condi- 
tion. 

Lavatory paper should be supplied to the patients. 

The recommendations made by the Inspector of Factories as to the 
fencing of machinery, &e., have nob as yet been carried out, and 
should be attended to. 

Since the 15th December, 1009 — the date of the last inspection — 
91 patients have been admitted; 39 (of whom l29 had recovered) have 
been discharged ; 28 have died ; and one escaped, and was not re- 
captured. 

There are to-day on the books the names of 578 patients, in the 
proportion of 310 men to 268 women-— showing that an increase of 
fifteen males and eight females has taken place during the period 
under review. 

The general health is good. 

With the exception of the death of a male patient from fracture of 
the skull, resulting from blows inflicted by another patient — -which 
formed the subject of a coroner's inquest, and also of an inquiry on 
oath by the Inspectors — all the deaths since last visit were due to 
natural causes, and do not call for any remarks. 

The death-rate, which has been high for some years in this Asylum, 
fell in 1909 to 7’4 per cent, of the average number resident, which 
is about the average for Ii-ish district asylums. 

One patient was attacked by enteric fever, but this was the only 
case of zymotic disease which occurred during the past year. 

I saw all the patients in the course of my visit, but received no 
complaints, beyond the usual one of detention. 

The patients were suitably clothed, and the females tidily dressed. 
A little more attention to the clothing of the males would improve 
their personal appearance. 

The female day-rooms are comfortable, and in a satisfactory state, 
but the male day-rooms are bleak, cheerless, poorly furnished, and, 
with few exceptions, devoid of pictures, books, papers, and objects of 
interest, which might, with great advantage, be supplied, thereby 
adding that air of general comfort which is now usually met with iu 
Asylums. 

The dormitories were clean, as were also the sheets and bedding. 


A good and substantial dinner of boiled bacon, with potatoes and 
bread, was well served in the dining-hall, and was apparently appre- 
ciated by all the patients, who were quiet and orderly. 

One serious casualty (not ending fatally) is recorded since the date 
of the last visit, viz. : — a female patient sustained a Colles' fracture, 
caused by being forcibly pushed against a wall by another patient. 

The restraint and seclusion returns show that restraint was used 
for twelve hours in the case of a female, to prevent her from injtu'ing 
her eyes and throat, and a female was secluded on one occasion for 
three hours : whilst 17 males were secluded on 61 occasions for 557 
hours in all. 

The religious ministration continues as heretofore. Four hundred 
and forty patients are able to attend the Roman Catholic Service, 
and 27 the Protestant Service. 

Excluding ward-cleaners, 37 per cent, of the males and 67 per 
cent, of the females are usefully employed. 

Thirty-seven patients were confined to bed to-day; ".even from 
serious illness ; the others from minor ailments, old ago, and debility. 

Thirty-six patients suffer from epilepsy : two men are returned as 
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being actively suicidal; while 61 men and 52 women sleep under 
special observation. 

The numerical strength of the staS gives a proportion of about one 
attendant to every thirteen patients. 

Eleven of the staff hold the Medico-Psychological Association cer- 
tificate for proficiency in mental nursing. 

The amusements consist of weekly dances during the winter ; foot- 
ball, handball, and billiards. 

The Case-books and other registers are carefully kept.

MONAGHAN DISTRICT ASYLUM. 

Inspected on 27th and 28th September, 1910. 

There are now on the books of this institution the names of 921 
patients, viz. : — 499 men and 422 women. Since the last inspection 
in July, 1909, 205 patients have been admitted, 141 have been dis- 
charged, and 52 have died, resulting in an increase of 12 patients in 
the last 14 months. 

As the estimated accommodation is calculated by the latest official 
returns to be sufficient for only 793 patients, the Asylum is now over- 
crowded by 128. The necessity for making additional provision for 
the insane of this district has been dwelt on in the last two annual 
reports. The Committee have had the matter under consideration 
for some time past; but it would appear that, as yet, no decision has 
been come to. 

Under these circumstances, it is impossible to ro])ort to the T.ord 
Lieutenant that the accommodation provided by the County Coun- 
cils of Cavan and Monaghan for the insane poor is sufficient. 

During the last year the roofs of the main buildings have been 
repaired, and the gable of the Protestant Chapel pointed. Rome 
useless partition walls have been removed, thus giving a little more 
room, and a timber addition has been made to the upholsterer’s shop, 
so that a few more patients can be employed in it. Similar addi- 
tions to the other workshops are much wanted, so as to afford addi- 
tional room for the tradesmen. 

New floors have been put down in some of the rooms, and a groat 
deal of painting has been carried out. 

There is one matter which demands attention. The sanitary ap- 
pliances. including baths and water-closets, have been of late years 
remodelled, and are now of modern type, and in excellent order. 
The liot water supply, however, in some parts of the institution is 
not adequate to meet the wants of the patients when being bathed 
the supply being so short that several patients have to be bathed in 
the same water, a state of things which calls for immediate remedy 
and which, Dr. Conlon states, can be rectified without difficulty 
and at small expense. 

It is to be hoped that the Committee may, before very long .see 
their way to carrying out the alteration, and, where necessary the 
re-construction of the administrative block, consisting of kitchen 
laundry, _ and stores; and also to the installation of telephonic com- 
munication between the various outlying buildings, as recommended 
in previous reports. 
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Although the day-rooms are naturally greatly overcrowded, im- 
provements have been made in their furniture and surroundings. 
They are cheerfxilly painted and decorated, and brightened by 
plants and pictures. Especially does this refer to the day-room set 
apart for the more excited females, whose conduct and demeanour 
showed a marked change for the better — evidently the result of more 
comfortable surroundings. 

Both men and women were decently dressed. 

The dinner, which we saw on each day of our visit, appeared to be 
sufficient in quantity, and well liked. The service of the meal in 
sorne wards was satisfactory, especially in the new block ; but in the 
dining-room, knives and forks were nob supplied. It is to be hoped 
that these articles, which are now usual in modern asylums, will be 
provided, and also that the dangerous steel forks in use in some of 
the villas will be changed for others made of Britannia metal. 

The beds and bedding were properly kept and in good order. 

Amongst the. deaths were two which call for reference. In one case 
the patient, an epileptic, fell down stairs, thus fracturing his skull. 
This case was the subject of a coroner’s inquest, and of an inquiry on 
oath by our Department. Iti the other case, that of a woman who 
had been in the institution for ten mouths, and who suffered from 
almost constant excitement and restlessness, death occurred suddenly 
during our visit to the Asylum. The death was returned as being 
due to syncope. From inquiry made by us, it appears that the woman 
was so restless and violent that no physical examination of her could 
be made on admission or during her stay in the Asylum. It would, 
therefore, seem unfortunate, that, in the interests of the insane, a 
post-mortem examination was not made before giving a certificate of 
the cause of death. 

No post-mortem examinations were made during the past year. 

Twenty-nine per cent, of the deaths were due to tuberculous 
disease. 

Epidemic or zymotic disease since last visit has been limited to one 
case of enteric fever and two outbreaks of influenza, the latter result- 
ing in one death. 

The serious casualties were two in number, both resulting in 
fractures of bones caused by accidental falls. 

No resort to mechanical restraint has been deemed necessary dur- 
ing the period under review, and only one female patient was se- 
cluded for five hours, 

One female patient attempted to escape, and was not found for 
twenty-four hours, when she was discovered in the Asylum grounds. 

The returns of employment show that, exclusive of those only help- 
ing in the wards, 45 per cent, of the men and 47 per cent, of the 
women are at work. This is a fair return of industry, especially hav- 
ing regard to the limited area of the land attached to the Asylum, 
for the employment of the number of men under care. 

About 80 females are taken for country walks once a week, and 
occasional entertainments are provided for the amusement of the 
patients. 

About half of them are able to attend to their religious duties : 362 
were present at Mass on last Sunday ; 49 ‘ attended the Episcopalian 
and 39 the Presbyterian Service, 

The staff in the wards consists of 11 charge and 27 ordinary male 
attendants, and of 9 charge and 19 ordinary female attendants giv- 
ing a proportion of one male to 13 male patients, and one nurse'to 15 
females. The artizans also assist in the wards. This, perhaps is 
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not mucli below tlio average strengtli oE tile staff of Irisli Asylums. 
It appears, however, that owing to the illness of some, and the ab- 
sence of others on holidays, the male attendants especially have ol 
late been obliged to forego their weekly leave. 

Twelve attendants and nine nurses at present hold the ceitificale 
of the Medico-Psychological Association for proficiency in mental 

were pleased to hear that the Committee have increased the 
wages of the attendants and niirsos. This will not only tend to 
render them more contented with thoir work, but will also act as 
an inducement to them to remain longer m the service. 

The Committee have not yet complied with the provisions ot bec- 
tiou 9 (6) of the Local Government (Ireland) Act, 1898, as regards 
making regulations for the government and management of their in-

MULLINGAR DISTRICT ASYLUM. 

Inspected on Oth and Ttu Dkcemheu, 1*.)10. 

At tho present date this Asylum cmitaiuH 989 patients, in tiio pro 
portion of 558 males to 431 females— an increase of eleven women 
since the Ur.st inspection, on the lOtli .Taunavy, iplO. 

The sleepiuB accommodation provided in the Asyliim, according to 
the latest returns, airovds room for 859 inmates, viz. 493 males 
and 366 females. It is, consequently, overcrowded by 130 patients 

— 65 of each sex. . , ? t i 

It cannot, therefore, be said that the requirements of the Local 
Government (Ireland) Act, 1898, section 9 are fnlMlod at this 
Asylum, and we must so report to the Lord Lieutenant. 

The condition of No. 5 Division on the femak‘ side remains as 
described in the last two annual reports. In this ward about 100 
old women, some bod-ridden, some wet and dirty, and some epileptic, 
arc crowded together by night and day in the same dormitories where 
they have to eat, sleep, and pass their days. Whether tins is en- 
tirely due to the overcrowded condition of tho. institution, or is 
nartlv due to this cause and partly to an unequal division of the 
Listing space, it is difficult to. say ; at any rate, tho conditions niidor 
which the patients in this ward have to live are not such as arc found 
in any modern Asylum, and should not be allowed to continue. 

During the year the heating system lias been altered and improvocl 
by the iddition of large radiators, by which means the heating of 
tlm wards referred to in last report has been improved, and the 
temperature is now said to be fairly equable. 
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Some of the old floors, which were inclined to sag, have been sup- 
ported by steel columns, and some new floors have been laid down. 

It is proposed to clean out and make alterations in the water 
supply tank and filter beds and the pipes connected therewith, so as 
to protect them from contamination. 

The steps necessary for dealing with the sewage of the institution 
are still under consideration. 

Since the 10th January, 1910, when the last x-eport was made, 149 
patients have been admitted; 78 have been discharged: two escaped} 
three were sent out as not insane : and 54 (33 men and 21 women) 
have died. 

The causes of death were those generally found in Asylums. No 
death was the result of suicide or violence, nor was a coroner’s in- 
quest considered rrecessaiT- in any case. Two deaths were caused by 
enteric fever: tubercular disease is returned as the cause in 29 per 
cent, of the total number, and one was from general paralysis of the 
insane. 

In eight cases the cause of death was verified by 2 >ost-mortem ex- 
amination. 

The only zymotic disease which visited the institution was enteric 
fever, of which sporadic cases occurred during the spring and sum- 
mer — attacking one female and five male patients, and two of the 
male attendants. 

The serious casualties consisted of three fractures of bones, two of 
which were caused by falls; while the third was the result of being 
accidentally knocked down by another patient. 

There has been no resort -to restraint during the period under re- 
view, but seclusion has been adopted in the treatment of 36 men and 
9 women — the men on 226 occasions for 1,204 hours, and the women 
on 288 occasions for 1,260 hours in all. 

Two men effected their escape, aird were not brought back. Eight 
others attempted to get away, and were absent from the Asylum for 
periods varying from one night to over five months. 

The proportion of patients emplo3'ed, which is 58 per cent, of the 
men and 44 per cent, of the women, exclusive of those at work in 
the wards, is satisfactory, and shows the advantage, so far as the 
male population is concerned, of having a large farm attached to 
such an institution — tending, as it does, to their mental and physical 
well-being. 

The returns show that about 40 per cent, of the patients ai-e able 
to attend to their religious duties. Last Sunday 373 were present 
at Mass: 17* attended the Protestant Episcopalian Service, and four 
the Presbyterian Service. The Chaplains are constantly in attend- 
ance. 

Seventy patients (28 men and 42 women) were found in bed, but 
of these only ten women are said to be seriously ill. Thirty-five were 
kept in bed by old age; 16 owing to minor ailments, and 9 on 
account of excitement. 

The dress of the patients on both sides was of excellent quality, 
and that of the women particularly neat and tidy. Their behaviour 
was excellent throughout. 

The dinner appeared to be plentiful and nutritions, and was served 
with due attention to civilised habits, and with great order and regu- 
larity. 

The kitchen is much in need of being tiled. 

The wards were in good order, and the bedding clean and pro- 
perly looked after. Many of the day-rooms, especially in the farm- 
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workers’ division at Petitswood, are devoid of all tliose accessories 
which are now usually found in Asylums — such as pictures, curtains, 
books, papers, and plants. These do not cost a great d-cal, while 
they add mricli to the peace and contentment of the patients 

One Attendant and a Fitter have beeix added to the staff during 
the year. 

At present there are in actrial charge of the patients in the wards 
34 men and 27 women — giving a proportion of one attendant to 16 
patients on the male and female sides ; not a strong staff by any 
means •, but perhaps the numbers employed in other capacities give 
some assistance in the supervision of the patients. 

The night staff consists of five male and four female atteudaiits. 

Twenty-two of the male and fourteen of the female staff hold the 
certificate of the Medico-Psychological Association, aiid lectures are 
given by the medical staff to the junior members, in order to prepare 
them for this certificate of proficiency in mental nursing. 

The Committee have not yet made Regulations for the manage- 
ment of the Asylum, in pursuance of the provisions of Section 9 (6) 
of the Local Government (Ireland) Act, 1898. 

The Case-books and other medical registers are carefully kept by 
Drs. Gordon and Dillon, the Assistant Medical Officers.

OMAGH DISTRICT ASYLUM. 

Inspected on 5th and 6tii Octoheu, 1910. 

Tins Asylum at present contains 822 patients, in the propovtiou 
of 454 males to 368 females. Since last inspection, almost twelve 
months ago, 175 patients have been admitted, 97 have been dis- 
charged, and 59 have died, resulting in a net increase of 10 patients 
during that time, the males having increased by 23, while tlic 
females decreased by four. 

Although there is a small margin for future admissions on the 
female side, as there is at present only sufficient sleeping accoinino- 
datioii for 401 males, the male side is much overcrowded. This 
difficulty might, for the present, be met by giving up the central 
dormitory, now occupied by females, to the men’s use, and by re- 
moving some of the partition walls, and so enlarging the wards on 
the female side, as has already been done in the male wai'ds. 

Of the deaths, all of which were due to xiatxxral causes, 32 per 
cent, resulted from tuberculosis; 2 from enteric fever, and one from 
general paralysis of the insane. In no case was a coroner’s inquest 
considered necessary. In nine cases the cause of death was verified 
by 2 )ost‘inortem examination. 

The serious casualties consisted of eight fractures of bones, said to 
have been caused in quarrels with other patients. One patient was 
found to have a rib fractured on examination after admissioxi, but 
this is supposed to have happened outside the Asylum. 

Of the diseases of a zymotic character which have appeared in the 
Asylum, besides the two cases of enteric fever, which ended fatally, 
there was an outbreak of German measles, which attacked two of the 
staff and two patients. Four patients also suffered from erysipelas. 
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The records of restraint and seclusion shew that one man was re- 
strained, by locked gloves, to prevent him from biting his fingers, 
and one woman was secluded for two hours. 

Foirr men attempted to escape, and were absent from the Asylum 
for periods varying from one to three nights. 

Excluding patients engaged in helping the attendants in the 
wards, 44 per cent, of the men and 58 per cent, of the women are 
industriously employed. One hundred and fifty men work on the 
farm, which has proved such a boon to the Asylum that it is to be 
hoped that additional land will be acquired, whenever the oppor- 
tunity occurs, 

The patients were found in a satisfactory condition as regards 
their jrersonal appearance, being neatly and suitably dressed, espe- 
cially on the female side, where attention appears to be given to the 
neatness of the women’s hair and the variety of their dresses. 

The day-rooms were decently furnished, the walls being papered 
and decorated with curtains, pictures, and looking glasses, with the 
result that good behaviour and quietude were everywhere observ- 
able. 

The dormitories were also found in good order, the beds and 
bedding properly kept, and the sheets and pillows clean. The extra 
winter bed-clothing has not yet been issued. It is suggested that 
one of the attendants should receive instruction in upholstery, so 
that the mattresses should be better made. 

The dinner was served in the dining-hall with proper regard to 
the usages of civilisation. Grace was sung, and table-cloths, 
knives and forks, delf plates and dishes were provided. The dinner 
was plentiful, and appeared to be relished. 

The diet scale appears to be satisfactory, but tea should be sub- 
stituted for cocoa in the evenhrgs, as cocoa is not an article of diet 
re’ished by the Irish people. 

The staff in immediate charge of the insane on the male side con- 
sists of seven charge and 16 ordinary male attendants, and on the 
female side, of seven charge and 15 ordinary female attendants, giving 
a proportion of one attendant to almost 20 patients, and of one nurse 
to almost 17 females. These proportions are utterly inadequate for 
the proper care of the insane. It is understood that the artisans 
and laundry maids help at meal times and in the mornings This is 
now looked on as an unsatisfactory and uneconomical plan, as the 
artizans and laundry maids take little interest in ward work, while 
it ought to be more economical to employ the tradesmen at their 
trades, and get ordinary attendants to do ward work. It is under- 
stood that temporary attendants are employed during holiday time. 

The Chaplains’ books show that about 70 per cent, of the patients 
are able to attend to their religious duties. At Mass on last Sun- 
day 380 were present ; 198 were at the Episcopalian Service, and a 
like number at the Presbyterian and Methodist Services. 

The regulations with reference to the burial of patients appear to 
be properly attended to, and the Chaplains are constant in their 
attendance. 

The Committee have not yet framed Regulations for the govern- 
ment and management of the Asylum, under the 9th Section (sub- 
section 6) of the Local Government (Ireland) Act, 1898. 

Dr. O’Doherty, the Assistant Medical Officer, was, unfortunately, 
absent at the time of onr visit. The manner in which his books are 
kept is an evidence of his industry and attention to duty.

RICHMOND. 

Inspected on 12th, 13th, and 14th December, 1910. 

The extensive structural woris, described in last 
still in progress.

Ifte death In these cases the patients were m such a state of 
Sal and bodily decrepitude, and their bones so friable, that such 
Smies were liable to occur from the least external pressure, and no 
Wamrcould, therefore, be attached to any of the persons m oharee 

°*AsTegards zymotic and infectious disease, dysenteij has nnfortu- 
nately been veiy prevalent during the past year; 16 male and 4(1 
female patients, and one of the female staff having been attacked bv 
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the disease, which terminated fatally in eight cases. An outbreak 
of croupous pneumonia occurred during the year, attacking sixteen 
men and five women, of whom fourteen of the men died. There 
were also eleven cases of erysipelas, with two deaths ; four cases of 
euteric fever ; and two cases of measles amongst the male patients, 
and three amongst the male attendants : while two of the nurses suf- 
fered from scarlatina, but happily this disease did not spread. 

In so large an institution a detached hospital for the segregation 
of infectious disease is much wanted, and, when the new Infirmary 
block is opened, it is to be hoped that it may be found possible to 
devote some detached building to this purpose. 

At the present time the number of infirm and bedridden cases on 
the female side is very large. During the visit 131 women were in 
bed, as compared with 27 men. The work imposed on the staff — 
especially on the Medical Officers — in the care of such a lai'ge num- 
ber of helpless cases must be very great. 

The returns o>f restraint and seclusion show that during the past 
year restraint has not been resorted to, but that 112 men and 24 
women have been secluded — the men on 841 occasions for 9,485 
hours, and the women on 842 occasions, for 4,912 hours in all. 

Escape was attempted by three men; effectually on the part of 
two; the third was recaptured after two nights’ absence. 

No change has been made in the strength of the staff, which, 
taking into account the members of the staff absent on leave, gives a 
proportion of one attendant to about 13 patients otu the male side, 
and of one to 16 patients on the female side. 

The night staff consists of a head attendant on each side, with 11 
other attendants o-n the male side, and 16 nurses on the female 
side. 

During the past year one attendant was allowed to resign to avoid 
dismissal, in consequence of carelessness in the supervision of a 
patient. 

The serious but nou-fatal casualties consisted of ten fractures or 
dislocations of bones caused by accidental falls, or as the result of 
assaults by, or on other patients. 

The returns of employment show that over 40 per cent, of the men 
and 55 per cent, of the women are engaged at various forms of useful 
work. The returns in this Asylum always give a high percentage of 
patients industrioiusly employed, which speaks well for the efforts 
made for their improvement, contentment, and happiness. 

The Chaplains’ hooks show that 46 per cent, of the patients are 
able to attend to their religions duties. Last Sunday 620 were pre- 
sent at Mass; 95 attended the Protestant Episcopalian Service, and 
15 the Presbyterian Service. 

The medical books and records^continue to be well kept. The 
notes of the old cases, however, have been so frequently transferred 
from one book to another that it is almost impossible to follow them. 
These ought to be transferred to a single volume. However, unless 
additional help is given, it is impossible to expect that the existing 
medical staff can do any additional work, as, on the female side 
especially, the number of sick and feeble cases is so great as to im- 
pose an almost superhuman task on the Medical Officers, amongst 
whom there has been no change during the year.

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PORTRANE. 

Inspected on 15th and 16th December, 1910. 

During the past year the principal works carried out have been the 
construcLn of large farm buildings, which was partly done by 
contract and partly by the staff and patients. These buildings in- 
clude additions to the hay and cow-sheds, and a new block— compns- 
ing stables, abattoir, and potato store, with a granary overhead— 
constructed of breeze concrete. 

Considerable progress has been made m levelling the ground _ in 
front of the Asylum, and in laying out the inner courts and making 
paths and roads. 

The additions made to the administrative block, by which a_ very 
comfortable house has been provided for one of the Assistant 
Medical Officers, are now completed. 

Additions have also been made to the houses of the Agricultural 
Manager and the Head Attendant. _ ^ i • v 

A good deal of painting has been carried out since, last vpit, winch 
has added much to the brightness and comfort of the sittinpooms. 

Additional pictures have also been provided, and it is to be ho{md 
that, by degrees, all the rooms will be plentifully decorated in this 
way, and that bound volumes of illustrated magazines, and objects 
of interest and amusement — such as games, plants, birds, &c. will 
be more freely distributed. , , , j s 

The dormitories are kept in good order the bedsteads are or 
modern type; and the bedding clean and in good condition, but 
utterly insufficient in weight, although the rooms aro heated. Di 
6ne single room the bed-clothing weighed only 10 lbs., in another 
13 lbs. It is only in cases where waterproof sheets aro used that 
under-blankets are supplied. . , ceo 

There are to-day on the books of the Asylum the names ot 1,0DB 
patients—829 being of the male and 729 of the female sex. One 
male patiout is out on trial. During tho past year one foinalo 
patient has been admitted direct, on a House Form ; 128 (85 inou 
and 43 women) have been sent down from Richmond ; 19 havo boon 
discharged; 10 have been sent back to Richmond; two have been 
removed to the Criminal Lunatic Asylum, Dundrum ; while 88 (59 
men and 29 women) have died. 

The deaths were generally from natural causes and such as are 
usual in Asylums; general paralysis accounted for 2'3 per cent., 
and tubercular disease for 28*4 per cent, of them. There was no 
death from dysentery, nor does there appear to have been any case 
of that disease, which is fortunate, having regard to its prevalence 
at the Richmond. 

The only zymotic diseases were three cases of facial erysipelas and 
four cases of scarlatina, which attacked three patients and one of the 
staff. 

In the case of one of the deaths a Coroner’s inquest and an in- 
quiry on oath were held. In this case death was caused by perfora- 
tion of the intestines, the patient having been kicked by one patient 
and assaulted by another. The two latter were subsequently sent 
to Dundrum Criminal Lunatic Asylum. 

The serious but non-fatal casualties consisted of seven fractures or 
dislocations of bones, sustained by falls, in struggles, or as the re- 
sult of assaults by other patients. 
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In 34 cases, or in 38 per cent, of the total number, the cause of 
death was verified by pn.<<l-inortei)i examination. This speaks well 
for the energy and scientific spirit of the medical staff. 

Fifty-one patients (15 males and 36 females) were found in bed. 
Amongst such a number of feeble, aged, and demented patients, the 
number of bed-ridden cases miist always be considerable. 

The returns as i*egards the employment of the patients show that 
38 per cent, of the men and 43 per cent, of the women are indus- 
triously employed, in addition to those engaged only in cleaning the 
wards. 

As stated in a previous report, in comparing these percentages 
with those of other Asylums, the large propoihion of feeble cases 
must be taken into consideration ; otherwise a much greater number 
of men might be at work, as the large farm attached to the Asyhun 
and the levelling of the grounds affoi'd unlimited facilities for em- 
ployment. 

One hundred and eighteen men are at work bn tlio farm and 21 
on the gi'ounds. In addition, the various workshops uiford constant 
occupation for the more intelligent patients. 

About 50 per cent, are able to attend to their religious duties. On 
last Sunday 682 were present at Mass, and 86 went to the Protestant 
Service. 

The Chaplains are constantly in attendance. 

Mechanical restraint has not been used in the treatment of any of 
the patients during the past year. Three of each sex were, how^ever, 
placed in seclusion, for 19 hours in all in the case of the males, and 
for 351 hours in the case of the females. 

Seven males escaped and five were re-taken within 24 hoiirs. One 
was recaptured within ten days and another almost three mouths 
after. 

Kc change has taken place in the strength of the staff. Exclud- 
ing those not in actual charge of patients and those on leave, the 
proportion is now one male attendant to nearly 17 male patients, and. 
one female attendant to over 20 patients. On the female side, at 
any rate, this proportion is dangerously low. 

The night staff is stronger in proportion, and consists of a Head 
Attendant on each side, with nine attendants of each sex. 

The patients were, as a rule, quiet and well-behaved in all the 
wards, with the exception of that occupied by the more troublesome 
females. Here there was much noise and turblence. A few of the 
less troublesome inmates might he sent to other wards, where they 
would learn better habits, and efforts might be made to improve the 
rest by inducing some of them to take an interest in work, and by 
providing them with objects to amuse them and occupy their atten- 
tion. 

The clothing on both sides was in good order; all the patients 
were fairly tidy, both in their clothing and their persons. 

Any complaints mad© were on the gro.und of detention. 

One woman complained of having been ijl-used by a nurse. Dr. 
Forde, however, stated that he investigated the charge at the time, 
and found it groundless. 

Th© dinner, which was served in the dining-room to the majority 
of the male patients, and to a great number of the females, was 
plentiful in quantity, nutritious in quality, and was served with due 
regard to civilised habits, with the result that the patients behaved 
with propriety. 

The Case-books, which are illustrated by photographs, are fully 
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and carefully written up, and tile other medical registers are also 
carefully kept. -o • ^ 

No Morning Statement Book, Admission, or Discharge itegistei is 
kept in this Asylum — all such records being made in the Richmond 
books for the two institutions.

SLIGO DISTRICT ASYLUM. 

Inspected on 4th August, 1910. 

The accommodation for the insane of this district has been under 
consideration for some years past, but as yet no steps _ have been 
taken either to enlarge the Asylum or to provide an auxiliary insti- 
tution to meet the requirements of the lunatic poor. 

At the present time the Asylum contains 679 persons of unsound 
mind, and affords accommodation for only 596, while about 50 
lunatics are located in the workhouses of the Counties Leitrim and 
Sligo, for whose proper care provision must, sooner or later, be made. 

It is. therefore, incumbent on the Committee to consider how the 
necessary accommodation is to be provided, as it will again be neces- 
sary to report to the Lord Lieutenant that the County Councils of 
Leitrim and Sligo have failed to fulfil their duty with respect to 
accommodation and buildings for the insane poor. 

As regards the structural condition of the Asylum, during the 
past year the plastering of the upper story has been completed, and 
only one dormitory remains to be done. In some imrts of the Imild- 
iug, however, repairs are much needed. The walls of the passages 
leading to the kitchen and laundry require cleaning, painting, and 
repairs to the plastering : whilst the floor of the kitchen especially 
stands in need of being re-tilcd. Some of the bathrooms would also 
require to be done up. The general bathroom should bo painted and 
made more inviting, and, on the female side, some place, other than 
the dressingroom off the bathroom, should be found for the picking 
of hair. 

The drying-closet of the laundry is said not to> di*y with sufficient 
rapidity for the wants of the establishment. It is sufficiently large, 
but the ventilation is defective, and it would require the advice of 
au expert to set it right. 

On the ground floor of the male division there are tlu'ce single 
roams and an attendant’s room, which are not used. If the dividing 
walls of these rooms were taken down some additional accommoda- 
tion would be obtained in the space they now occujiy. 

All the rooms on both aides are poorly furnished, and devoid of 
all tlinso articles of interest and amusement, such as pictures, bonks, 
and newspapers, which have been found so largely to tend to peace, 
quietude, and contentment in Asylums. 

It is satisfactory to find that the Committee are about to consider 
the question of the pressure of water in case of fire. At ])rescnt 
there is barely sufficient to reach the first story. Tjeaving aside the 
preservation of human life, the value of the buildings to the two 
County Councils of Leitrim and Sligo should render it worth while 
to have sufficient means of guarding the institution in case of an nuf- 
break of fire. 
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During the past year the walls of the Chapel have been pointed 
with mastic cement, as the damp was destroying the internal plaster. 
This work has been carried out by the Asylum staff. 

Boilers have been erected in the two hospital wards, so as to pro- 
vide an independent lint water supply in case of emergency. Un- 
fortunately, as yet these boilers have net been found to work satis- 
factorily. 

The admissions since the date of the last inspection, on the il6th 
August, 1909, have been 118 in number {72 men and 46 women), 
whilst 58 patients (38 men and 20 women) have been discharged, 
and 55 jiatients (31 men and 24 women) have died. 

Of the deaths, 31 per cent, were due to tubercular disease, and 36 
per cent, to chest and heart affections. 

There was no death from suicide or accident, and the only serious 
casualties reported have been a fracture of the neck of the thigh 
bone, and a Colies’ fracture. 

There have been no examinations during the period 

under review. 

One case of. facial erysipelas and one case of typhoid fever are the 
recorded instances of zymotic disease. 

The recoi’ds of restraint and seclusion show that one man was 
secluded for nine hours ; whilst seven men and three women were 
restrained by the strait-jacket — the men for 359 hours and the women 
for 22 hours in all. This amount of restraint may be partly ac- 
counted for by the weakness of the staff. It may be pointed out. 
however, that, except for surgical reasons — to prevent the removal 
of bandages — such an amount of restraint may be said to be seldom 
used in modern Asylums. 

Three attempts to escape are I'ecorded. In two cases the patients 
were brought back by the police after an absence of a night. In the 
third the patient, is said to have died suddenly while hiding m a 
friend’s house three weeks after leaving the Asylum. The 
viori/riti examination showed that he died from heart failure and 
want of fo-od. 

Fifty-six per ceiit. of the men and 51 per cent, of the women are 
returned as industriously employed, and about 50 per cent, are able 
to attend to their religious duties. 

The men’s clothing is of good material. The women wear print 
dresses. More attention might be given to the tidiness of their hair. 

The women in the day-room for the more troublesome patients 
were very noisy. This day-room is ovei'-crowded, as pointed nut in a 
previous report, and is on an upper story, which renders it trouble- 
some to get this class of patients into the open air. A room on the 
ground floor would suit them better. 

On the female side, one of the day-rooms was found unoccupied, 
owing, it was stated, to the want of attendants to take charge of the 
patients. 

Three of the female staff are at present on their holidays, and no 
temporary attendants have been appointed to take their places. The 
ratio of attendants to patients on the female side is, therefore, now 
reduced to only one nurse to 19 patients — a ratio which is entirely 
insufficient for the proper care and protection of the insane. The 
Conrmittee should remember the responsibility which devolves upon 
them, in case of any accident occurring with so weak a staff. 

Nowadays much longer holidays are given to Asylum attendants 
than formerly, so that it is necessary to replace those absent on leave,

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either by appointhig temporary hands, or by having a permanent 
staff strong enough to allow for holidays. , r i i. 

When the staff are all on duty there are 23 male and 17 female at- 
tendants— a proportion of one male attendant to 18, and of one female 
attendant to 16 patients. On the male side, the number of artizans 
may be said, in some degree, to make up for the weakness of the per- 
manent staff, but, on the female side, unless temporary appoint- 
ments are made, there is uo one to take the place of those mi leave. 

The patients were seen at dinner. Their behaviour was very good, 
but no improvement can be reported in the service of the meal, as 
there are neither table-cloths, plates, knives, or forks. 

No improvement has been made in the dietai'y. 

The various books and registers are kept up to date. 

I desire to call the attention of the Committee to the fact that they 
have not yet drawn up regulations for the management of the 
Asylum, as required by section 9 (6) of the Local Government (Ire- 
land) Act, 1898.

WATEKFORD DISTRICT ASYLUM. 

Inspected on 16th November, 1910. 

Since this Asylum was last visited, in November, 1909, 69 patients 
have been admitted; 27 have been discharged, and 28 have died. 
These changes leave now on the books 327 male and 290 female 
patients. One male is absent on probation. 

The sleeping accommodation is estimated as sufficient for 605, so 
there arc at present resident eleven patients in excess of this number. 

During the past year all the windows, eaves, shoots, and down- 
pipes have been painted, and a new washing machine lias been 
added to the Laundry, 

Further attention to the latter department is, however, called lor, 
especially as regards the drying closet, which is found inadequate for 
the requirements of an institution of this cliai*actcr. Additional 
ventilation, by forced draught, is wanted, in order to render the 
existing closet of any practical use. 

The meat store is found to be too small for the requirements of the 
establishment. This room could be enlarged without much expense. 

A store is required near the diningroom for keejiing the bread to 
be served out during the day. 

A corrugated iron shed has been erected in the now exorcise gi-nund 
for the male patients. This shed is 100 feet by 20 feet, with lavatory 
attached. It is suitably built, and affords ample shelter for the 
patients. 

The wards are generally clean and in good order, but would be 
improved by some additional furniture, and a more plentiful supply 
of books, papers, and periodicals. 

The dormitories are in a thoroughly satisfactory condition ; the . 
beds and bedding are good, the sheets clean, and th© bed-clothes of 
excellent quality. 

We saw all the patients resident, who were — with some few excep- 
tions — fairly quiet and orderly. This shows a great improvement on 
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the past, as the result of better mauagement, by reducing the num- 
bers, as far as possible, in the wards occupied by the move trouble- 
some patients. The patients were, for the most part, suitably 

clothed, and in a satisfactory condition as regards their personal 
appearance — especially the females, whose dress was varied in colour, 
and free from features of a specially institutional character. Some 
few of the males were untidy, but these patients are exceptionally 
rough and degraded, and difficult to treat. 

In one of the male airing courts we noticed several men lying on 
the ground, notwithstanding that the morning was bitterly cold. 
The attendants should pay more attention to these troublesome 
cases, and try to induce them to walk about, and take proper exer- 
cise. , 

We had special interviews with several patients, but apart fi'om 
the general appeals for discharge there were no complaints calling for 
special mention. 

We saw the patieirts at dinner-, which appeared tuod, and suffi- 
cient in quantity. It was served with clue regard i«. regularity and 
order and to civilised habits, with all the appliance.- of an ordinary 
dinner-table, such as table-cloths, knives and forks, .icc. 

The percentage of deaths on the daily average number resident 
during the year 1909 was only 0'6 — a death-rate which is very low 
for an Asylum. 

The causes of death call for no special remarks, excepting that 
nine cases were due to tuberculosis. 

No fatal accident or suicide occurred during the period under 
review. 

A jjost-uiorfcii examination was held in one case only. This is 
unfortunate, but great difficulty is experienced in obtaining leave 
from the friends in many cases, and so resecarch in this institution is 
at a standstill. 

In four cases bed-sores existed at the time of death. 

No zymotic disease is recorded since last visit, and the only casual- 
ties were a Colles’ fractau’e caused by a fall, and a ruptured eyeball, 
resulting from a blow inflicted by another patient with her cleuchcd 
hand. Tliese Wo casualties occurred on the female side. 

Seclusion has been resorted to in the cases of two men and one 
woman, on four occasions, for a total duration of 21i hours. 

Blechauical restraint was used in three cases during the past year ; 
in two, to prevent the removal of surgical dressings, and in the third, 
to prevent self-mutilation. 

Twenty-six patients were in bed to-day — ten being seriously ill, 
eight owing to minor ailments, three from old age or debility, and 
five on account of excitement. None of these patients suffer from 
bed-sores. 

The number of patients returned as suicidal is 22. The number so 
classified appears large, and it is suggested that the Medical Officers 
should frequently revise the list, and that only those cases requiring 
special supervision should be retained on it, so as to avoid a merely 
perfunctory discharge of the duty of supervision by the attendants. 

The epileptics number 58. 

Excluding those engaged in making beds only, about 29 per cent, 
of the men and 43 per cent, of the women are usefully employed. 
The percentage of men is much below the average, and every effort 
should be made to find work for a larger number. However, at this 
season there is not much work on the farm. The area of land 
attached to the Asylum is not sufficient for the number of patients, 
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and should bs added to, if possible; meanwhile other sources of em- 
ployment should be devised. 

A walk for the patients iround the farm would be a great boon, 
and 110 better employment than making it could be provided for the 
patients during the winter months. The Head Attendant and Land 
Steward should make every effort to get as many of the men out as 


The staff in charge of the patients consists of five charge and 
eighteen ordinary attendants on the male, and of six charge ami 
fourteen ordinary attendants on the female side — giving a proportion 
of about one attendant to every fourteen patients on each side. 

At present seven male and three female attendants hold the Medico- 
Psychological Association nursing oertihcate, and instruction is given 
weekly to other members of the staff, with a view to their obtaining 
this certificate. 

The Roman Catholic Chaplain attends at the asylum three times 
every week and the Protestant Chaplain twice. Sixty-three per cent, 
of the patients were able to be present at Divine Service on last 
Sunday. 

The amusements provided for the patients consist of dances, con- 
certs, lantern exhibitions, and picnics to Tramore, &c. As many as 
one hundred and fifty-five are able to enjoy these entertainments. 

The case-books are all carefully written up to date by Dr. Fitz- 
Oerald, the Assistant Medical Officer, and the management of the 
whole institution reflects great credit on the Resident Medical Super- 
intendent.

ARMAGH RETREAT PRIVATE ASYLUM. 

Inspected on 25th Maech, 1910. 

Ou iDy visit to this institution to-day, I found 34 certified patients 
— 12 gentiemeu and 22 ladies — in resid-ence. Since the date of the 
last visit, ou the 8th July, 1909, niue patients have been admitted; 
four were discharged recovered ; three unrecovered ; and oue — an old 
lady — died from senile decay. 

The volmitary boarder, who was here at the time of the last visit, 
still remains; but, as he has now become depressed and suflers from 
delusions, and there is also some difficulty in inducing him to take 
food, he must either be certified, or removed from the Asylum. 

I found one patient, an epileptic, in bed, but the general health 
has been very good. 

Since last visit oue patient struck another ou the ear, thus caus- 
ing au incised wound, but this was the only casualty which occurred. 

No patient was placed in mechanical restraint dm-ing the period 
under review, but one gentleman had to be segregated at meal hours 
duri ng the months of Arigust, September, aud October last, to pre- 
vent him from annoying the other patients, and another was con- 
fined to a sittingroom by himself for five hours or so daily, during 
19 days, owing to his violence. 

Six gentlemen and twelve ladies are able to attend Divine Ser- 
vice in the institution; while four gentlemen and nine ladies go to 
Church outside. 

Last summer seven patients were taken to the seaside for a holi- 
daj’-. 

I saw the patients at dinner, which appeared to be enjoyed by 
them. The gentlemen had roast beef, vegetables, and pudding, and 
tlie ladies boiled mutton, vegetables, and pudding. 

Some means of escape iii case of fire should be provided for the 
bedrooms at the end of the gentlemen's wing. 

I inspected the books, aud found them written up to date.

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AEMAGH RETEEAT PEIVATE ASYLUM. 

Inspected on 30th September, 1910. 

We visited Armagli Retreat to-day, and we arc pleased to report 
tliat the institution continues to be maintained in a satisfactory 
condition under the management of Dr. J. G. Allen and Mr. 
Joseph Alien. 

Tlierc are at present on the register 13 males and 22 females, and 
one female is absent on trial. On-e gentleman, who was residing as 
a voluntary boarder at the time of the previous visit, has since been 
certified. There are at present no voluntary boarders in the 
Asylum. . _ ,, ^ £ 

Two deaths occurred since last visit, one gentleman dying trom 
brain softening and one lady from, dysentery. 

The general health is exceptionally good, and no one is. confaned 

No restraint or seclusion has been used since the date of last visit. 

The staff of attendants is maintained at an adequate strength, the 
addition of a housekeeper being the only change recently made. 

Divine Service is attended by six males and twelve females in the 
institution : while four males and nine females are able to go to 
church in the neighbourhood. 

We found the patients quiet aud orderly. They were properly 
dressed, and seemed carefully looked after. No complaints were 
mfide to us. All the patients are able to take outdoor exercise. 

No casualties have taken place during the period undci- review 

It is satisfactory to find that the erection of a fire escjiiic staircase 
which was recommended in the last report, is imnicdialely iro be 
undertaken. The plans for same have been produced for our in- 
spection by Dr. Allen, and we are satisfied with them. 

Some improvements in the sanitary arrangements are necessary, 
and additional baths should certainly be provided. 

The various registers are well kept, and the Cjxse Books carciulty 
written up to date.

BELMONT PARK PEIVATE ASYLUM. 

Inspected on 21st Apiuu, 1910. 

There are at present on the books of this licensed house the names 
of 64 gentlemen under certificates, and of one who resides as a volun- 
tary boarder. Since the last inspection was made, on tlie 2nd 
November, 1909, eight patients have been admitted, two have been 
discharged, and one'has died of cerebral embolism. 

All the new patients who remain would appear to be suitable 
cases for Asylum care. 

In one case the Admission Order was not in accordance with the 
statutory form, and must, when duly amended, be sent to our office 
for approval. , r 

The voluntary boarder is a very old man, who has resided here lor 
some time. 
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All the gentlemen were fairly well dressed, but more attention 
might be given to the brushing of their clothes. 

The general health has been good. There is no entry of any case 
of epidemic disease, or of any casualty during the period under re- 
view. 

One patient made his escape over the wall, but was brought back 
at once. 

The records show that one patient was restrained by the jacket 
and secluded for 31 hours in the treatment of excitement and 
violence. 

Nearly all the patients were in the open air at the time of the 
visit. They w'ere all very well behaved, and, with the exception of 
appeals for discharge, no complaints were made. 

Thirty patients are returned as able to take country walks, and 
twelve ax-e occasionally taken out for drives. Twenty employ them- 
selves at housework, on the farm, or in the garden. 

Forty are able to attend the Chapel iirside the institution. None 
go to any of the churches outside. The Chaplain attends daily. 

Thirteen of the Brethren, assisted by seven attendants, compose 
the day staff. One attendant is on duty at uight. 

The new block, for the treatment of acute cases, is now completed, 
and, when furnished, will be ready for occupation. It contains a 
large, wsll-veiitilated dayroom, with a well-designed sanitary block. 
There are two stories above, each containing a large dormitory, 
with single bedrooms off it. and with sanitary accommodation, atone 
end. 

It will be necessary, in accordance with section 6 of the Act 5 and 
6 Vic., cap. 123, to give notice of the matter to the Clex-k of the 
Peace within one month after the completion of this building, ac- 
companied by a plan showing the additions and alterations. 

The books are kept up to date, but xxuxch more frequent and fuller 
notes are requii-ed in the Case Book. 1 understand, however, that 
Dr. Morris is absent on leave.

BELMONT pare: PRIVATE ASYLUM. 

Inspected on 18th November, 1910. 

At this, the second visit for the year, there ai-e on the books of 
this institution the names of 67 certified patients and one voluntary 
boarder. 

Since the last inspection, on the 21st April, eight patients have 
been admitted; five have been discharged; and none have died. 

The general health has been good. Most of the patients were 
found walking about the grounds or sitting in the greenhouse. 

The fence surrounding the new building might now be done away 
with, and all the patients allowed to enjoy equal Ubex-ty. 

Oxxly two gentlemen were found in bed. The apartment occupied 
by one of these sick patients is in an upper story, at a distance from 
tho centre, and was found with the door locked. All patients coii- 
fiixed to bed from physical disease should be brought to the Infir- 
mary, whex*e they can be seen daily by the Medical Officer, and 
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have suitable nursing. The door should not be locked — otherwise 
the patient should be I'eturiied as in seclusion, of which there is no 
return, nor of restraint, during the interval under review. 

All the gentlemen were quiet and well behaved, and were decently 
di'essed. 

The newly-admitted patients appeared to be suitable cases for 
asylum care. 

Extended exexxise in the country is enjoyed by 30, and 9 are 
taken out driving. About 20 make themselves useful in the gax’deu 
and house. 

Forty are able to attend Mass, which is celebrated in the Chapel 
attached to the institution. None attend the neighbouring churches. 

The staff is composed of 14 Brothers and seven attendants. One 
attendant does duty at night. 

The new buildings are now completed, and appear to be suitably 
designed for the accommodation of the insane. The sleeping-rooms 
are as yet unoccupied and unfurnished. Additional furniture aud 
ornamentation would improve the day room. 

The sanitary accommodation throughout the building is in excel- 
lent order, but it is desirable that the water-closets should be iJro- 
vided with proper toilet requisites, as in most modern Asylums. 

The Case-Books and other statutory Registers aud books are kept 
up to date.

BLOOMFIELD INSTITUTION FOR ThlE INSANE. 

Inspectud on 24tii .'Ianuauy, 1910. 

There are now on the books of this institution tlio names of 48 
certified patients, of whom 20 are males and 28 females, ami one 
lady continues to reside as a voluntary boarder. 8incc tlie last in- 
spection, on the 1st July, 1909, six gentlemen and seven ladies have 
been admitted; one gentleman aud four ladies havo been discliarged 
recovered ; two ladies un recovered ; aud one gentleman has died of 
pneumonia. 

One geutlemau aud one lady came in as voluntary boarders; the 
gentleman was afterwards certified, and the lady has since gone out. 

All the newly-admitted patients appeared suitable' cases for asylum 
care. 

Four gentlemen and one lady were confined to bed suffering from 
various forms of bodily disease. 

There has been no resort to either restraint or seclusion during 
the period under review. 

Both ladies and gentlemen were very quiet and well behaved ; 
decently and properly dressed, in accordance with their station In 
life, with the exception of one or two of the degraded cases on the 
male side, who would require special attention. 

One gentleman and four ladies are able to attend their respective 
places of worship outeide, and an Episcopalian clergyman has visited 
and held services in the institution on five occasions since last visit. 
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Slx gentlemen and sixtee.’’ ladies are taken out for carriage exer- 
cise, and the returns show that concerts and magic lantern enter- 
tainments have been given for the amrisement of the patients in- 
doors. 

A great improvement has been carried out by enlarging the gen- 
tlemen's _ airing court by taking in an adidtional plot of ground— 
thus giving more space for games and exercise. 

At Swaubrook, the vestibule and corridor have been remodelled, 
a new heating apparatus has been put in, and this part of the insti- 
tution has been painted and decorated. Papering and painting have 
also been carried out in various parts of the main building. 

The day-room in the male basement story, in which the more 
troublesome patients are located, scarcely provides sufficient space 
for the requirements of such patients: but it is understood that the 
O.immittee have under consideration an extensive scheme for the en- 
largement and remodelling of the building, which, it is to be hoped, 
will do much to modernise and improve the accommodation. 

The staff in the wards consists of six males and seven females for 
day duty and of thi-ee males and four females by night. An effort 
is being made to secure the services of cultured ladies to attend on 
the patients at Swanbrook. This is a step in the right direction, 
provided that suitable candidates can be found, as no doubt the 
employment of this class of nurse has been found to conduce to the 
happiness and contentment of the patients, who have always been 
accustomed to associate with persons of their own rank. 

The books and registers continue to be carefully kept.

BLOOMFIELD INSTITUTION FOR THE INSANE. 

Inspected on 12th and 13th July, 1910. 

Since the visit to this institution on the 24th January last, the 
following changes have occurred amongst the patients: — Five (two 
gentlemen and three ladies) have been admitted : seven (four gentle- 
men and three ladies) have been discharged — four of whom had re- 
covered : and three (two gentlemen and one lady) have died. There 
are at present on the books the names of sixteen srentlemen and 
twenty-seven ladies — a total of 43 patients. In addition, one lady, 
■who is suffering from brain softening, continues to reside as a volun- 
tary boarder. 

The deaths were due to cerebral haemorrhage in two cases, and to 
general paralysis of the insane in one case. 

The health of the patients is good, and, though some are old and 
feeble, only four are at present confined to bed. 

Neither restraint nor seclusion has been resorted to dnrino the 
period under review. ° 

The ladies were found neat and tidy in their dress and their per- 
sons, but one or two of the gentlemen of untidy habits would^re- 
quire more careful attention. 
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Seven gentlemen and iifteen ladies are taken out for drives, but 
only one gentleman and five ladies take extended exercise. i c - 
liaps it might be found possible to select one or two others on the 
male side Sho could be trusted to go out wallang in charge ol an 

attendauh^ie^ were at the seaside for the month of .Tune— a villa 
having been rented for their benefit. The Committee might eonsidei 
the advisability of obtaining a permanent residence somewhere m 
the country, so as to afford to a greater mimlicf throughtnit the ye.u 
facilities for more extended exercise, and the benefits resulting liran 

change of scene and additional liberty. 

It is iiiiclerstood that the Committee have under coiisideiation the 
conversion of part of the garden into a pleasure ground for some of 
the more troublesome female patients, as the existing airing eomt

On the male side an improvement hasi been made by extending the 
grounds set apart for the gentlemen, a few of whom amuse tliem- 

present the male department is, to a great extent, given over 
to woikmen, who are carrying out important structural alterations, 
involving the widening of two corridors, and the erection of a new 
block containing a day-room and several sleeping rooms. 

The sanitary arrangements m this part of the building will also

CARRIGLEA PRIVATE ASYLUM. 


Inspec'I’ed on 22nd Apiul, 1910. 

There are at present 47 ladies under care in this esUiblishmcnt. 
Since the last inspection was made five have been admitted ; live 
have been discharged, and three have died. 

The deaths were ail due to natural causes, viz.: — epilepsy, scni.c 
decay, and cancer of the uterus, respectively. 

The general health has been very good ; no casualties or outbreaks 
of epidemic disease are reported. _ 

The patients, with one or two exceptions, were qmot and well 
conducted, and were decently dressed and tidy in their persous. 
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The new admissions would appear suitable cases for asylum care. 

Outdoor walks, in which about forty are able to take part, are 
said to be frequently enjoyed : while fourteen ladies are sent out for 
drives occasionally, and, during the wniiter, concerts and amateur 
theatricals are got up for the amusement of the patients. 

No patient is confined to bed at present, nor has restraint or seclu- 
sion been resorted to during the period under review. 

Some of the ladies were in the open air at the time of the visit. I 
saw them afterwards at dinner, which was served with due regard 
to social custom, decency, and order. 

At present a scheme for the heating of the main house by 
radiators is being carried out. 

The house was in good order. 

The staff consists of twelve attendants under the supervision of the 
Sisters. 

As yet no permanent night attendant has been appointed to look 
after the patients, who, especially those in the detached building, 
require supervision at night.

There are at present residcirt in this private Asylum 47 ladies. 
Since the date of the last visit, four ladies have been admitted and 
four have been discharged. 

No death or serious casxialty is recorded, and the general health 
of the irrstitution is excellent. One patient only was confined to bed 
to-day 

Seclusion has not been resorted to ; but one lady, who suffers from 
recurrent attacks of excitement, was restrained by a loose jacket for 
two hour's, owing to her having assaulted the Sisters and also at- 
tempted to escape. 

Forty-six ladies are able to take exercise in the grounds: while 
40 are allowed to go for walks in the country, and are also taken out 
drhdug. 

A Roman Catholic clergyman lives within the grounds, and visits 
daily. All the patients are Catholics, and thirty attend Divine Ser- 
vice. 

Various amusements are provided for the patients — such as con- 
certs, dramatic entertainments, &c. Many also pass their time in 
painting, gardening, and fancy needle-work. 

The house is maintained in excellent order. The beds and bed- 
rooms are comfortable, and in a satisfactory condition. 

The staff consists of thirteen of the Community. 

There are no suicidal or epileptic patients, and no members of the 
staff are on duty during the night. 

The books and registers are all properly kept, and Dr. Williams 
pays special attention to the Case-Eook.

Inspected on 6th ApuTn, 1910. 

There are at present on the books of those licensed houses the 
names of 41 patients (15 gentlemen and 26 ladies), and one volnii- 
tai-y boarder, who has resided for some time in tlic institution. One 
gentleman and one lady are absent on trial. 

Since the last inspection, on the 22nd July, 1909, six gentlemen 
and five ladies have been admitted under certificates : six gentlemen 
and three ladies have been discharged, of whom four had recovored : 
and one of each sex has died— one from laryngo-pharyugitis, on 
whom tracheotomy was performed ; the other, an old gentleman of 
84 years, from pneumonia. . , , , , ^ • 

The only accidents recorded were a sprained ankle and contusion 

of the face from falls. , . , i.i . i.i 

The records of restraint and seclusion show that one gentleman 
was secluded in his room for a quarter of an hour, and one lady was 
treated by the wet pack on several occasions. 

The new patients are suitable cases for Asylum care. 
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No complaints worthy of consideration were made, although 
private interviews were granted to several patients. 

With the exception of one gentleman who is of untidy habits, 
both gentlemen and ladies were neatly and suitably dressed, and 
generally in good health. 

Only two ladies were in bed. 

Nearly all walk in the extensive grounds, and three of each sex 
are able to enjoy country walks. Three gentlemen and twelve ladies 
are taken for drives. A number were taken to the Pantomime at 
Christmas, and lantern lectures and evening parties are given for 
their amusement. A few of the ladies occupy their time at house- 
work and needlework. 

Divine Service is held every Sunday in the institution by the 
Episcopalian clergyman, at which about twenty patients are able 
to attend, aiid a Catholic clergyman visits occasionally. Three 
patients are able to attend the churches in the neighbourhood. 

The staff, on the male side, consists of a head attendant and six 
attendants during the day. There is no night attendant, but 
several of the gentlemen have attendants sleeping in their rooms. 
On the female side the day staff consists of a mah-on, assistant 
matron, and eleven nurses. On night duty there are two, one of 
whom does duty iu the observation dormitory, w’bere such ladies as 
reqxih-e special supervision sleep. 

Several improvements have been carried out — amongst others, the 
lighting of a passage by an additional window, and the re-flooring 
of the corridor. 

As in tlie past, the medical books and registers are kept with 
great care, and give very full information regarding the varioxis 
cases under treatment. 

Dr. Dawson is now assisted by Dr. Thomson, as Assistant Medical 
Officer, and by Mr. Molyneux, as Clinical Assistant.

PAENHAM HOUSE AND MARYVILLE PRIVATE 
ASYLUMS. 

Inspected on 25th July, 1910. 

Since the previous visit, on the 6th April of the present year, ten 
certified patients (five of each sex) have been admitted ; and six (four 
males and two females) — three of whom had recovered — have been 
discharged — leaving at the present date sixteen geutlemen and 
twenty-nine ladies resident under certificates. Of these, one lady is 
absent on trial. 

One lady continues to reside as a voluntary boarder, and two 
gentlemen came for treatment in that capacity, but have since left. 

There has been no death, or any occurrence of infectious disease. 

One lady, in trying to escape through a window, received a severe 
cut from broken glass. When on his way, with a pai'ty of patieixts, 
to the seaside, a gentleman wandered away, and was not recovered 
for about four hours. A lady escaped from the grounds, and went 
to a friend’s house iu town, from which she was sent back. 
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The wet pack, though used solely fm* medical purposes, is classi- 
fied as a form of restraint, and has to be returned as such. This 
treatment was used in the cases of one gentleman and two ladies, for 
38 hours in the case of the gentleman, and for 27 hours in those of 
the ladies, for the treatment of restlessness, excitement, and depres- 
sion. 

Seclusion was used in the treatment of two male patients for a 
))eriod of eight hours. 

Three ladies were found in bed — one on account of bodily weak- 
ness and old age, and two for the treatment of mental disease. 

Fifteen gentlemen and twenty-foiu' ladies are able to take ex- 
tended exercise in the grounds; three gentlemen and thirteen ladies 
go out driving regularly : three gentlemen and five ladies take part 
in outdoor games ; whilst one gentleman occupies his time at gar- 
dening, and eleven ladies at house and fancy work. 

Six gentlemen and twelve ladies attend I)ivine Service, held every 
Sunday by the Chaplain in the Chapel attached to the institution. 
The Catholic clergyman also visits occasionally. Three gentlemen 
attend their respective places of worship outside. 

Both ladies and gentlemen were neatly dressed, and properly at- 
tended to. All were quiet and well-behaved. 

A party of three gentlemen and eight ladies resided at the seaside 
for a month, to the great benefit of their bodily and mental condi- 
tion. 

Both houses were found in good order. At Maryville, one of tho 
dayvooms has been enlarged by throwing the corridor into it, and, 
in both houses, many of tho bedrooms have been papered and 
painted. 

The staff consists by day of a head attendant and six attendants, 
on the male side, and of a head nurse and eleven nurses, on tho 
female side. By night there are two male attendants on duty, in 
charge of special cases, and two nurses on the fomale side. 

Br. Dawson is at present assisted by T)i'. A. M. Thoitisoti, as 
Assistant Medical Officer, and by Mr. Holden, as Clinical Assislant. 

The Case-books, as heretofore, are lce])t with great care, and afford 
much scientific information as to the progress of the varimrs cases.

I-IAMPSTEAD PRIVATE ASYLUM. 

Inspected on 31 st MAncii, 1910. 

There are to-day on the books of this house tho names of iiinetccn 
gentlemen under certificates, and one voluntary boarder. 

The changes which have taken place amongst the patients since 
the last visit, on the 4th August, 1909, have been the admission of 
three gentlemen, under certificates, the discharge of two, and the 
death of one from carcinoma of the throat. 

One gentleman is absent on trial. All the rest were seen. 

The late admissions were suitable cases for Asylum care. 
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Almost all the gentlemen were in the garden at the time of the 
visit, and many of the younger ones were busily engaged at work. 
Exercise and employment of this sort is certainly most advantageous 
to the insaue — concentrating their thoughts outside themselves, 
promoting peace and contentment, and inducing sleep. 

All were properly dressed, and appeared to be carefully attended 
to as regards cleanliness and personal appearance. All were very 
quiet and well-behaved. 

There is no return of the use of either restraint or seclusion during 
the period under review. 

Sixteen gentlemen are able to go out walking through the grounds, 
nine are taken out for drives, and five were taken to the theatre at 
different times. 

Fourteen attend Divine Service when held in the institution, and 
three are able to go to the neighbouring church. 

The staff consists of six attendants by day and one by night. 

At present various alterations and improvements are being carried 
out. A new bathroom and lavatory are in course of construction : 
the bedrooms are being papered and painted, and the smokingroom 
is being re-decorated. 

The supply of books and papers appears to be plentiful. 

The various books and registers are carefully kept by Dr. W. 
Eustace. In new cases a note should be made weekly in the Case- 
book for the first month.

Since the last visit, on the 31st March, two gentlemen have been 
admitted, and two have been discharged.

There are at pi-eseiit on the books of this institution the names of 
thirty-one certified patients and of two gentlemen residing as volun- 
tary boarders. One of the certified patients is at present on a \dsit 
to the country. Since the last visit was paid, on the 22nd March, 
five gentlemen have been admitted under certificates, three have 
been discharged, and one has died. Of the voluntary hoarders, two 
were in residence at that time; seventeen have since come in; fifteen 
have gone out; and two have died. 

The deaths were due to (1) pneumonia, (2) chronic nephritis, and 
(3) delirium tremens. 

One of the lately admitted patients, of very suicidal and dan- 
gerous propensities, after attempting to commit suicide by cutting 
his throat, tore open his scrotum, and attempted to remove his tes- 
ticles, but was prevented in time from doing further injury, and 
the wound healed rip at once. This patient was under restraint for 
three weeks, and up to the present wears locked gloves to prevent 
further injury. 

The general health has been good. Only one old patient was in 
bed. 

The patients were suitably dressed, and clean in their persons. 
Some of them were found in the front of the house. Six are re- 
turned as going out driving. Tennis and billiards are provided. 

Twenty-four gentlemen attend Mass, which is celebrated in the 
institution. None go to any of the churches outside. 

The staff consists of seven attendants by day and one by night. 

Painting and papering are at present being extensively carried out 
throughout the house. It is to be hoped that the rooms at the back 
will thus be rendered brighter and more comfortable. 

There are at present only two baths, and an additional bath is 
much needed.

Since the visit to this licensed house on the 14th July, 1909, tonr- 
teon genUemen have been admitted under certificates; sovoii have 
been discharged, and four have died— leaving tlio names of 83 nn 

the books of whom one is absent on trial, and two still reiiiaiii at 

the Richmond Asylum, where they were sent at the time of the lire 
leaving 79 at present under care in the house. 

As regards voluntary boarders, nine were residing in the iiistitn- 
tion at the last visit. Since then six have conio in ; nine have giino 
out ; and one has died— leaving five in rosidoiico at the proseiit time. 

The causes of death were such .as are usually fimiid amongst asylum 
patients, viz.:— (1) Bright’s disease; (2) Pneumonia (in two cases) ; 
(3) Pulmonary Tuberculosis ; and (4) Old Age, 

The patients were, for the most part, quiet and well-behaved. 
There was no noise or excitement. No one was confined to bed, and 
the general health appears to be good. 
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No casualties or attempts to escape are reported, nor lias there 
been any resort to sechision or restraint during the period under 
review. 

The patients lately admitted would appear suitable cases for 
Asylum care. All were properly di’essed and clean in their pei'sons. 

The dinner was seen during the visit. It is still partaken of-- 
owing to the loss of the dining-room in the late fire — in various day- 
rooms and in the corridor; but was decently and properly served. 
It consisted of beef, mutton, vegetables, and rice and jam. 

Various concerts, magic lantern entertainments, and lectures havo 
been given for the amusement of the patients : lawn tennis and 
hand-ball provide outdoor ‘amusement, and there appears to be a 
fair supply of books and papers. Foitr gentlemen make themselves 
useful in the wards, and one patient is allowed out on parole. 

Forty-five are returned as attending Mass, which is celebrated in 
the n-ew detached Chapel. 

The staff consists of thirteen attendants, supervised by fifteen of 
the Brothers. One Brother and an attendant do duty during the 
night. 

At present the building operations necessary for the re-erection 
and extension of the accommodation lately destroyed by fire are 
being carried out. Already the greater part has been roofed-in, and 
it is expected that the work will be completed by next September. 

The various medical books and records, including the Case-book, 
continue to be carefully kept by Dr. O’Connell, the Kesident Medical 
Officer.

HOUSE OF ST. JOHN OF GOD PRIV^'VTE ASYLUM. 

Inspected on 22nd July, 1910. 

There are on the books of this institution the names of 86 gentle- 
men under certificates, and five voluntary boarders. Since the last 
visit, on the 14th March, ten patients have been admitted irnder 
certificates ; five have been discharged (of whom three had re- 
covered): and one has died of senile gangrene. As regards the 
voluntary boarders, five were in residence at the time of the last 
visit, and since then one has come in and one has gone out. 

One of the certified patients is at present absent on leave from 
the Lord Chancellor, and two remain at the Kichmond Asylum, 
where they were removed after the fire. 

The. general health has been good. There has been no visitation 
of epidemic disease, and no one was in bed from physical disease at 
the time of the visit. 

Two accidents are recorded. One patient threw himself out of a 
window, and sustained a fracture of one of the bones of his foot;

Three employ themselves at lioiisowoik, 
and four at gardening. 

All wore fairly neat and tidy. , j 

Fifty attend to their religious duties in the Chapel erected on the 
Asylum grounds. None attend any of the Cliurohes outside^ 

The staff consists of sixteen Brothers, assisted by thliteen paid 
attendants. ' Two of the Brothers and one attendant do duty clur- 

*” The ''work of re-building the parts of the institution lately de- 
stroyed by fire is now approaching completion,^ and wnh 't is ex- 
pected, be fmisliod before the beginning of winter. These new 
buildings will, it is understood, provide additional and improved 
accommodation as diningrooms, dayrooms, and dormltones.

ST.. PATRICK'S ITOSPITAL AND BT. EDMUNOSBURY. 
Inspec'PBO on i^TH AND IIth Fkhiiuauy, 1910. 


Since the last visit to these institutions twenty-two patients Imvo 
hocii admitted, rittoeii have been discharged, and seven have (hod 
from natural causes. There are now on the hooks the names ol^ 
thirty-eight geiitlenieii and 84 ladies — a total of 12.. of whom foui 
gentlemen and fourteen ladies arc at St. Edimindslinvy 

All parts of both institutions were found in excellent order-. 

At St Edmundsbury the new wing is now completed, and, for tho 
greater part, furnished— affording excellent accomimidation, cou- 
festing of bright and cheerful sittingrooms and comfortable bed- 
rooms, tastefully furnished and decorated. It may bo suggested 
that before the wing is occupied, a system of heating by hot-water 
pipes or radiators should bo provided— by this means affording an 
equable temperature at all seasons; preventing damp on the walls; 
and obviating tho necessity for so many open fires, and thus promot- 
ing economy, and security against fire. 

At St Patrick’s, steps are about to be taken to lower the re- 
mainder of the windows in the basement story of tho fomalo wing. 
This will add much to the lightness and cheerfulness of this part 


of the building. . . i . u 

Papering and painting have been earned on throughout the 
various wards, and some new carpets have been provided. 
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Xo casualties have beeu recorded, and in both houses the general 
health has been excellent. 

Driving parties are sent out every day, whilst a number of the 
gentlemen and ladies are able to take -extended walking exercise. 
Pom- gentlemen interest themselves in gardening, and twenty-six 
ladies in sewing and housework. Variety entertainments, concerts, 
and music are liberally provided, and much is done to vary the 
monotony of Asylum life. 

The nursing staff is numerically large — consisting of 14 atten- 
dants and 25 nurses ; whilst three of each sex are on duty at night. 

An Episcopalian clergyman visits 'twice weekly, and clergymen 
of other denominations visit when required. Thirteen gentlemen 
and thirty ladies are able to be present at Divine Service, which is 
held in the institution, and seven patients are able to attend some of 
the neighbouring churches. 

Dr. Leepev is still assisted by Dr. Rutherford and Dr. Shepherd, 
by whom the books and medical records are carefully kept.

ST. PATRICK'S HOSPITAL AND ST. EDMUNDSBURY. 

Inspected on tee 18th and 19th July, 1910. 

There are now on the books of this establishment the names of 129 
patients (39 gentlemen and 90 ladies). Of these, six gentlemen and 
eighteen ladies are located at St. Edmundsbury. Of the latter, one 
is absent on trial, and six are enjoying a month at the seaside. 

Thirty-three gentlemen and “72 ladies reside at St. Patrick’s at 
the present date. 

Since the last visit was paid, on the 11th February, twenty-two 
patients (seven gentlemen and fifteen ladies) have been admitted ; 
twelve have gone out — of whom eight had recovered ; and three have 
died — one of senile decay, one of cerebral hsemorrhage, and one of 
uraemia. 

The patients were in eveiy instance well looked after as regards 
clothing and personal condition, and are evidently treated with 
kindness and all proper attention. They wei-e quiet and well-be- 
haved, and made no complaints as to their treatment. 

In one of the wards an excellent dinner was being partaken of by 
the patients. The -meal was served in accordance with social re- 
quirements, and with order and propriety. 

Five patients were found in bed, undergoing various forms of 
medical treatment. The general health of the institution has been 
excellent. 

There has been no recourse to either restraint or seclusion. 

One patient attempted to escape by climbing the garden wall, 
but was brought back at once. 

Twelve gentlemen and twenty-four ladies have carriage exercise; 
five gentlemen and nine ladies go for walks beyond the grounds; four 
gentlemen amuse themselves at gardening, and twenty-five ladies 
sew and assist at household work. Outdoor games — such as croquet 
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and lawn tennis — are liberally provided, and aio greatly oujoyed by 
some of the younger patients, to their great beuelit, both phyaioally 
and mentally. . , • o • 

Twelve goutleincii and thirty-four ladies attend Divuie beivice 
held in the institution, whilst live gentlemen and nine ladies aro 
able to go to their respective places of woi-ship outside. The lipis- 
copaliaii clergyman visits twice weekly, and those of other denomina- 
tions whenever sent for. 

The hall at St, Patrick’s has been re-tiled with marble, and rc-de- 
corated, l\vo lavatories liavo been fitted up in aceovdaiie witli tlic 
most modern sanitary requirements. 

The lower corridor on the female side has been greatly improved 
by the lowering of the windows and the substitution of new sashes 
in the bedrooms. 

At St. Edmundsbury the new wing has _ been handsomely fur- 
nished, and a system of heating by radiators is at pieseiit being pro- 
vided.

ST. VINCENT’S INSTITUTION FOR THE INSANE. 

Inspected on 7t'h February, 1910. 

This institution was found in good order; Hie rooms and corridors 
properly warmed; the sittingrooms comfortable, and well furnished. 
The number of patients under certificates remains the same as on the 
30th June, 1909, when the house was last visited. Since then nine 
ladies have been admitted ; seven have been discharged ; and two 
have died, both from heart affections. 

There are at present many old and infirm ladies under caro, but 
tho I'emainder are in good health. 

No zymotic disease has visited the institution since the date of the 
last report, and only throe patients aro at present confined to bed. 

No casualties aro reported, nor ■ is there any entry of resort to 
either i-cstraint or seclusion. 

All the inmates were in a. satisfactory condition as regards dross 
and personal appearance. 

Except as regards detention, no complaints were made. 

Twenty ladies are able to take walking exercise outside the 
grounds, and thirty-six go out driving. 

Entertainments, such as concerts and dances, are provided, and 
some are able to attend places of amusement outside. Many occn})y 
their time at needlework of various kinds. 

Ninety of the patients are returned as attending Mass, which Is 
celebrated daily in the Chapel attached to tho institution. 

The staff consists of fourteen Sisters and twenty attendants. Two 
of the latter act as night nurses. 

The books and medical records arc kept up to date, but more fre- 
quent notes are called for in the Case-Book.

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ST. VINCENT’S INSTITUTION FOR THE INSANE. 

Inspected on 13th Jult, 1910. 

When this hospital was last visited there were 118 ladies under 
care. Since then five have been, admitted; seven have been dis- 
charged — of whom six had recovered; and five have died — leaving 
on the books of the institution the names of 111 ladies under certi- 
ficates. One of them was out for the day, but the rest I saw. The 
newly-admitted cases appeared to be suitable for Asylum care. 

The deaths were due to bronchitis in one case ; heart disease in 
two ; and pneumonia in two cases. 

Influenza was prevalent early in the year, bub since then the 
health of the patients has been excellent. No one was found in bed. 

There have been no casualties, nor is there any r*ecord of any re- 
siirt to restraint or seclusion. 

Twenty-three ladies are returned as going out to drive regularly, 
and thirteen go out occasionally, whilst eighteen are taken out to 
walk. A pic-nic was given lately, in which a number of ladies were 
able to join, and some went to a neighbouring bazaar. Many pass 
their time at needlework. 

About eighty attend to their devotions regularly in the Chapel 
attached to the institution. 

All the ladies were decently and properly dressed, and appear to 
be carefully attended to. They were very quiet and well-behaved. 
There was no noise or excitement. 

The staff consists of fourteen Sisters, who superintend twenty paid 
attendants and two night nurses. 

At present a new general bathroom, on the ground floor, is in 
course of construction, which will be a great boon both to the 
patients and to the staff, as it will greatly facilitate the bathing 
arrangements. In addition a good »deal of painting and decoration 
has been carried out. 

The books and medical records are kept up to date.

STEWART INSTITUTION FOR THE INSANE. 

Inspected on 8th February, 1910. 

Mental Hoifital. 

There are 66 patients (thirty gentlemeix and thirty-six ladies') 
under certificates, and one lady who resides as a voluntary boarder, 
in the departrneut for the insane. Since the last inspection, on the 
6th July, 1909, four gentlemen and five ladies have been admitted; 
five gentlemen and five ladies have been discharged ; and one lady 
has died of bronchitis. At the date mentioned, one gentleman and 
one lady were residing here as voluntary boarders. Since then an- 
other gentleman came in. Both the gentlemen have since left. 

With the exception of an epidemic of influenza and bronchitis, 
the health of the patients has been excellent. 
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Seclusion was resorted to in the cases of two males and one female, 
on eight occasions in the case of the males, fox’ 39 hours in all, and 
on one occasion, for two hours, in the case of the female. 

There is no record of any use of mechanical restraint. 

Two attem2>ts to escape wei*e made, both by the same patient. On 
the first occasion he was absent for a siioi’t time only ; on the second 
occasion he was away for two nights. 

The patients were quiet and orderly ; properly dressed ; and ap- 
pear to be well attended to. No one made any complaint. 

Divine Service is held in the institution once a week, and six ol 
each sex are able to attend their respective places of worship outsido. 

A dance is held once a week, and occasional entertainments by 
artists from outside are provided. 

Some of the ladies occupy their time at needlework. 

The dinner, which I saw served in the wards, appeared to be of 
excellent quality ; well cooked, and served with due regard to 


civilised habits. . ■ . e 

The staff in charge of this part of the institution consists ot a 
matron, a staff-sister, five male attendants, and eleven nurses. One 
male and one female attendant do duty at night in their respective 

departments. ^ • j-ii 

The provision of a suitable diningroom for the patients is still 
under the consideration of the Committee. , ,r • i 

A larger room for the service of the meals to the female stall is also 

much wanted. , i i. 

Owing to the construction of the building, the day-room set apart 
for the accommodation of the more troublesome and more helpless 
female patients is on the top story. This is unfortunato, as the con- 
veyance of such patients up and down stairs imposes much trouble 
and responsibility on the staff, and greatly increases the difficulty of 
bringing the patients into the open air. Tlio question of ])roviding 
accommodation for acute cases should, as the numbers increase, en- 
trage the cousidcratiou of the CominitLec. 

It is satisfactory to find thi!it, with blieir customary liboi:ality, the 

Committee have provided an Assistant for Dv. llahisford. 

The Case-Books and other medical records continue to bo kept in 
a satisfactory manner.

When the Imbecile Department was last visited, on the 6tk ,Tnly, 
1909, there weix) on the register the names of 69 boys and 49 girls. 
Since then 11 have been sent in, and 5 have been discharged — leav- 
ing at the present time 124 — 73 boys and 51 girls under care. 

An epidemic of scarlatina, fortunately of a very mild type, has 
broken out amongst the boys. At present three boys have been re- 
moved to Cork Street I-Iospital, suffering from the disease, and six 
more are in quarantine, though convalescent. Otherwise the general 
health has been good. All the children looked very well. They 
were clean, and decently and properly dressed. 

No accident has been reported, and all seemed happy and con- 
tented. 

They were seen at dinner, which appeared to be an excellent and 
plentiful meal, and was served with great order and regularity. 
Grace was sung before and after the meal. 
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Fifty-five boys and 40 girls are able to attend Divine Service held 
in the institution. 

Mat-making, weaving, wood-chopping, and other industries, be- 
sides employment in the laundry and on the farm, are provided in 
order to improve the mental faculties of these childi-en. 

Entertainments, such as associated dances, are given once a week 
for their amusement. 

The staff at present consists of a head .attendant and three others 
on the male side, and, on the female side, of a staff Sister, a teacher, 
and seven uurses by day. One nurse does duty by night.

STEWART INSTITUTION FOR THE INSANE. 

Inspected on 14th JuLy, 1910. 

Mental Hos'pital. 

Since the previous visit this year, on the 8th February, two gen- 
tlemen and sis ladies have been admitted j one lady has been dis- 
charged; and one of each sex has died, leaving on the books of the 
institution the names of 71 patients (31 gentlemen and 40 ladies) 
under certificates, and of one lady who continues to reside as a volrm- 
tary boarder. 

Of the certified patients, two gentlemen and one lady are at pre- 
sent absent on trial. 

The deaths were due in both cases to senile decay. 

The only accident recorded was a fracture of the neck of the thigh 
bone, in the case of an old lady who slipped on the floor of the day- 
room. 

There is no record of restraint, but two ladies have been secluded 
on four occasions, for six and a quarter hours in all. 

The health of the patients is excellent. No one was found in bed. 
They were neat and tidy in their dress, and appear to be properly 
attended to. 

Twenty gentlemen and twenty-five ladies are able to attend Divine 
Service held in the institution ; whilst six of each sex go out to the 
neighbouring places of worship. 

All who are able spend much of their time in the grounds of 
the institution. Some of the gentlemen take an interest in cricket, 
and several matches have been played. Lately athletic sports 
were held, which afforded much interest and amusement. 

A mess-room for the female staff, as suggested iu last report, has 
now been provided, and a good deal of papering and painting has 
been cai-ried out. 

It is understood that a proposal is before the Committee to light 
the institution by electricity. The advantages of this light for 
asylums are obvious — its safety, coolness, cleanliness, and efficiency 
have been universally acknowledged. 

The staff consists of a matron, charge S^ter, five male and ten 
female attendants by day, and of one male and one female atten- 
dant during the night.

0,1 mv visit to this licensed house, I foiiud that a lady had beoii 
admitted on tlio previous night without the necessary ordoi^ and 
medical certiacates. These documents have since been obUiiicd b t 
to admit a patient into such an establishment, until the legal clncu- 
ineiits are in the hands of the proprietors, is an infringement of the 
Act, and must not occur again. 

The lady is not insane, and cannot be detained uud-er cortihccatos. 
She is, however, I understand, willing to remain as a voluntary 
boarder. 

Since the last inspection was made, on the 16th July, 1909, 11 
ladies have been admitted, and one lady came m as a voluntary 
boarder bub has since left ; 8 have been discharged, and 5 have died, 
leaving 36 in residence at the present time. 

The deaths were caused by (I) fatty degeneration of the heart in 
two cases; (2) goitre; (3) heart disease; and (4) acute melancholia. 

The ladies were, at the time of my visit, almost all in the open air. 
Thev were neat and tidy in their dress and personal appearance, and 
properly attended to. Their physical health appears to bo good. No. 
one was confined to bed. 
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The house is generally iu good order, ind much improved. The 
Matron seems fully alive to the importance of making it as bright 
and comfortable as possible. 

The beds and bedding are in good order, and very clean. 

There has been no employment of mechanical restraint or seclu- 
sion recorded since the last visit. 

Ten ladies go out driving, and the greater number take walking 
exercise within the grounds. 

Twenty-seven ladies attend Mass on Sundays and holidays, when it 
is celebrated in the institution. 

The staff consists of seven nurses, and one does duty at night.

VERVILLE PRIVATE ASYLUM. 

Inspected on 27th Julv, 1910. 

There are at present 38 ladies iu residence under certificates. 
Since the last visit, on the 23rd March, ten ladies have been ad- 
mitted; six have been discharged; and two have died. 

A voluntary boarder came in, but has since gone out. 

One of the deaths was from pulmonary tuberculosis, and the other 
resulted from suicide by hanging. 

This fatality formed the subject of a Coroner’s inquest and an 
inquiry on oath by one of the Inspectors. The lady, who had been 
in the establishment for about a year, was very depressed. She 
slept iu a dox-mitorj- with five other patients and a nurse, who, un- 
foi-tunately, allowed her to go, early in the morning, to the lavatory. 
On her way there she hanged herself from the banisters. It is 
understood that, in future, adequate arrangements will be made for 
the protection of suicidal cases, by setting apart a dormitory, where 
they will be collected in charge of a nurse, who will remain ou duty 
during the night. It is only in this way tlxat the insane with suici- 
dal tendencies can be properly cared for. 

It is also sugg^ted tfiat the visits of the general night nurse to 
the various sleeping rooms should he more frequent. 

_iany of the newly admitted cases are of an acute type, and require 
much attention on the part of the staff. It is, however, satisfactory 
to find that it has not been foxind necessary to resort to either re- 
straint or seclusion. 

Many of the ladies were found in the front of the house, where 
they enjoy lawn tenuis; ten are returned as going out for drives; 
whilst some employ themselves at needlework and housework. 

There appears to be a fair supply of literature in the sittingrooms. 

Twenty-eight ladies are returned as attending Mass, which is cele- 
brated in the institution, but none go out to the neighbouring 
churches. 

The staff consists of seven day nurses and one night nurse. 

The various books and registers are properly kept by-Dr. Sullivan.

ARMAGH WORKHOUSE. 

Inspected on 30th Septembeb, 1910. 

In this workhouse there are 13 men, one boy, and 18 women 
classified as of unsound mind. 

Two women are returned as suffering from epilepsy, seven are em- 
ployed in the laundry and at lioxrsework. Of the fourteen males, 
two work on the farm, four at housework, and two are returned as 
epileptics. 

The females were clean, properly dressed, and gave the impression 
of receiving due care. Their beds and bedding were clean, and they 
had a sufficient supply of clothes. 

The bedding of the male inmates was not so satisfactory as that of 
the females. Several of the sheets were dirty, and four men sleep on 
straw mattresses; others sleep in an attic, from which there is no 
alternative exit in case of fire.

BALLYMENA WORKHOUSE. 
Inspected on 2Sth October, 1910. 


There are at present in the lunatic wards of this workhoxise 101 
inmates (47 men and 54 women). Of these, nine men and forty-five 
women from the Belfast District Asyhxm, and thirty men fi;om the 
Antrim District Asylum are maintained as boarders under the pre- 
visions of section 9 of the Act 33 and 39 Vic., cap. 67 ; and eight 
men and nine women of the imbecile class are chargeable to the 

union. , j 

All these inmates now occupy the same dayrooms, and are nursed 

by the same staff. . • ^ i. u 

' Since the last inspection was made, no new patients have been 
sent from the Antrim, and only one female from the Belfast Asylum, 
but two men and seven women belonging to the Belfast Asylum, 
and two of each sex from the Antrim Asylum have died._ 

Amongst the pauper inmates belonging to the Union sue new c^es 
(one man and five women) have come in; three_(one man and two 
w'omen) have gone out: and three females have died. ~ , u 

A great improvement in the accommodation has been effected by 
addiiig the dormitory, originally occupied by the female imbeciles, 
to the female lunatic ward. By this means a passage has been ob- 
tained into the airing courts, and the stairs, which were so steep as to 
be a source of danger to these inmates, are now no longer used. 

The Guardians have erected a fire-escape stairs on each_ side, thus 
providing alternative means of escape from the dormitories in case 
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of fire. The doors, howevei’, are secured by a boJt and padhick. When 
inspected the male attendaiit had to go for the key, and the female 
attendant was unable to unlock the padlock. In the coivfiisiou and 
smoke, resulting on the outbreak of fire, delay in unlockitig those 
doors woxild nullify the utility of the stairs. It is. suggested that 
suitable locks be provided for the doors, with keys — one of wluch 
should be hung in a box, with a glass front, at each door loading to 
the stairs — so that, in case of need, the key would be always obtain- 
able by breaking the glass. 

It is satisfactory to find that the walls of the female dayvoom and 
diningroom have been plastei'ed, in accordance with the recommenda- 
tion made in a former report. 

The males were fairly neat and tidy, and the condition of the 
females, as regard.? the neatness of their dress and their personal 
appearance, was improved. The wards were also tidy : a comfort- 
able temperature was maintained : and the beds and bedding were 
properly looked after:’ 

It would appear, from the returns sent to us, that five of the 
males and two of the females have been secluded on thirteen occasions 
in all. Seclusion should only be resorted to by the special orders of 
the Medical Officer, and, if the inmates referred to arc too trouble- 
some, they should be sent to the Asylum. The single-rooxns are not 
now requii'ed for accommodation, and should no longer be used, as 
they are dark and badly ventilated. 

The dietary appears to l>e satisfactory, and suitable to the wants 
of the inmates. 

Twenty-four men and only live women are employed. Altliongli 
the greater mimbcr of these inmates are more or less feeble, a nnicli 
larger number slmuld be engaged at some nsoful occu])ation . 

It would also appear, from the daily rcporls, that cxcrciscx outside 
the yard is only taken for one hour daily, and not at all on Sundays. 
The Matron should see that all who are able are taken oxd. to walk 
for two hours both hi the morning and afternoon ; that a larger num- 
ber of women are sent to tlie laundry : and that a certain amount of 
sewing is given out to be done in tbe female wards every wo(k. 

The staff consists of three attendants on each side by <h\.y, ;uul one 
of each sex by night — a staff sufficient for the care of the existing 
numbers.

BELFAST WOHKflOUSE. 

Inspected on 25tii Octokeii, 1910. 

In the imbecile department of this Workhouse there are al. pre- 
sent thirty-one men and eighteen women, and in the o])ilc]>tic wards 
there ai-e thirty-eight men and forty women. Of these latter, sonic 
are returned as sane, but the greater number, esixicially after at- 
tacks of epilepsy, show evidence of some form of mental aberration. 

Amongst the males are three boys, and amongst the women two 
girls who might possibly be trained to make themsolvos useful. 

Twenty-foxir of the men and ten women arc cm])loyod either in 
the wards or at light work. 
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Of tlie epileptics, nine men and one woman are confined to bed. 

All the wards are under the charge of paid attendants, and the 
yjatients on botli sides appear to receive proper attention — they were 
suitably dressed, and clean in their persons. Their clothing was in 
good I'epair, and suitable for their ttsc. 

The dayrooms and dormitories were in good order and properly 
ventilated. The sanitary afrangeuieuts, which were re-modelled some 
time ago, are now of modern type, and well kept.

Inspected on 9th March, 1910. 

In the imbecile wards of this Workhouse there are at present 37 
men and 100 women. When the last report was written, on the 1st 
April, 1909, the numbers returned were 34 men and 120 women. 
Some slight increase has, therefore, taken place on the male side, 
and a decrease amongst the women. 

The male side is overcrowded by three, who have to sleep on the 
floor : but it is to be hoped that the numbers will shortly be de- 
creased. 

Eighteen of the 37 men are epileptics, of whom 9 are returned as 
sane epileptics. It might be possible to transfer some, at least, of these 
to other parts of the house, where they might be foimd useful. Five 
are boys, some of whom might be improved by training ; ten are con- 
lined to bed, suffering froju paralysis and other forms of physical 
disease ; five are of unclean habits : and twelve are returned as help- 
ing in the wards. Thirty-fotir of the women are epileptics, of whom 
six are returned as sane — three are children ; nine are confined to 
bed from bodily disease: and eleven are of unclean habits. Forty 
arc employed at sewing and knitting and twenty at housework or 
in the latindry : whilst 70 are able to attend to their religious duties. 

For the half-year ending the 28th February, 48 men and 60 
women have been, admitted to the lunatic wards of this workhouse ; 
35 men. and 54 women have been discharged, of whom two men and 
eleven women were sent to Youghal Auxiliary Asylum, and ten men 
and sixteen women have died. 

Both sexes were clean and tidy, and appear to be carefully looked 
after. 

The bed-clothing appeared clean and in good order. The over- 
clothing on the beds weighed 18^ lbs. in each case. 

On the female side the dormitories must be cold at night, as the 
only means of heating these large rooms are open fireplaces. A sys- 
tem of heating by hot water would add much to the comfort of these 
old and feeble people. 

The staff consists of one male attendant by day and one by night. 
There are two female attendants on day duty, and one does duty at 
night.

INSPECT33D ON 12tH APKIL, 1910. 

At- tlie present date the imbecile wards of this Workhouse contain 
125 inmates (54 males and 71 fcMuales), and in separate wards there 
are 20 men and 10 women, who are classified as sane epileptics. <hi 
the 1st April, 1909, the returns show 150 iiiinates (62 imdes and 88 
females) ; and ten years ago similar I'ctiivns give 1S8 inmates (54 males 
and 134 females), so that some decrease has taken place in the number 
of these inmates, owing to the removal of some of the females to 
the Richmond District Asylum. 

The changes amongst the inmates of these wards during the year 
from the 1st April, 1909, to the 31st March, 1910, are as follow: —

Of the imbeciles at present under care, 8 men atnl 2i) women arc 
cpilciitios; 16 men and 27 women are of unclean habits; 20 imm aiid 
31 women are in bed; and 36 tif eaeh sex are employed daily at 
(lifterent occupations, principally ai, lioiisc-work. 

Ill these wards there are still, a miniber of iuibocilo cliildri’n, f«)r 
whose cave and training some more adequate pj-ovision oughii lo bo 
made. Some of those children might, by proper training, be rendered 
cajiable of at least caring for themselves, and of learning some simple 
trade. Even under existing legislation, i( might bo ])ossiblo to collect 
all the imbecile children of the comity into award of one of the rural 
workhouses, and to contribute to the cost of thoir maintenaneo, under 
the provisions of the Act 41 & 42 Vic., ca]i. 60. 

The number of male cases in bed, the niajorit,y of whom suiter Jroin 
paralysis, would demand the care of a .skilled nui'se. 

There are at present two paid attendants on duty during the day, 
and one at night, on each side. 

The Master informs me that the lowering of the windows of the 
male dormitory, so as to admit light and air, is about to bo taken in 
hand. It is to be hoped that, at the same time, steps will be taken 
to remodel the bathroom, by supplying hot and cold water to the 
baths, and by repairing the floor of the ro^n

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SOUTH DUBLIN UNION WORKHOUSE. 

Inspected on 10th June, 1910. 

Ill (be imbecile wards of tliis Workhoxise there are at this date 77 
men and 121 women. This shows au increase of live males and a 
decrease of one female during the past- twelve mouths. During that 
time 92 men and 109 women have come in; 44 men and 55 women 
have gone out : 21 men and 17 women have been transferred to the 
Richmond District Asylum : and 22 men and 38 women have died. 

These wards still contain a large number of feeble and helpless 
patients, many of whom are bed-ridden and require constant care and 
attention. 

Thirteen men and 39 women wex’e found in bed, suffering from 
physical disease of various forms, the greater number being paralysed, 
and all more or less helpless. Many are inattentive to the calls of 
nature, whilst eight men and ten women suffer from epilepsy. 

Having regard to the large number of bed-ridden cases and their 
helpless state, their condition must be considered satisfactory, especi- 
ally in view of the small paid staff in charge. 

On the male side there are two attendants by day, and one at night, 
whilst on the female side there are two nurses, two attendants, and a 
laundress by day,, and two nurses by night — the nurses having also 
to look after the sick on the male side. 

One or two cases on each side might, with advantage, be transferred 
to the asylum, if this could be done. 

The male wards have one great advantage, in that a large garden 
is attached, in which some of the inmates are employed ; and, simi- 
larly, on the female side, the laundry affords work for a number of 
the women. Twenty-four men and thirty-two women find something 
to do. 

Fifty-two men and seventy-two women are able to attend to their 
religious duties. 

It is satisfactory to find that, in this Workhouse, the number of 
children classed as idiotic and imbecile is comparatively small, in pro- 
portion to the number of adults. 

No structural changes appear to have been carried out in the last 
twelve months. 

A number of the old cots, with straw ticks, have, however, been 
done away with, and modern bedsteads with hair mattresses substi- 
tuted.

There are in this Workhouse at the present time eight men and 
seven women classified as of unsound mind.

The accommodation for the insane inmates is miserable, “id an

KILICENNY WORKHOUSE. 


Inspected on 8th December, 1910. 

In the imbecile departments of this workhouse there arc at present 
seventeen men and twenty-nine women classified as of unsound mmd. 
Of these, two men and three women suffer from epilepsy, four of each 
sex are of unclean habits, and six men and nine women are confined 
to bed from bodily infirmity. 

The accommodation provided fur the men— consisting of a dayroom 
aud dormitory— is dark, ill-ventilated and dirty. The bed-clobhcs 
are neglected, and a commode at one end of the dormitory appears to 
be the only appliance for the use of those confined to bed. There is 
a bathroom and a bath, but no hot water supply. 

The men are untidy and ill-kept : one boy had no shoes or stock- 
incs There did not appear to be any opportunity for employment, 
except the cleaning of the ward. A paid attendant is in charge of 
this department. 
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On the female side, the room formerly used for the service of the 
meals is so much out of repair as to be unfit for human habitation, 
and it has been closed. The other rooms were fairly clean and tidy, 
and the inmates appeared to be as well looked after as could be 
expected, having regard to the fact that there is no hot water supply, 
and no proper means of washing. 

None of the women attend any form of religious worship, though 
some of them appear perfectly fit to do so. 

There are two paid attendants, who do what they can for these 
helpless human beings. 

The condition of these imbeciles calls urgently for some improve- 
ment. There is hope that the Asylum Committee — who, as represen- 
tatives of the County Council, are legally responsible for the care of 
the insane — will make provision for their i-eceptioii into the Asylum.

LIMAVADY WORKHOUSE. 

Inspected on 16th September, 1910. 

In this workhouse there are at present eight men and ten women 
classified as of unsound mind. One of the latter is a patient from 
the Londonderry District Asylum, who k maintained under the pro- 
visions of the Act 38 & 39 Vic., cap. 67, section 9. 

Among the women one suffers from epilepsy, and one man is of 
unclean habits. 

Both sexes appeared to be well looked after, and to be happy and 
contented. 

Several of the men are employed on the farm, and are said to be 
good workers. 

All were decently dressed. Their bedding was found to be well 
looked after, clean and tidy.

MONAGHAN WORKHOUSE. 

Inspected on 28th September, 1910. 

The numbers classified as of unsound mind in this Workhouse have 
now been reduced to four, viz., one male and three females. The 
man is old and frail, and two of the women ai-e confined to bed. 

Although these inmates are old and feeble, they can be properly 
cared for in this institution. 

The Guardians are to be congratulated on the reduction in the 
numbers of the insane under care, as they are thus relieved of a 
responsibility for which they are not legally liable.

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Inspected on 5th Auaus'r, 1910. 
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The imbecile wards of this Workhouse contain seventeen inmates 
(nine men and eight women). 

Amongst the iiniies is a negro sailor, who is said to have wandered 
from his ship. The Master, however, expects to have him removed 
in a few days. 

Two of the men and three of the women suffer from epilepsy : three 
men and two women are of unclean habits ; and one woman is bed- 
ridden. 

In these wards arc two children, a boy and a girl, who could be 
improved by training, if it could be afforded them. 

The condition of the inmates cannot be favourably reported on. 
Some of the men are very untidy. This can only be expected, as 
there is no fixed bath or means of washing. Moreover, the attend- 
ant is young, a}id has had no training in the care of the insane. 

The women would also require more careful attention as regards 
their personal tidiness. 

The bedding on both sides is not as clean as it ought to be, as 
the sheets are much marked by fleas. 

Some of these inmates are on hospital diet. I would suggest to 
the Guardians that all should be looked upon as hospital patients, 
and receive the scale of diet laid down for such inmates, as they are 
certainly infirm mentally, if not physically, and require all the caro 
and attention they can obtain.

WATERFORD WORKHOUSE. 

Inspected on 23itn Apjmf,, 19j(). 

In the imbecile wards of this workhouse there are at proKoitl. 28 
males and 56 females. 

Of the men, si.x are in bed, for the most part suffering froju 
various forms of paralysis ; six are cpile])tics ; aud seven are returned 
as of unclean habits. 

As regards employment, six men arc said to assist in cleaning the 
wards. The greater number arc too infirm or too domouted for 
manual work. Some simple form of constant employment would, 
however, be a great boon to those who aro capable of Jiiaking them- 
selves useful in any way. 

Amongst the women, twelve are coufiiied to bed from grave bodily 
disease, six are epileptics, and one is returned as a sano epilo])tic. 
Perhaps she might be cared for in some other part of the Workhouse. 

Ten women are employed at washing, sewing aud knittiiig. 

Both men and women were clean, and appeared to be propculy 
looked after by the charge nurses and the other attendants. 

In both the male and female wards are several children, who rniglit 
be improved by traiunig. No public institution, however, as yet 
exists in Ireland for the maintenance and training of mentally defec- 
tive children.

TH^ ASYLUM BOOKS AND RECORDS (SECOND AMENDING) 
ORDER, 1910, 

Sir, 

Adverting to the Circular of the 22ud December last. No. 134 Misc., 
I am directed by the Inspectors to forward, for the information and 
guidance of your Committee, the accompanying Order of the 12th 
instant, prescribing the books to be kept with a view to the carrying 
1909°^ provisions of the Asylums Officers’ Superannuation Act', 

As this Act enables superannuation and other allowances to be 
granted under a variety of circumstances not hitherto provided for, 
and as the members of the pensionable staff to whom the Act applies 
are, for the first time, to be called upon to make a contribution 
towards their pensions, a considerable amount of clerical labour will 
necessarily be involved in keeping the records relating to the matter. 

It IS anticipated that if the books prescribed by the accompanying 
Order are accurately kept, the difficulties in the way of carrying out 
the provisions of the Act will be greatly lessened, and complication* 
hereafter will be avoided. ^ 

These Books represent what, in the opinion of the Inspectors, is 
the minimum, and it may be necessary, especially in the case of the 
larger asylums, to supplement them, at the discretion of the Com- 
mittee, by others of a less comprehensive nature, which experience of 
the working of the Act may suggest. 

The Inspectors recommend that careful instructions should be given 
to the printer with respect to the width of the columns of the Register 
(Form No. 1), as, having regard to the necessarily large size of this 
Book, only the minimum amount of space should be allowed for each 
column. 

It is suggested that none of tlie columns should, at the outside 
exceed one and a half times the actual width as they appear in the 
Order,* and columns, 3, 14, 21, 27. 33, 39, 48, and 61 need only be 
the actual width shown in the Order. ^ 

It will probably be found possible to arrange the Book with one 
inserted at each opening, and thus effect a con- 
siderable reduction hi the size of the page, but care should be taken 
to ensure that the inner leaves are sufficiently short not to cover the 
names of the officials. 

* Tba actual Order, as printed, was folio size. 
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It is further suggested that the hori 2 oiital lines for columns 18, 19, 
24, 25, 30, 31, 36, 37, 4-2, 43, 48, 49, 52, and 53 should bo ruled a 
little lower than the others, so as to facilitate the cross totting of the 
amounts at the end of the half-year. 

All columns from 16 inclusive, to. the end, with, of course, the 
exception of the “Paying Order No.” columns, should be totalled at 
foot. 

In the case of asylums which 2 >ay all salaries and wages quarterly, 
columns 28 to 51, inclusive, may be omitted, or, if considered 
advisable, from 40 to 51 need only be omitted, thus enabling an 
oj>ening to serve for a full year, but, in that case, columns corres- 
ponding to 52 and 53 should be inserted after 27, as well as after o9. 

It is also suggested that the Ledger (Form No. 2) may be made 
about one and a half times the actual size as it appears in the Order.* 

I am to add that steps should now be taken to obtain, from the 
asylum or asylums concerned, the required information regarding 
previous service, in all cases in which the officials were employed in 
more than one asylum.

GENERAL ORDER (No. 3) M ADE UNDER THE PROVISIONS 
OF THE PUBLIC BODIES ORDER, 1904, PRESCRIBING 
AND REGULATING CERTAIN OP THE BOOKS AND 
RECORDS TO BE KEPT IN THE DISTRICT AND AUXITJ- 
ARY LUNATIC ASYLUMS OF IRELAND, 


To the Committees and Joint Committees appointed for the Mainten- 
ance and Management of the several Lunatic Asylums in Iredaud 
by the Councils of the several Counties and County Boroughs 
constituted under the Local Government (Ireland) Act, 1898 : 

To the Officers of the said Asylums ; and to all others whom it may 
concern. 


Whehisas, We, the Inspectors of Lunatics in Ireland, in pursuance 
of the powers vested in us by the Asylum Accounts Order, 1899, and 
by any Orders made by the Local Government Board enabling us in 
that behalf, did on the 19th day of March, 1900, make an Order 
entitled “The Asylum Books and Records Order, 1900.” And whereas

by reason of the passing of the Lunacy (Ireland) Act, 1901 (1 Edw. 
VII., cap. 17), we made a further Order on the 20th day of March, 
1902, entitled ‘‘ The Asylum Books and Records (Amending) Order, 
1902” : and whereas by reason of the passing of the ‘‘ Asylums Officers’ 
Superannuation Act, 1909” (9 Edw. 7, ch. 48), it has become neces- 
sary to make certain additions to our Orders aforesaid. Now We, 
the Inspector of Lunatics in Ireland, in pursuance of the powers 
vested in us by “ The Public Bodies Order, 1904,” do hereby Order 
and direct as follows: — 

Article 1. — This Order shall be known and cited as " The Asylum 
Books and Records (Second Amending) Order, 1910.” 

Article 2. — The several Regulations in this Order contained shall, 
from and after the 1st day of April, 1910, be observed in regard to 
the several matters hereinafter dealt with, except in so far as the 
Inspeetoi’s of Liinatics may from time to time assent in any particular 
case to a departure from any such Regulations. 

Article 3. — There shall be kept iu every District and Auxiliaxy 
Lunatic Asylum in Ireland, in addition' to the Books and Registers 
prescribed by “ The Asylum Books and Records Order, 1900,” the 
“Expenses of Ctiminal Lunatics Calculations Order, 1902,” “The 
Public Bodies Order, 1904,” or other Order or Orders of the Lord 
Lieutenant-General and General Governor of Ireland, the Local Gov- 
ernment Board, or the Inspectors of Lunatics, for the time being in 
force, the following books, viz.: — 

(1) A Registei* showing the salaries, wages, and valuation of the 
emoluments of the entire staff of established officers and servants, to 
whom the provisions of ‘ ‘ The Asylums Officers' Superannuation Act, 
1909,” apply, and also the contributions made from time to time in 
each case under that Act. An entry shall be made in this Register 
on each occasion (whether monthly or otherwise) on which the staff 
of established officers and seiwants is paid — giving full particulars of 
the salary or wages and valuation of emoluments (if any) of each 
member of the staff to whom the provisions of the “ Asylums Officers’ 
Superannuation Act, 1909,” apply, and also showing the contribu- 
tion made in each case under sections 8 and 9 of that Act, and the 
net amount payable. The Register shall be kept in the Form No. 1 
shown in the Schedule to this Order, or iu a form to the like effect. 

(2) A Ledger (in on© or more volumes) in which an account shall 
be opened for each established officer and servant to whom “ The 
Asylums Officers’ Superannuation Act, 1909,” applies. A record 
shall be kept in such Ledger, of the salary ox- wages and emoluments 
of each established officer and servant, and of his or her contributions 
under sections 8 and 9 of the Act mentioned. The entries shall be 
made in this Ledger under the respective names, at the end of each 
half-year for which the Accounts are made up for audit, the particu- 
lars so far as they are given in the above prescribed Register, being 
copied from that Register, and an Index (alphabetical or otherwise) 
to the names in the Ledger shall be made at the beginning or end 
thereof. The Ledger shall be kept in the Form No. 2 shown in the 
Schedule to this ‘Order, or in a Form to the like effect. 

Article 4. — Upon the granting of a superannuation allowance or 
gratuity to any established officer or servant, or annual allowance or 
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gratuity to thfl| widow or children of any such officer or servant, or 
upon the refund of contributions made by any such officer or servant, 
or upon the resignation of any such officer or servant to enter the 
service of another aiylum, or upon the repayment of contributions 
by any officer or servant on obtaining fresh employment, or upon tho 
cancelling of any supcramiuation allowance, or upon the abatement or 
suspension of any superannuation allowance, or upon any other action 
being taken with regard to the terms or conditions of such allowairces, 
full particulars thereof shall be entered in the account of the Ledger 
opened for the particular officer or servant. 

Article 5. — Tho Register and Ledger herein prescribed shall be 
kept by the Clerk or Clerks of the Asylum.

Sir, 

Adverting to the circulars of the 22ud December last (No. 134), 
and the 14th ultimo (No. 29), I am directed by the Inspectors to 
inform you that it has been decided, in consultation with the Local 
Government Board, that it will not be necessary to make any altera- 
tion in the Form prescribed on page 136 of " The Public Biylios 
Order, 1904,” with the view of jmcounting for the deductions, 
receipts, and payments mad© under the Asylmns Officers' Sipier- 
aunuation Act, 1900. ^ 

In future, only the net amounts actually paid to tlui several 
officials, whether by way of salaries or wages, should ajipeav in Uu^ 
accounts (Financial Book of Expondituvo (Foriu 2) and Abstvacl. 
(Form 68)), i.r-., the gross salaries and wages, less tlu> simountH 
deducted under sections 8 and 9 of the Suimrannuation Act of 1909. 
This will obviate the necessity of showing snch deductions under s 
separate sub-head of receipts, 

All gratuities on retirement, contributions repaid to officials, &e.. 
under the Act of 1909 may be iucludcd under the existing head of 
“ Suj^eraunuatiou,” which inay be sub-divided for the purjKiso of 
showing such gratuities and contributions se]>arately from existing 
Superannuations. 

Any payments made by other Asylum Committocs towards sn))cv- 
annuation, or any contributions repaid by officials under section L(> 
(3) of the Act can be shown as separate sub-heads of "Other 
Receipts.”

TRADE BOARDS ACT, 1909. 

Sir, 

I am directed by the Inspectors to forward, for the information of 
your Committee, the accompanying copy of the Trade Boards Act-, 
1909 (9 Edw. 7, ch. 22), and I am to call attention to section 7, 
which provides that no contract involving employment, to which a 
minimum rate fixed under that Act is applicable, shall be given by a 
local authority to any employer unless he has given notice to the 
Trade Board, by whom that rate has been fixed, that he is willing 
that the rate should be obligatory on him. 

This provision applies during the period intervening between the 
fixing of a rate by a Trade Board and the issue, under section 5, of 
an Order by the Board of Trade, making that rate obligatory, in 
cases in which it is applicable, on all persons employing labour and 
on all persons employed. 
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As the effect of sectiou 7 of the Act is to cast a legal obligatiou 
on the Committee in connection with the selection of theiv contractors 
in certain trades, it is for the Committee to take steps to ensure 
that this obligation is fulJilled in all cases. 

Before entering into a contract, thereforo, the Committee should 
ascertain whether it involves employment to which a minimum rate 
is applicable, and, if so, whether the employer to whom it is proposed 
to give the contract is registered by the Trade Boai'd under section 7. 

The trades to which the Act at present applies are set forth in the 
schedule thereto, but under sectiou 1, its provisions may be extended 
to other trades. 

I am to add that when rates have been fixed by any Trade Board, 
information as to the registration of employers, under section 7 of the 
Act, will be obtainable on application to the Secretary of the Trade 
Board in question, at the Office of Tx*ade Boards, Trafalgar Build- 
ings, Northumberland Avenue, London, S.W
